Since some comment on the products 
of the West Virginia Three-Barrel Gun 
Co. (or Hollenbecks, as they are some- 
times called), has appeared in What’s 


On Your Mind? I’d like to call your at- 
tention to some of their peculiarities. 
In moving to the cocked position, the 
hammer for the rifle barrel contacts a 
sliding extension on the sear, moving 
it to the rear where the front (rifle) 
trigger can engage it when pulled. 
However, unless the top-slide safety is 
on, continued movement of the trigger 


will cause the hammer for the right 
shotgun barrel to fall too. 

There are at least two designs of 
hammer. In one, there is no half-cock 
or safety notch (top photo) though the 
hammer rebounds out of contact with 
the firing pin. But pressure on the 
front of the cocking extension will bring 
the hammer into contact with the firing 
pin, and any blow on the front part of 
the extension can cause an accidental 
discharge of the rifle barrel. 

In the other design, there is a half- 
cock or safety notch into which the 
hammer rebounds. But, as the hammer 
moving forward to fire the rifle barrel 
also permits the sear extension to move 
from under the trigger, the sear may 
catch in the safety notch, either dam- 
aging it or preventing the full fall of 
the hammer. 

Anyone using one of these guns, or 
anyone repairing one, should make sure 
that the hammer rebounds properly 
into the safety notch and stays there, 
and that the firing pin for the rifle bar- 
rel is out of contact with the hammer 
when the sear is in the safety notch. 
—Harvey King, Birmingham, Ala.

makes no practical difference. What 
largely determines survival is how gent- 
ly—or harshly—trout are handled at 
the time of unhooking. 

No fisherman intentionally roughs up 
trout he intends to release, but a small 
trout—any trout, in fact—is delicate. A 
bit of sudden pressure in any of several 
vital areas will kill the fish.

threat to squirt out of your hand like a

| pulled free, there’s the additional dan-

| lessly damaged jaw.

accompanying photos will prevent this. 
It consists merely of forcing the trout’s 
mouth open with your forefinger and 
hooking the tip between the jaws while 
you hold the trout in your palm. By 
supporting the trout this way you make 
it absolutely impossible for the fish to 
slide forward—the only direction in 
which a tapered trout tends to slide. 
Light finger pressure holds the fish in 
place; there’s no need for that sudden 
clinch that to the fish is often the 
squeeze of death—as illustrated in the 
third picture. 

As the hook is backed out, the trout’s 
jaw is forced against your forefinger, 
and thus supported. This confines the 
exerted force to the area near the hook 
barb and avoids widespread wrenching 
and tearing of tissue. 

This method has the added virtue of 
being simple. Any trout fisherman can 
put it to use without previous practice. 
Yet it can play an important part in 
trout conservation by saving countless 
fish that otherwise would be returned 
to the water to die. THE END

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HOW TO DRESS FISH 


by Carleton H. Reed 


» be like to fish, and you like to make 
a reasonable catch, but you hate the 
messy job of cleaning them. Who 
doesn’t ? 

But don’t leave it to your wife; you 
had the fun of catching the fish, so by 
rights dressing them should be your 
chore. 

Here’s a quick and easy way to clean 
bass, pike, walleyes, or panfish. Just 
follow the procedure shown in the draw- 
ings below, and your wife will bless you. 
All she’ll need do with the part you 
hand her is roll it in corn meal and drop 


it in the skillet or on the broiler rack for 
cooking. 

The dressed fish, of course, can be 
eaten immediately, or stored away in 
the freezer for future banqueting. The 
head, fins, and other wastes are left in 
a neat package which can be dropped 
in the garbage can or otherwise dis- 
posed of. Cut off the tail or not, as you 
choose. 

While this method is intended pri- 
marily for fresh-water fish, it can also 
be used for the smaller salt-water sorts, 
such as flounder, blackfish, porgy, etc. 























1. With a sharp knife, make an incision 
just back of the gills. Be sure you cut 
through the backbone, but no farther 


2. Holding fish in one hand, cut through 
the skin on each side of the dorsal fin. 
Cut all the way from the head to the tail

3. Pinch the rear of the dorsal fin between 
the side of the knife 
blade and pull fins out. Don’t cut them off 


4. To start skin from flesh, pinch it be- 
tween thumb and knife blade. Pull skin 
from the body. Use pliers on larger fish 


























5._Grasp head and body firmly, hooking 
one forefinger into cavity made by back- 
bone incision. Pull flesh away from skin 


6. There you have it—head, skin, en- 
trails in one throw-away package. Neat 
meat portion is set for pan or freezer

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DUCK REBELLION COMING UP 


 , oon a duck rebellion shaping up in North Dakota 
that promises a king-size headache for everyone involved. 
If it succeeds, it will mean the end of federal control over 
waterfowl hunting, and scuttling of the migratory bird treaty 
between the United States, Canada, and Mexico. If it failsk— 
and at this point it looks like a sure bet to do just that—it 
will probably mean that some North Dakota hunters will end 
up in federal court. 


Whatever happens, the state legislature will have to 
take responsibility. Lee Brooks of Fargo, a state senator, 
and a duck hunter, started the ruckus. Irked because 
North Dakota hunters don’t get the seasons they'd like 
under U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service rules, and making 
the claim that 2,000,000 to 4,000,000 ducks hatched 
in North Dakota each year aren‘t migratory, Brooks 
introduced a bill last winter creating a state law to 
overrule and replace federai regulations. The bill 
passed. 


Gov. John E. Davis, also a duck hunter, signed it against 
the advice of his own state game and fish department and 
in the face of requests from Fish and Wildlife that it be 
vetoed or changed to a resolution. “Federal edicts are not 
law” the Governor argued. 





The law opens the resident on “waterfowl 
that do not migrate across the borders of North 
Dakota,” geese excepted, not later than noon on the 
last Friday of September and ends it not later than 
March 1. The Governor has authority to fix an earlier 
closing. Bag limits can’t be lower than federal limits, 
but may be higher, and state wardens are prohibited 
from enforcing any federal regulation that conflicts 
with the state law. 


N. wildlife authority seriously believes that more than 
a handful of North Dakota’s duck population is nonmigra- 
tory. It’s true the state normally hatches some 3,000,000 
ducks a year, but only a few thousand winter there and there’s 
good reason to think that even those are migrants. 

But the new law puts the burden of proof on Uncle Sam, 
defining as nonmigratory all ducks that can’t be proved to 
have migrated. However, with the exception of a few banded 
birds, there’s no way to prove whether or not a duck has 
migrated. To show that he'd killed a nonmigratory duck, a 
hunter would have to produce a bird hatched and banded in 
North Dakota and not old enough to have crossed the state’s 
borders on its first flight. 


There is no chance North Dakota can get away with it. 
Georgia tried to outwit Washington back in 1921, passing 
a “resident dove” law, but a federal court knocked it out 
by ruling that all doves are migratory. The same reasoning 


is certain to apply this time, should the hassle get into court. 
North Dakota’s own game Officials privately agree on that. 

What will happen this fall won’t be known until Wash- 
ington announces the 1957 duck regulations. Last year the 
North Dakota season opened October 1. Should the date be 
advanced this year to September 27, opening day under the 
state law, the heat will be off for the time being. But don’t 
look for that. If Washington yields it will be inviting trouble 
from every state not satisfied with present regulations. Fish 
and Wildlife officials realize that, and it’s a safe bet they'll 
face the issue. 


I federal rules call for an opening later than September 
27, and if hunters take advantage of the earlier state open- 
ing, a lot of them appear sure to face federal court action. 
Washington has made it clear that its regulations will be 
enforced. 


“We'd have no choice but to treat North Dakota 
as we'd treat any other state,” a top official told me. 
“If we were to turn back to the states the right to make 
waterfowl! regulations on the basis of what hunters 
want rather than what the duck supply can stand, it 
wouldn’t be long before we'd have no waterfowl to 
manage.” 


State wardens will be out of the picture in the event of 
trouble, but there’ll be enough federal agents on hand to 
keep hunters on their toes. Two agents are regularly sta- 
tioned in the state, plus some 25 refuge managers who have 
law-enforcement authority. If North Dakota opens its duck 
season ahead of federal dates, there will be as many extra 
agents on hand “as the manpower situation permits.” That 
could mean a small army. 

“You can lay odds you won’t find me hunting ducks until 
the federal season starts.” That’s how one worried sportsman 
in Bismarck summed it up, and it sounds like a sensible 
decision. 


ALASKA GUIDE UPROAR 


Avtaska is offering nonresident hunters a new deal. For 
the first time since 1925, outsiders can now hunt trophy 
game there without hiring licensed guides. In fact, there’s 
no such thing as a licensed guide in Alaska today and won’t 
be before the 1958 hunting seasons start. Those who want 
guides can still hire thern, but there’s no legal requirement 
to do so. 

The licensed-guide system wasn’t scrapped for the special 
benefit of visiting hunters, and the Alaska Game Commission 
is still concerned about what the (continued on page 34)

WASTED WATER—BEARS AS 


I, horse-and-buggy days a water-supply reservoir was a 
body of water surrounded by a high fence studded with No 
Trespass signs. Today the modern concept of a reservoir is 
a body of water well stocked with trout or bass which anyone 
can fish either for free or for a small fee, and by obeying a 
few common sense rules. 


Because horse-and-buggy ideas die hard, thousands 
of acres of good fishing water are going to waste in the 
most densely populated Eastern states. But in some 
localities alert sportsmen haven‘t waited for the old 
idea of single-purpose reservoirs to die. They’ve killed 
it by sound argument and convincing demonstration. 


The watershed owned by New Brunswick, N. J., which 
includes three reservoirs totaling more than 400 acres and 
their connecting streams, is a fine example of how sportsmen 
can get reservoirs opened to public fishing. In return for the 
right to fish and hunt on the watershed, members of sports- 
men’s clubs agreed to patrol it to enforce sanitary regulations. 


“Those sportsmen are saving the city large sums for police 
protection,” says Thomas F. Boylan Jr., head of the city’s 
water department. “We never would be able to hire a force 
of guards as large or as intelligent as we now have through 
permitting public fishing and hunting. The sportsmen are 
safeguarding the water from contamination. Anglers and 
hunters who enjoy the watershed eight or nine months of 
the year have disproved the charge that such recreational use 
would impair the water’s purity.” 


New Jersey’s fishing pressure is so heavy that fisheries 
technicians often hesitate to close waters even temporarily 
for management work. Yet, despite the city-owned New 
Brunswick demonstration, nearly all of its city-owned reser- 
voirs are either closed to all fishing or open only to a favored 
few. 


“If we could get all our reservoirs opened,” A. 
Heaton Underhill, state director of fish and game, told 
me, “New Jersey anglers would have 5,500 more 
acres of badly needed fishing water. We keep trying, - 
but the best we’ve been able to do is get a provision 
in -our new water-use law opening new reservoirs. One 
will be Round Valley in Hunterdon County—some 4,000 
acres. But that’s for the future. Right now we're con- 
centrating on trying to get one of the existing reservoirs 
opened to fishing on an experimental basis.’ 


Rhode Island’s sportsmen also have been stymied by re- 
actionary thinking. Two years ago they tried hard to get 
Scituate Reservoir, 10 miles west of Providence, opened to 
fishing. But the water-supply board’s chief engineer couldn’t 
be convinced that you can use water for recreation and then 
safely drink it. Result: no fishing. 

It’s hard to understand why some water-supply officials 
object to reservoir fishing for sanitary reasons. California 
cities that have permitted fishing for 50 years report that 
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they’ve never found any connection between recreational 
water use and bacterial count of water samples. Gerald E. 
Arnold, director of San Diego’s water department, says, 
“Studies in pollution of open and closed reservoirs have dis- 
closed no indication of increased pollution of those that are 
open.” 


F., more than a century New York City has piped its 
drinking water from the Croton watershed east of the Hudson 
River and the Catskill Mountains watersheds west of it. The 
Croton reservoirs are comparatively shallow; they still yield 
trout, but warm-water species are taking over. There are 
three famous trout streams in the Catskill watersheds—the 
Willowemoc, Esopus, and Beaverkill. Big Ashokan and the 
new Pepacton Reservoirs offer excellent trout, smallmouth 
bass, and walleye fishing. 


MAINE. Narraguagus River, at Cherryfield. Atlantic 
salmon run is on. 

MARYLAND. Smallmouth bass in Potomac River al- 
most anywhere above tidewater. Weakfish in Chesa- 
peake Bay south of Baltimore. 

PENNSYLVANIA — NEW JERSEY. Delaware River. 

Smallmouth bass from Water Gap to Port Jervis. Wall- 
eye hotspots near Belvedere, Milford, and Dingman’s 
Ferry. 
NEW YORK. Top-flight smallmouth bass fishing in 
St. Lawrence River. Rainbows and lake trout in Seneca. 
Good trout and smallmouth fishing in Ashokan Reser- 
voir, near Kingston. 

VERMONT. Rainbows and brown trout in Wells River. 
Brown trout in upper reaches of White River. 

NEW JERSEY. Excellent largemouth bass fishing in 
Swartswood Lake. 

WEST VIRGINIA. Whopper smalimouth bass in New 
River. 

PENNSYLVANIA. Walleyes and bass in Allegheny 
River, Freeport to New York line. 


Reservoir fishing in New York has been permitted and 
encouraged for 52 years. Free permits are issued by the city 
water department. Over 3,000 anglers keep boats on the reser- 
voirs, and thousands more fish from the shores. 

“From our analyses of water samples,” John Aalto, engi- 
neer in charge of the Catskill watersheds, told me, “no direct 
relation between the number of fishermen using the watershed 
and the number of coliforms (bugs which sometimes transmit 
disease) has yet been demonstrated. Fishing in our reservoirs 
causes no sanitary or water-contamination problems.” 


Reservoir fishing in Massachusetts has been very success- 
ful. Each year 20,000 anglers fish Quabbin, which supplies 
Boston with water, and their exemplary conduct has helped 
convert several other municipalities, (continued on page 36)

SAVE OUR SALT-WATER 


Ee my February column I mentioned that three states now 
require salt-water sport anglers to be licensed, and that other 
states in the Atlantic and Gulf areas were studying the pos- 
sibility of doing the same. I’ve received several interesting 
letters on the subject, and I’ve received permission to print 
excerpts from one because it gives me an opportunity to 
emphasize some of the important reasons for protecting our 
salt-water gamefish, and to explain what a few states in this 
corner of the Gulf and Atlantic are doing about it. 


Stan Leland of Story City, lowa, wrote as follows: 

“Your short piece on salt-water licenses made me 
see red. State conservation bodies have licersed com- 
mercial fisheries to use purse seines, drag nets, traps, 
and almost every other conceivable method of slaugh- 
tering fish, until, in many areas the lonely rod and 
reeler doesn’t stand a chance. 


“The states even permit oil exploration with high-power 
explosives along once-fine coastal fishing areas in Louisiana, 
Texas, and California. 

“Oil tankers coming into port in ballast pump residue oil 
into coastal waters, and I’ve seen it done in harbors. Com- 
ing back from Catalina the other day, we crossed four dis- 
tinct oil slicks caused by tankers that had pumped ballast 
near the breakwater; the destruction to marine life from 
this and other pollution is beyond measure. I’ve seen this 
done many times on the Gulf coast. 

“The penalty? Possibly a slap on the wrist, but more likely 
just nothing. 


“For all this slaughter, the lowly rod and reeler is to 
blame, as inferred in your article, and should pick up 
the tab in the form of cash outlay for the privilege of 
drowning some bait and returning home fishless. 

“The oceans are big and their resources tremendous, 
but not to the point of being inexhaustible. | don’t know 
the answer to this problem but you've missed the boat 
when you infer that the sport fisherman is in any meas- 
ure responsible for the rapidly depleting numbers of 
fish in our coastal waters.” 


Stan Leland pointed out one pertinent fact with which I 
heartily concur: that although our coastal waters cover a 
tremendous number of square miles, the fishery resources are 
definitely exhaustible. This fact is admitted in a recent bulle- 
tin issued by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. 


Over the years, I’ve seen salt-water gamefishing decline 
almost unbelievably in many spots. I can take you to salt- 
water rivers, bays, and beaches which once were full of 
tackle-busting giants, but where today you’ve got to be on 
the ball to catch enough for a meal. A few years ago you 
wouldn’t think of keeping the size fish you gladly drop into 
your boat well today. 

One of the moot questions in salt-water conservation cir- 
cles today is: who’s to blame? Right on its heels is another: 
what are we doing about it? 























As nearly as I can determine, some oil companies, with 
their tankers and prospecting equipment, are responsible each 
year for the destruction of uncounted numbers of fish. It’s 
true that many vessels pump out sludge in and around har- 
bors. Not too long ago I was in waters which once teemed 
with fish, but because of sludge pollution they’re now ap- 
proaching the status of aquatic deserts. 


CConenneal men come in for their share of blame too, 
even though most vehemently deny it. They make their living 
by catching and selling fish, and where there are no regula- 
tions on the size and number they take, or on the methods 
used, they are naturally going to take all the fish they can sell. 


it’s natural for the netter and seiner to claim that he 
has no part in reducing a resource that means his liveli- 
hood. Grant Matthews, a West Coast sportsman-writer, 
emphasizes this when he quotes one jocal commercial 
man in a recent column: “Please don’t let the public 
be fooled into believing that the elimination of com- 
mercial fishing will automatically bring hordes of fish 
for sport fishermen. According to a survey taken last 
year, the commercial men took some 1,200 striped 
bass in their nets. That’s just a drop in the bucket. 
Before 1935, commercial nets used to take thousands 
of fish every day during the season. This went on year 
after year. Despite that, the striper population has in- 
creased.” 


I know that concentrated net fishing in one place will 
decrease the population of salt-water gamefish there. Several 
times during past years, I’ve had the experience of writing 
stories on fabulous seaside angling spots, only to return the 
next year and find the places choked with nets and other 
commercial rigs, and the gamefish reduced to pitiful remnants. 


| don’t exempt sport fishermen, either. | can name a 
number of acquaintances who make periodic treks to 
the Gulf or Atlantic coasts, and bring back tubs or cans 
full of fish which shouldn’t be keeping size in the first 
place. They freeze the fish or sell them to local dealers 
to help pay for the trip. 


FF cctunatety, some states are beginning to realize that 
these gamefish make up one of their most valuable assets. 
The number of salt-water sport fishermen has increased tre- 
mendously during the past few years, and not only among 
people who live along the coast. The recent nation-wide wild- 
life survey showed that from Tennessee alone, 41,000 anglers 
traveled a few million miles in one year to fish on the rim of 
the oceans and Gulf. 

This horde of anglers helps to stress the fact that salt-water 
gamefish are more important as such to a state’s economy, 
than as mere food fish to be taken commercially and sold 
for a few cents a pound. Of course there’s the usual uproar 
that confining the commercial fisherman to such species as 
mullet, shad, and bottomfish, will run him out of business.

TIME FOR SALMON 


Base fishing is the sport reporters are exuberant about 
this month, and the exclamations are mostly from men in 
the Puget Sound region of Washington. 

Les Hatch, Seattle writer, picks the following as best bets 
for salmon in June: waters off the Washington coastal towns 
of Westport and Neah Bay; the area around Hope Island in 
Puget Sound, and the Hood Canal, which is a natural inlet 
about 70 miles long that yields salmon clear up to the shadows 
of Seattle’s skyscrapers. 


Camps, guides, and rental boats are available in 
most of these places. Take along your rain clothes. The 
region is noted for its “liquid sunshine.” 

Les advises leaving your lures at home. Odds are 
you'll take more fish with the favorite local rig —a 
plain hook or pair of hooks threaded into a fresh or 
frozen herring. Tackle? For ocean fishing you'll need a 
nine-foot rod and a star-drag, level-wind reel with 300 
yards of line testing 20 to 35 pounds. For inside waters 
use a light eight-foot rod with level-wind or spinning 
reel and 300 to 400 feet of 10 to 15-pound-test line. 


Beginners at salmon fishing seldom miss in the Westport 
area, I’m told by Gordon Frear of the weekly Hunting and 
Fishing News in Seattle. Skippers are mostly commercial 
fishermen who know their stuff. As many as 2,000 salmon 
(kings and silvers) are taken in June in a single week-end. 
Gordon likes the cut spinner for trolling; the skipper will 
show you how to rig it. Weather’s rough sometimes, but the 
Coast Guard won’t let boats go out if it’s too bad. 


“June's a bit early for the big runs of steelheads,”’ 
says Enos Bradner of Seattle, ‘‘but some of the Olym- 
pic Peninsula rivers may pay off.” Bradner suggests 
the Quinault River, which is a coastal stream where 
Indian guides take out sportsmen in log canoes of a 
design old as time. The Queets River should also have 
some steelies, but it’s likely to be too high and cloudy 
for good fishing before July 1. 

Bradner adds that the Quillayute River, which enters 
the ocean at La Push, may have a run of steelheads. 
(June salmon fishing should be terrific at its mouth.) In 
the Seattle area, the Tolt opens July 1 and should be 
good. Best place is where it enters the Snoqualmie 
River. Fishing pressure is heavy. Bait or cherry bobbers 
do best. 


The north fork of the Stillaguamish (fly fishing only) gets 
an advance guard of steelies by July 4. Best riffles are near 
the town of Oso. North fork of the Skykomish should be clear, 
suited to spinning gear and spoon. It’s fished from the town 
of Index upstream to Garland Hot Springs. 

Kalama’s the best summer-run steelhead stream in south- 
west Washington. It has summer runs in June and July and 
is fished from its confluence with the Cowlitz upstream to 
Pigeon Springs, about 20 miles. A fly, bait, or lure may pro- 
duce. Wind River, which enters the Columbia about 55 miles 
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east of Vancouver, has July runs. Its steelies run larger than 
Puget Sound’s—from seven to 15 pounds—but angling’s best 
in July and August. 

Gordon and Tom McAllister of Portland, Oreg., put in a 
word for clamming. Sandy shores with long run-outs at low 
tides offer clam diggers a lot of family fun and food. Some 
cook the clams in salt water right on the beach. 


Tom recalls hard-time years when the natives 
cracked, “I ate so many clams my stomach rose and 
fell with the tide,’ But thousands dig clams for the 
sport now. Most desirable are razor clams, but their 
cousins in the bays are good too. The horse clam, 
little-neck, butter, soft-shell, cockle, and the outsize 
geoducks (three to 10 pounds) are fair and edible game 
when steamed, chowdered, or fried. 


Heaviest concentration of razor clams, Tom tells me, is on 
the surf-pounded Washington beaches from the Columbia 
River to Copalis Rocks, west of Aberdeen. Ten to 12 million 
razor clams are taken on these beaches each year by personal- 
use diggers. 


WASTING WATERFOWL 


A startling fact revealed recently by the Pacific Fly- 
way Study Committee is that a high percentage of the 
ducks and geese still flying after the shooting season 
carry lead pellets in their flesh. Of all waterfowl trapped 
in California for study under fluoroscopes, 80 percent of 
the geese, 50 percent of the mallards, and roughly 35 
percent of all other ducks had shot in their bodies. Many 
seemed sure to die later. Add these to the known 20 
percent loss of cripples during the season and you have 
a powerful argument against the foolish “skyscraping”’ 
shots so many hunters try. 


Bear rug, anyone? The season’s never closed on black bears 
in many parts of the Pacific Northwest, and the black preda- 
tors are so plentiful that Bill Hulet, who hunts around Aber- 
deen, Wash., last November chalked up his 3,000th kill. 


Orntdoor writer Kramer A. Adams tells me that Hulet 
suggests three ways to bag a bruin: 1. Scout the woods until 
you spot one. 2. Wait near a likely bear haunt such as a 
berry patch or a garbage dump. 3. Trail the bears with dogs. 

“If you use dogs, they gotta be bear dogs,” says Hulet. He 
and other hunters may lose half their packs in a season in 
fights with cornered bruins. But a brave hound has saved 
many a hunter’s life. And if you're an archer, Hulet says, 
take along a rifle. Just in case. 

Humboldt County, Calif., parts of Oregon, and other 
Western ranching and lumbering regions also have bears 
classed as predators, with no closed season. Timber com- 
panies in some areas are at war with bears because they cause 
severe loss to young trees. (continued on page 40)

HOW TO CARE FOR YOUR REEL 


ne June evening I joined a group 
QO of fishermen who were lined up 
along a rock jetty casting metal 
squids. One of the men had brought 
along his young son who, with nothing 
else to do, began to chase imaginary 
bandits along the jetty. Several anglers 
in the process of making backcasts 
were horrified when they glanced be- 
hind them to see the boy’s head bobbing 
within inches of a hook as the kid 
galloped past. With the passing min- 
utes, tempers grew thin, and finally the 
father tried some child psychology. 

He went to his car, picked up a spare 
rod, and fitted it with an old reel which 
apparently hadn’t been cleaned or lubri- 
cated in years. After fixing a bottom 
rig, he baited a hook with a piece of 
mussel and handed the outfit to the boy, 
saying, “Now sit down and show daddy 
how to catch a fish.” Surprisingly, the 
kid obeyed. 

Greatly relieved we turned our full at- 
tention to casting. Suddenly the kid let 
out a hoop and a holler, and we turned 
to see him struggling against a rod 
that was thrashing wildly. He’d hooked 
a striped bass that apparently preferred 
a mussel bait to our metal squids. 

The astonished father dropped his 
own rod and grabbed his son’s. Line 
was sizzling seaward when the creak- 
ing innards of the unoiled reel suddenly 
froze tight. The bass shot to the surface 
and, with a violent roll, parted the line. 
And so, for want of a few drops of oii, 
a lick of grease, and a little care, an- 
other big fish had got away. Any reel 
which may be used should be kept clean 
and lubricated. 


Dp” is one of the most deadly ene- 
mies to the long life of any fishing 
reel. Salt-water reels are often damaged 
by infiltration of sand, which for some 


reason gets into reels even though 
you're fishing on docks of stone and 
wood, or on boats whose decks are 
hosed down after every trip. Whenever 
you hear a grating noise inside your 
reel, the chances are that the culprit is 
sand. Take the reel apart at once and 
give it a good cleaning and oiling. If 
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you let it go, you may be letting your- 
self in for a major repair job or the 
purchase of a new reel. 

Reels which are used only occasion- 
ally during the season should be dis- 
mantled and washed once a year. Those 
that are used steadily require such 
treatment at least every two or three 
weeks. While under the strain of con- 
tinuous casting, a reel should be oiled 
lightly at least once every two hours. 
Oil the average trolling reel at least 
once a day, and more often if the fishing 
pressure is heavy. 

Most salt-water reels are compara- 
tively easy to take apart and reassem- 
ble. With a little observation, study, 
or reading of the manufacturers’ direc- 
tions, the average angler should be able 
to service his own reel. But if you're 
not sure how it should be done, watch 
a trained man do the job. As you take 
the reel apart, place all plates, bars, and 
screws in neat piles, and when you put 
it together again, be sure there are no 
parts left over. Every part should fall 
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into place without being forced; if you 
have to use force, something’s wrong. 
Start over again. 


gener is probably the favorite 
cleaner for reels. Gasoline (the 
kind without too many additives) is a 
good second choice. Cleanse all parts 
thoroughly, including the screws, and 
let them dry thoroughly. Hard-to-reach 
corners can be cleaned with a piece of 
pointed wood. Oil all parts as you put 
the reel together, and take special care 
to see that holes and channels which 
allow you to oil your reel from the out- 
side are clean before you join these 
parts together. A pin is a good tool for 
this purpose. 

There are many good reel oils and 
greases available in tackle stores. 
Regardless of what kind you _ use, 
make certain that it meets the man- 
ufacturer’s specifications. If you’re 
not sure, ask your dealer.

© of the angriest fishermen I’ve 
_F seen was a man who opened his 
tackle box and found his reel handle so 
badly bent that he couldn’t fish without 
first taking it to a tackle shop for repair. 
This situation was entirely of his own 
making, for he’d carelessly dropped the 


| reel into the box in such a way that it 
| tumbled about loosely as he drove over 


rough roads, Such damage as this can 


| be avoided by enclosing the reel snugly 


in a small box or bag. 

Many fishermen try to prevent back- 
lashes by tightening the spool caps of 
their reels at the pivot bearings. This 
only causes the bearings to wear out 
faster, and doesn’t overcome the back- 
lash problem. All spools should have a 
small amount of play, and the best rule 
of thumb I know is to tighten the caps 
until there’s no side play, then loosen 
them about a quarter of a turn. 

Today nearly all spools of standard 


| casting reels have been lightened by the 
| use of plastics and metal alloys. Lighter 
| spools mean fewer backlashs. 


Reel manufacturers have come up 
with other controls or antibacklash de- 
vices. These range from fins on plastic 
spools of the best squidding reels to 
magnetic discs and mechanical pressure 
plates of other models. There are also 
oil-filled hubs which can be bought 


| separately for standard reels. With the 


| exception of the built-in fins, these de- 





| vices may be turned on or off, and they 


can be regulated to whatever degree of 
control the fisherman desires. 

Antibacklash controls are especially 
valuable to the beginner. They save him 
the discouragement of successive back- 
lashes until he develops what is known 
as an “educated thumb,” the best pro- 
tection of all against backlashes. 

Many veteran casters use antiback- 
lash controls when they begin to tire 
and lose the proper sense of timing. 
These are also good for night fishing. 

Many newcomers to salt water find it 
hard to lay line evenly on the spool dur- 
ing a retrieve. That’s why some reel 
manufacturers use what is known as a 
“level-wind,”’ a device which guides the 
line back and forth with precision and 
lays it evenly on the spool. 

I own and use a couple of salt-water 
reels equipped with level-wind devices 
similar to those found on fresh-water 
reels. This feature makes the reels 
especially handy for boat and pier fish- 
ing and for light casting where the 
water isn’t too turbulent. But I’ve 
learned from experience that level-wind 
features have two disadvantages for 
heavy surf work: 1. Particles of sand 
will often put them out of commission. 
2. They limit the amount of line one 


can put out in a cast, since the line- 
guiding mechanism which travels back 
and forth across the front of the reel 
slows up the spool’s momentum. 

If you want distance, your best bet is 
to learn how to lay line evenly on the 
spool with your thumb. This takes pa- 
tience, but you’ll never regret learning 
how. 

Many fresh-water anglers are puzzled 
by the free spools found on most salt- 
water reels. On a reel with a free spool, 
the spool turns but the handle remains 
stationary as line is being cast or trolled. 
With some reels, this is an automatic 
feature, but the most common way of 
putting a reel into free spool is to move 
a lever or clutch before casting. 

Now and then I use an ordinary fresh- 
water baitcasting rod and reel for some 
light salt-water fishing, but I don’t rec- 
ommend it. WHirling reel handles are a 
hazard when casting heavy lures or 
when paying out trolled bait. 

A free spool also allows line to go out 
without releasing the star drag, thus 
saving wear and tear on gears while 
giving faster action. The larger the 
reel, the more you need a free spool. 

One of my stronger fishing pals 
scorns the use of a star drag while play- 
ing striped bass or a bluefish, but even 
he couldn’t whip a bluefin tuna or a 
marlin without some sort of braking 
aid. Against that kind of power, the 
line would make hamburg out of his 
thumb. It would even burn deeply into 
the slab of leather some anglers hinge 
against the crossbars of reels. 

The star drag on most salt-water 
reels is a slipping-brake arrangement 
which regulates the amount of tension, 
or drag, on the spool. The degree of 
tension can be adjusted, usually by a 
star-shaped wheel located just beneath 
the reel handle. This slows the speed 
of the spool and exerts an even pressure 
against the line as it runs out. The star 
drag shouldn’t be set too tightly, for if 
it is, a quick, hard strike or a sudden 
lunge from a fighting fish could snap 
the line. I rarely set a drag at more 
than 40 percent of its braking capacity. 
On the other hand, a drag set too light- 
ly lets a fish strip out line too easily and 
makes the hook setting difficult. 


tar drags are necessary features for 
those who bait-fish with their rods 
stuck in sand spikes, or for those who 
troll while their rods are in holders or 
just lying unattended across the seat 
of a boat. First appearing on a salt- 
water reel made by J. von Hofe in 1911, 
the star drag remained in its basic form 
until last year. Then a leading tackle 
maker came out with a starless drag. 
This drag eliminates the conventional 
star-shaped wheel under the reel handle 
that many anglers find hard to reach for 
quick adjustment. Replacing it is an 
easily adjustable drag setting at the 
lower end of the handle. The drag is set 
in advance at whatever tension—short 
of the lines’ breaking strength—the 
angler thinks is desirable. After a fish 
has been hooked, the drag tension may 
be lessened by backing off on the reel 
handle. It can be increased, up to the 
original setting, by cranking the handle 
forward.—George Heinold.

outcome may be. But it had no say in 
the matter. 

The trouble started last fall, when the 
commission revoked for a five-year pe- 
riod the licenses of five prominent guides 
and denied the application of a sixth for 
the same period, on charges that the 
men had violated regulations. 

The five who lost their licenses were 
Jack Warren of Big Delta, Bob Hayford 
of Fairbanks, Ward Gay and Willard 
Steinauer of Anchorage, and Bud Bran- 
ham of Rainy Pass. The application of 
Carl Thiele of Anchorage was turned 
down. 


Branham and Steinauer were 
charged with failure to salvage the meat 
of trophy animals, specifically two 
moose killed near Kakhonak Lake. The 
charge against Gay was failure to re- 
port a violation committed by a hunter 
he’d guided, and that against Warren 
was failure to accompany his hunter. 
Hayford was charged with hunting in a 
game sanctuary, Thiele with guiding 
without a license. 


There was nothing new in the 
commission’s action, and the penal- 
ties were mandatory. In the 31 years 
the licensed-guide law had been on 
the books, about 15 guides have lost 
their licenses for violations. In each 
case, the game code gave no option 
as to the period of revocation. 

The law had never been chal- 
lenged, but this time the guides put 
up a lively fight. Pointing out that 
some of their parties had spent up to 
$100,000 in the Territory, they car- 
ried their case to Washington. 
(Clarence J. Rhode, administrator of 
Alaska wildlife resources, says full- 
time guides have been known to 
gross as much as $60,000 a year.) 





Without moving to test the case in 
| court, J. Reuel Armstrong, Department 
|of Interior solicitor, handed down an 
|opinion casting serious doubt on the 
|legality of the licensed-guide law and 
| the regulations issued under it. 

The commission promptly dropped 
|its requirement that a _ nonresident 
| hunter must have a licensed guide, and 
| discontinued the issuing of licenses. “If 
| we can’t hold a guide responsible under 
|our regulations, there’s no point in re- 
|quiring a hunter to hire him.” The 
| suspended guides went back to work. 


i itaae also handed out, along 
with his opinion, a fairly sharp rebuke 


|to the commission for “exceeding its 
| authority.” As a result, members of the 
| commission—long rated as a conscien- 
tious, blue-ribbon outfit—came close to 
resigning in a body. 

| Nobody has come up with any expla- 
| nation of why Armstrong should have 
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been so ready with an opinion hostile 
to one of his own agencies, but there 
are those who put the whole deal down 
to politics. After all, the penalized 
guides numbered among their former 
clients many men of wealth and in- 
fluence. 


By the time you read this, Con- 
gress may have amended the Alaska 
game law and restored the commis- 
sion’s authority to license guides and 
issue regulations. Such an amend- 
ment was prepared in March. 
Whether or not the system will ever 
be reinstated, however, depends 
largely on what happens in the next 
year. The commission doesn’t con- 
template any action before its next 
annual meeting—February, 1958. 


W itatite authorities in Alaska don’t 
regard the present situation as all bad. 
They point out that the Territory now 
licenses something like 50,000 resident 
big-game hunters a year, and has 30,000 
to 40,000 Indians and Eskimos who 
don’t need licenses. Only about 500 non- 
resident big-game licenses are issued 
annually. Many nonresidents are ex- 
pected to hire guides whether required 
to do so or not. 

For these reasons, some think the 
licensed-guide requirement for outsiders 
was Outgrown and to some extent un- 
fair. They even see the likelihood of a 
healthy jump in nonresident license 
sales, now that guides are no longer 
required, and they’d just as soon not see 
the system come back. 


Naturally most of the 250 or so 
former licensed guides don’t agree. 
They're bitter about the whole deal, 
and some are kicking up a rumpus. 
For example, Joe Maxwell, an out- 
fitter and guide at Uyak, on Kodiak 
Island, charges in a letter to Ourpoor 
Lire that Alaska wildlife is threat- 
ened with extinction as a result of 
the guide system’s abolition. 

The action was taken as a result 
of “influence and political pres- 
sure,’ Maxwell declares, and has 
jeopardized the livelihood of the 
Territory's professional guides and 
of other residents who worked for 
them, in addition to posing a serious 
threat to the game supply. 


The licensed-guide system had 
proved its merits, he contends. Most 
guides were good conservationists, hunt- 
ing only mature trophy animals, co- 
operating with authorities, and protect- 
ing their hunters. 

Maxwell foresees danger to inexperi- 
enced hunters who go after brown or 
grizzly bears unguided, and also predicts 
that the problem of lost and injured 
hunters will mount under the present 
situation. He points out that anyone 
living in Alaska can now claim to be 
a big-game guide, and warns that non- 
resident hunters may find themselves in 
the hands of incompetent or unscrupu-

| “If we are to save the wildlife of 
Alaska we must have a game commis- 
sion not appointed by or responsible 
to the Department of Interior or any 
other federal bureau,” he concludes. 
“As a Territory, we must be given con- 
trol of our own fish and wildlife, and 
have a commission free from political 
and bureaucratic pressure and answer- 
able only to the people of Alaska.” 


a hee is reason to believe, at this 
point anyway, that the commission will 
reinstate the license-guide system at least 
for hunters wanting brown and grizzly 
bears, to hold down the kill. 


The supply of grizzlies and 
browns in Alaska is beginning to 
cause real concern, and the commis- 
sion is determined not to let the 
scuttling of the licensed-guide set-up 
result in an excessive increase in the 
bear kill. If there are signs of that, 
the system may be reinstated, or 
possibly refuges will be set up and 
the season shortened or even closed 
in some areas. 


“We'll take whatever steps may be 
necessary to protect the brown and griz- 
zly population,’ Administrator Rhode 
says. Meantime, he confronts the grow- 
ing problem of patrolling all of Alaska 
with only 22 agents. 

Small wonder the commission always 
| relied on licensed guides to enforce the 
|game laws on hunts they conducted. 
| But they need a law that makes certain 
the guides help rather than complicate 
or add to the burdens of enforcement.

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| including New Bedford, Danvers, and 
| Springfield, to reservoir fishing. Last 
| year water-supply lakes or reservoirs 
totaling 4,200 acres were opened to ang- 
lers. The siate’s Division of Fisheries 
and Game is keen on getting others 
| made available. 


Some of Connecticut’s privately 
owned reservoirs have permitted fishing 
| on a restricted basis for years, but most 
are Closed. Last year a governor’s com- 
| mittee was appointed to investigate, and 
its recommendations have been embod- 
ied in legislation requiring all reservoirs 
to be opened to public fishing. Lyle M. 
Thorpe, director of the board of fisheries 
and game, tells me that if the bill become 
| law the state’s public-recreation area will 
our, 


| 


Baltimore’s Loch Raven Reservoir 
was opened to public fishing in a 


unique way. Ten years ago the 
League of Maryland Sportsmen, by 
agreement with the city’s water and 
parks departments, “adopted” the 
reservoir by assuming responsibility 
for its recreational management. The 
league provides sanitary facilities, 
patrol service, landing sites, and 
picnicking areas, and does some 
restocking. Fishing is free to kids, 
but the League breaks even on costs 
by charging adults a fishing fee of 
50c a day, and a boat-rental fee of 
50c an hour or $2 a day. 


There have been management prob- 
lems, but none involving water contami- 
nation. “It’s worked so well,” Russell 
Orr, the League’s executive secretary, 
told me, “that now the city wants us to 
adopt the new Liberty Reservoir, 10 
miles west of Baltimore, under a similar 
arrangement. We may do it.” 


All of which proves, it seems to me, 
that the only thing wrong with reservoir 
fishing is that we haven’t got nearly 
enough of it. 


WHAT'S A BEAR? What's a_ bear—big- 
game animal, fur bearer, or varmint? 
The answer depends on where you hunt. 

In Pennsylvania, New York, and West 
Virginia the black bear is rated tops as 
a trophy. In Vermont he’s classed as 
game, and may be hunted seven months 
of the year. In New Hampshire he’s a 
predator and may be killed anytime. In 
Maryland, which has few bears, he’s 
given year-around protection. 

In Maine, which probably has more 
bears than any other Eastern state, 
they’re considered to be so many differ- 
ent things that the legislature asked the 
game commission to investigate them and 
help it make up its mind what their legal 
status should be. 


New York was the first to give 
bears game status. Bounties were 
discontinued in 1903, a closed sea- 
son ordered, and cubs given pro- 
tection. Now blacks roam nearly all 
over the state except on Long Island. 
Biggest concentration is in the Adi- 
rondacks; in Essex, Hamilton, and 
parts of Franklin and St. Lawrence 
Counties they’ve reached the nui- 
sance stage. They’re fairly abundant 
in the Catskill Mountains and the 
western Southern Tier counties. 


Last year game technicians _live- 
trapped and tagged 60 bears. A $25 re- 
ward was Offered for return of tags. One 
hunter collected and asked that the tags 
be returned so he could have his trophy 
mounted “with its earrings on.” 

New York law requires that deer and 
bear seasons coincide. Hunters concen- 
trate on whitetails, and average fewer 
than 500 bears a year. That’s not as 
many as should be taken. Game tech- 
nicians favor a longer bear season, start- 
ing earlier than the deer season. 


Pennsylvania made bruin a game 
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animal by ordering a closed season in 
1905, outlawed traps and deadfalls in 
1911, protected cubs in 1921, and 
banned the use of hounds in 1935. Since 
1936 the bear season has been earlier 
than the deer season. Thousands of 
sportsmen now hunt bear in preference 
to whitetails, and the game commission 
estimates they spend $5,000 for each one 
they kill. Through the past 10 years the 
take has averaged 381; last fall it was 
335. Best hunting used to be in the north- 
central section, but lately northeastern 
Pike has been the top bear county. Key- 
stone State bears run big. The record is 
633 pounds, live weight. 


‘whe black bear is West Virginia’s offi- 
cial state animal but bear hunting there 
isn’t what it used to be because for some 
years bears were unprotected and the 
breeding stock was depleted. Now, with 
an |1l-month closed season, the bruins 
are coming back. Present population is 
estimated at 500. Pocahontas County 
offers the best hunting, but Pendleton, 
Tucker, and Randolph are inching up. 


Maine has 24,000 square miles 
of bear range. The bear population 
is estimated between 5,000 and 
7,000, and is increasing. The annual 
kill is about 1,100. In the past half 
century the bears have extended 
their range 50 miles southward. Best 
hunting is probably in Aroostook, 
Penobscot, and Franklin Counties, 
but the only part of the state in 
which you're not likely to come 
across bears is the southern-coastal 
farming region. 


Bears are costing the state $22,000 
a year in cash—$12,000 for bounties, 
$10,000 for settling damage claims. 

Maine bears may be trapped, shot, or 
hounded all year, but no law definitely 
classifies them as predators. 

Many Maine sporting camps mention 
bear hunting in their literature, but only 
a few provide it. Chief reason is the 
scarcity of guides with bear-hunting 
know-how. 


Most bears killed in Maine are 
trapped. Nearly all of those that are 
shot are by-products of deer hunt- 
ing. Until more guides learn more 
about bears, stillhunting them will 
remain a shoestring chance. Interest 
in hound hunting is increasing slow- 
ly, but so far few bears have been 
killed over dogs. 


Some opinions on what the status of 
Maine bears should be follow: 

By sportsmen—Give them full game 
status, with the protection of a closed 
season. Stop the bounty but continue 
damage payments. Ban trapping and the 
sale of bear meat. 

By rural State-o’-Mainers—Class them 
as fur bearers. Give them a short closed 
season. Stop the bounty but continue 
damage payments. Permit trapping and 
the sale of bear meat. 








By woodsman—Leave the law as it is. 
Continue or increase the bounty pay- 
ments, and continue damage payments. 
Woodsmen do all right trapping bears, 
collecting $15 bounties, holding car- 
casses with head and hide on in cold 
storage until deer season, then selling 
them for from $25 to $100 to homeward- 
bound “sports.” 


It has been recommended to the 
legislature that eventually the bear be 
given full game status and protection. 
This should be done gradually by: 
1. Stopping payment of bounties. 2. 
Classing the bear as a fur bearer, with 
limited protection. 3. Increasing local 
and out-of-state interest in Maine bear 
hunting by publicizing the black as a 
trophy. 4. Making the bear a fully- 
protected game animal, when hunting 
interest and know-how have increased 
sufficiently to assure adequate annual 
sport kills.

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mercial fishermen are now fishing guides 
and they make more money and get 
more fun out of life. Most of these men 
strongly believe that salt and brackish- 
water gamefish should have a size-and- 
number limit. 


Florida seems to have made more 
progress than any southeastern state 
in bringing its sport and commer- 
cial fishermen together in the inter- 
ests of conservation. In fact, the 
commercial group introduced a bill 
in the last session of the legislature 
to give the snook status as a game- 
fish with size-and-number limits, 
and to make its sale illegal. 


This was one of the first results of a 
survey (still in progress) by Ernest 
Mitts, Supervisor of the Sunshine State’s 
Board of Conservation. 

Purpose of the survey, one of the most 
detailed I can find for any Southern 
state, is to evaluate each salt-water spe- 
cies as to sport and commercial im- 
portance, and to determine which spe- 
cies should be given game status. The 
snook was the first to be given full pro- 
tection. 


The legislature is also considering 
a salt-water license which will cost the 
same for resident and nonresident. The 
price will be approximately the same as 
one new fishing lure. 

Ernest Mitts tells me that this is how 
the money from such licenses will be 
used: |. For employment of additional 
agents to stop abuse of salt-water game- 
fish. 2. For control of pollution now 
existing around the coastal area. 3. For 
further studies of spawning, migration, 
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and current populations of all salt-water 
fishes and associated marine life. 

Alabama and Louisiana already 
require salt-water licenses and oth- 
ers are considering issuing them to 
provide funds to help protect and 
improve this important resource. 
Howard Dodgen, executive secre- 
tary of Texas’ Game and Fish Com- 
mission, tells me that such a bill is 
now before that state’s legislators. 
If enacted, it will add an additional 
50c to regular fishing licenses— 
$2.15 over-all. Salt-water licenses 
are being discussed by Georgia and 
North Carolina. 


Most Southern states have regulations 
on anadromous fishes—those that live 
in salt water and ascend fresh-water 
streams to spawn, such as shad and 
striped bass. South Carolina also pro- 
hibits the salé of stripers. 


In my opinion it’s time salt-water 
anglers gave state conservation leaders 
full support in efforts to hold the line 
against depletion of the salt-water spe- 
cies. Where these officials are disinter- 
ested, anglers should demand that they 
give as much attention to salt-water fish- 
| ing as they devote to hunting and fresh- 
| water fishing. 





| DRUGGING DEER. The most effective 
| method of capturing deer for restocking 
purposes was recently developed by Jack 
| Crockford, chief of the game manage- 
| ment division of the Georgia Game and 
| Fish Commission. Working with the 
|schools of Pharmacy and Veterinary 
Medicine, and the game-management 
| eee of the Forest School (all divi- 
sions of the University of Georgia at 
| Athens), Crockford came up with a so- 
| lution of nicotine salicylate as a harm- 
less anesthesia that would put deer down 
until they could be handled. To admin- 
ister the drug, the experimenters con- 
verted a CO» gun so it would accurately 
| shoot a dart loaded with the dope. 
| 


} 


“We tried it out on pastured goats 
near the college,” Jack told me. 
“We shot one old billy so many 
times that every time we opened the 
gate he lay down.” 

Deer are hunted at night with a 
head lamp. Biologists select an ani- 
mal they want and a drugged dart 
is shot into its side. 


Each deer reacts a little differently to 
|the “shot.” Some take off as though 
they'd been skinned with a shotgun 
blast. Most just jump nervously when 
| the dart strikes, and stare at the light. 
| Then the bright beam is turned off and 
a red light is substituted. The animal 
watches it for a minute or more, then 
usually goes back to its feeding. 

The drug takes effect from two to six 
minutes after it is injected.

Deer then begin to dance, and may 


collapse or run a few steps before they 
fall down. 

Depending on whether the dart has 
penetrated a vein or stuck a muscle, 
the victim may be out cold or may have 
to be held down by a couple of helpers. 
The biologists go to work on him. They 
give him a shot of penicillin, spray for 
ticks and other insects, then put him on 
a stretcher and haul him back to the 
pen. The shipping cages are made small 
enough so that the animals can’t injure 
themselves by jumping against the top 
or sides. 


Some deer recover from the drug’s 
effects in 10 to 15 minutes—the longest 
period is usually around 45 minutes. 
They find themselves comfortably bedded 
down for transportation to their new 
homé on one of the state’s protected 
ranges.

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Bruins girdle young conifers. Seems they 
like the tender bark. 

June’s a good time for trout and silver 
salmon on British Columbia’s Vancou- 
ver Island. Trout are in the creeks and 
lakes, silvers are taken by trolling off the 
beaches. I’m reminded by Maj. Tom 
Brayshaw of Hope, B.C., that the many 
fine lakes and streams in the Kamloops 
area should be good. Sadly, he added 
that my old favorite Paul Lake, once re- 
nowned as the haunt of the late Billy 
Nation, B.C.’s well-known guide and fly 
tyer, has gone sour—virtually taken 
over by rough fish. Poisoning’s unlikely 
because the trash fish were introduced 
into the headwaters. He’s hopeful, how- 
ever, that something can be done to re- 
habilitate the lake, from which I once 
took a four-pound kamloops trout on 
dry flies. 


Generally, the alpine lakes of the 
Rockies, Cascades, Siskiyous, and 
the Sierra offer sizzling trout action 
just after the ice goes out. Check 
with packers in angling headquar- 
ters for last-minute dope on local 
waters. And make reservations 
ahead. 

I'll never forget one mid-June 
pack to a lake in the Mission wil- 
derness area in Montana with Chip 
Dunlap. We were the first party in 
since fall. The wife of one of the 
fishermen, who never had a rod in 
her hand before, kept us supplied 
with fish; the rest of us used barb- 
less hooks, turned ‘em loose. We got 
cutthroats up to six pounds. 


High-country streams usually are dir- 
ty with run-off in June. Lakes will be 
your best bet. But if you're in Yellow- 
stone National Park, try the famous 
Firehole River and the Yellowstone. Or 
spin-cast from shore at Yellowstone 
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Lake. Not far away are the Madison, the 
Gallatin, and their tributaries. 

In Idaho try the middle fork of the 
Salmon River, Silver Creek, and the Big 
Wood River near Sun Valley. Colorado’s 
Gunnison, Platte, and Thompson Rivers 
may be low enough. 

In New Mexico the natives are brag- 
ging about Clayton Lake, where planted 
rainbows grow fast. In Utah you'll find 
the Logan and Provo accessible and 
often productive of outsize browns. 
Some southern Utah waters are still low 
due to the drought. Hatchery fish are 
being added to those creeks and lakes 
that will carry trout. 


California? Again I’d recommend 
lakes that are newly ice-free, such 
as those in the Trinity Alps near 
Redding, the Warner Mountains 
near Alturas, the back country of 
Sequoia and Yosemite National 
Parks, and the Truckee region. 

The fabulous golden-trout lakes 
of French Canyon and the Cotton- 
wood Lakes are ice-free late in 
June, and the season gets under 
way a bit after July 1. Both afford 
scenery and fishing equal to any in 
the most remote spots in British Co- 
lumbia or the Rockies. Both are 
east-Sierra lakes, pack or hike-in 
jaunts. 


Deep-sea fishing should be at a peak 
off southern California from Morro Bay 
to the Coronados. Yellowtails ran earlier 
this year, and promise to set new rec- 
ords. The unpredictable albacore may 
offer a good year after a few poor ones. 
Water’s warmer this year and bait seems 
more plentiful. Off the Golden Gate and 
in Monterey Bay trollers will find chi- 
nooks in calm weather. Stripers are sure 
to be in the San Francisco bay region and 
off Coos Bay, Oreg. For years chiefly a 
local spot, stripers are now luring anglers 
for hundreds of miles. 


WATERFOWL OUTLOOK. It’s too early to 
be sure how duck and goose shooting 
will be in the Far West this fall and win- 
ter, but with normal weather and nest- 
ing conditions it looks as if we won't 
have much to worry about. 

I get this cautiously optimistic impres- 
sion from talking with game-manage- 
ment men about the late-winter water- 
fowl count on the Pacific flyway and 
from study of the totals compiled by the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. This 
waterfowl census, coupled with breed- 
ing-ground studies in Canada and Alas- 
ka and 1956 kill data, will help fix sea- 
sons and bag limits this fall. 


Though the Pacific flyway popu- 
lation dropped 8.5 percent from the 
average of the past three years, 
Leo Laythe, regional director of Fish 
and Wildlife, points out that 
changes of less than 20 percent 
aren't considered significant. That 
much error could occur even with 
a reliable aerial census. 

Only canvasbacks, scaup, Can- 





ada geese, snow geese, black brant, 
and swans show increases. Can- 
vasbacks zoomed 146 percent; 
scaup 6 percent; snow geese a trace; 
Canada geese 12 percent; black 
brant 11.2 percent; whistling swans 
20 percent, and trumpeter swans 
26.4 percent. : 


Decreases in percentage were reported 
for mallards, 5; baldpates, 31; green- 
wing teal, 14; shovelers, 35; pintails, 7; 
whitefronted geese, 50; cackling geese, 
41, and coot, 1.3. 

Grand total of ducks estimated by the 
1957 survey was 5,955,705, compared 
with an average of 6,640,106 for the 
three previous years. Total geese of all 
kinds in 1957—750,625, compared with 
a 896,693 average for the three years 
past. 


i elingtes and Oregon showed 
surprising increases in both ducks and 
geese, compared with the flyway as a 
whole. Arizona was also up, but only on 
ducks. In Washington the 19 percent in- 
crease in ducks was largely represented 
by mallards, and the 24 percent rise in 
geese by Canadas. 

Record increase for the flyway was in 
Oregon, with 74 percent more ducks and 
22 percent more geese. Arizona’s duck 
population rose 44 percent, but geese 
dropped 15 percent. 


Significant increases in mallards in 
Oregon and Washington, Laythe told 
me, were primarily along the Columbia 
River in the Yakima and Pendleton 
areas, and that could account for short- 
ages observed in California during the 
fall. Mallards, incidentally, showed lit- 
tle change on the entire flyway. Species 
such as baldpates, shovelers, and teal 
were found to have decreased signifi- 
cantly, possibly because a great many 
migrated to Mexico in the absence of 
suitable habitat in California. Baldpates, 
for instance, were no problem the past 
winter in the rich farming areas of Im- 
perial Valley. Usually a special crop de- 
predation season has been allowed in 
late winter.

W ie I reached the edge of the beaver pond and parted 
the willow branches I saw Wally Taber piaying a 
trout. I watched as he slid the trout toward him and 
held it up. The brown was about 11 inches long, but Wally’s 
grin was even longer. I must have chuckled aloud, because 
he looked up and said, “Hi. What’s so funny?” 

“You,” I said. ‘Here you've fished practically everywhere 

-caught tiger fish in the Nile, salmon in Canada, grayling 
in Alaska. Yet you obviously got as big a kick from landing 
that little old brown in a Colorado pond as any tourist catch- 
ing his first stocked trout.” 

“You're right,” Wally said. “Any kind of fishing’s fun, 
but beaver ponds are special.” 

Coming from an angler of Wally’s experience, that set me 
thinking back over my own years of fishing, and I was 
surprised to remember how many thrills had come from 


beaver dams. Not always big fish—though there were loi 
of them—but fish caught under adverse conditions, or i 
areas where there weren't supposed to be any fish. 

Beaver ponds are very much in the picture nowadays 
They’re found from coast to coast, mostly in the northern 
United States and Canada, often on publicly owned land 
where they help prevent floods, improve the water supply, 
and preserve watersheds. In some instances it may be said 
that they’re overzealous. 

But in any case, this warrants a closer look at beaver-pond 
fishing, and what makes it so rewarding. 

Fishing some beaver ponds—the rare ones with open, 
uncluttered shorelines-—is like fishing any small trout lake. 
But the typical beaver pond, as any addict can tell you, is 
ringed by a jungle that demands the agility of a monkey, 
the sharpshooting eye of an Amazon Indian, the wariness

Even walking is a problem. Beaver-dam country is dotted 
with deep holes and it’s crisscrossed with runs, well hidden 
by willows and grass, where a careless step can cost you a 
painful fall or a broken leg.

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DAY OF TERROR

Attacked and horribly mauled by a grizzly in 
the Alaska woods, I waited 14% hours for death 


1955, hunting moose in the Chilkat River valley north 
of Haines, Alaska, where we live and work as con- 
struction men. We had no luck the first 10 days. 

I wounded a bull the second day, in a heavy rain, and fol- 
lowed the blood trail until it washed out. For a week after 
that we didn’t lay eyes on a moose with horns, so finally we 
loaded our gear in the canoe and outboarded to a vacant 
cabin 10 miles farther up the Chilkat in moose country that 
had never failed me. We'd have gone there sooner, but fig- 
ured it might be too crowded with hunters to suit us. 

But there was no cause for complaint on that score. We 
had things to ourselves, and saw enough moose sign the first 
day to convince us we’d come to the right place. An hour 
after we started out next morning, in a patch of willow- 
grown muskeg about two miles from camp, we ran onto two 
bulls and several cows feeding. The breeding season for this 
group either had ended or not yet begun, for mature bull 
moose aren’t often found together during the rut. Anyway, 
the bulls were good ones and we dropped both of them. 

We spent the rest of the day dressing them and packing 
part of the meat to camp. The remainder of the meat and 
the two hides we cached in trees, making sure everything 
was out of reach of bears. Browns and grizzlies are plentiful 
in the area, and we knew that any meat left where they 
could get at it would be almost sure to disappear overnight. 

The following morning, September 30, we loaded the canoe 
with meat. Then Marty cranked the outboard and took off 
for Haines and my freezer. I made more trips for meat that 
afternoon and the next forenoon, and by the time Marty 
got back on Saturday, October 1, I had everything in camp 
except his moose hide. That was still stretched in a good-size 
birch, 10 or 12 feet off the ground, at the spot where he'd 
made the kill. 


M ‘es Cordes and I spent the last half of September, 


,'unday morning Marty wanted to pick up a mess of grouse 

for a stew, so I agreed to bring in the hide. We both 
planned to be back at the cabin about an hour before noon, 
ready to break camp and head home. 

When I arrived at the kill I found that bears had finally 
taken over. The ground looked as if someone had gone over 
it with a garden rake, and two neat mounds of grass and 
moss showed where they’d covered the uneaten entrails of 
both moose. That should have warned me, but it didn’t. 

Marty’s hide was still in the birch, unmolested. I walked 
over to the tree and threw my packboard down, and as I 
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glanced up I saw movement in the brush about 300 feet 
away. I took another look and made out the backs and heads 
of two bears some 30 feet apart. 

They didn’t scare me, though I was sure from their color 
and shape that they were grizzlies. All the bears I’d ever 
met lit out as soon as they discovered me, and I saw no rea- 
son to expect trouble with this pair. But almost instantly 
they went out of sight, and next thing I knew one was com- 
ing headlong at me through the thicket. I couldn’t see him, 
but the brush moved as he smashed through, so I could trace 
his course by the commotion he made. 


I still wasn’t scared. I jumped up and down and waved my 
arms, yelling to frighten him off. Then it dawned on me 
that this bear wasn’t going to bluff out. He was still coming 
hell-bent. 

I wasn’t carrying a rifle, or even a hunting knife. I’d gone 
light, my only purpose being to pack the 80-pound green 
moose hide into camp. There was only one thing to do. I 
jumped for a low branch of the birch and started up hand 
over hand. But before I’d climbed my own height the grizzly 
broke out of the brush and came swarming at me. 

He didn’t fool around. He sank his teeth into the back of 
my right leg just above the knee and pulled me down with 
one savage yank. I landed on my back, and we tussled for 
a few seconds. I wound up in a sitting position, with the 
bear’s left front leg across both of mine, pinning me to the 
ground. With his teeth, he grabbed me by the inside of the 
thigh just below the crotch, and in one deep, deliberate bite 
tore away a strip of flesh. Blood spurted, and I braced my- 
self with my left arm and pummeled him in the face with 
my fist, but he paid no more attention than to a fly buzzing 
around his head. 

That first minute was about as bad as any part of the 
whole ordeal. The bear’s face and mine weren’t a foot apart. 
He had a big, burly head, with long, stiff, gray guard hairs 
standing out all over his face. His eyes were red and flashing 
with hate, his muzzle was screwed up in a sullen mask, and 
he was slobbering as he chewed at my legs. He went on rip- 
ping flesh, skin, and clothes to shreds, and every second I 
expected him to grab me by the throat and finish the job 
with one shake. 

I was wearing wool trousers and heavy wool underwear, 
but they gave me no protection. I could feel him grind the 
cloth into the flesh with each bite, and I realized he could

Cruising the lake in a boat equipped 
with an electronic eye, we were able 


to pinpoint likely bass spots quickly 


ter had skidded past the 30-inch mark and was sliding on toward stormy 

weather. Every hardwood leaf on the hill had its underside turned 
skyward, the surest sign I know that fish are anchored motionless to the 
bottom mud. This was November, but the day was warm and smelled of 
rain, although the water was 68° in Georgia’s Sinclair Lake, at least 10° lower 
than the temperature at which an old lunker largemouth is supposed to 
enjoy his most voracious appetite. 

“Wonder what the other morons are doing this morning?” I asked. 

Lyman Hilliard, Atlanta title lawyer and one of my favorite angling 
partners, gave me a dour inspection. ‘Whatever the conditions are, a guy 
who’s anywhere else when he can be here is strictly for the birds.” 

That made sense. I went back to my post in the bow of the boat and 
waited for Lyman’s signal to send down our anchor and pin us in the exact 
spot where he had promised we'd load our stringer with big bass. He had 
his eyes glued on the red dot flashing on the depth-indicator dial in his hand. 

“Now!” 

I slid the rope over the gunwale and felt for bottom with the anchor,

putting it down gently and paying out line until the anchor 
flukes could dig and hold. 

“The way I figure it,” my boat mate said, ‘‘a school of 
lunkers should be hovering just under that floating leaf.” 

“Then we'd better cast quick,” I replied, “before it drifts 
out of range.” 

I knew what he meant. My silver spoon was already in 
the air. A gust of wind caught the metal sliver and blew it 
slightly off course. It hit with a splat and went out of 
sight in the blue water. Lyman had cast to the right of the 
leaf, and was stripping monofilament line to let his lure 
sink. 


y line went limp when the spoon touched bottom. I 
let it rest there for 10 seconds while I slowly took up 
slack, then raised the rod tip just enough to flutter the spoon 
and ground it again inches from where it had touched the 
first time. I flipped the spoon to wobble it once more and in 
those limpid depths the hooks ran into something solid. I 
leaned back and the drag, set for six pounds, clattered. My 
spinning rod bucked under a succession of heavy jolts. 

“Have I got a lunker on!” I gasped. 

“A rare sirloin says mine’s bigger,” my partner purred. 

I'd been so busy with my own affairs I hadn’t even seen 
his strike, but he was having as rough a go as I. Both bass 
had peeled line, and 40 yards beyond the stern my finned 
warrior hit the top of the water with all the acrobatics of a 
mid-June largemouth. I could see the metal sliver jerking 
wildly in a corner of its mouth, and with every lunge I 
expected the lure to rocket skyward and then tinkle ineffec- 
tually against the blue surface. But miraculously the hooks 
held, and after 10 minutes I brought a very tired six-pounder 
to the net. 

Lyman was getting more play out of his fish. It was one 
of those stubborn, dogged lunkers that shook its head like 
a range steer on the end of a rope, and it seemed like a 
marathon later that I helped pull it over the stern. We 
weighed both largemouths—on his scales and then on mine 
—to settle the wager, and there wasn’t an ounce difference 
between the two. 

“Oh well, we can always broil bass filets in place of sir- 
loins,’’ said Lyman. 

“Yeah,” I countered, “and on the other hand, we might 


have gone hungry, except for that depth indicator telling 
us where to fish.” 

Lyman merely clucked and put what he called the trans- 
ducer—one unit of his depth indicator—into my hands, as 
though I’d never seen the thing before. This transducer, 
one make of which looks like an inverted mushroom, acts 
as an underwater eye. It’s built to be installed in the hull 
of a boat, but since we wanted it portable, we'd attached a 
length of tubing to it so it could be fastened in a bracket on 
the transom or side of the craft, and the transducer head 
lowered into the water. 

On this particular type of depth finder, the wires leading 
to and from the transducer run through a storage battery 
into a box of tubes and circuits resembling the insides of a 
radio. They terminate in a meter which gives the exact 
water depth in feet. 


OO brands of depth finders, all of which work on the 
radar principle, are made up with the recording mech- 
anism stacked in behind the dial, and one even contains a 
built-in storage battery. But the transducers on ail sets 
serve the same purpose—to send out sound waves and 
translate into feet the number of seconds or fractions re- 
quired for the electronic echo to bounce off the bottom and 
return. Most are accurate to within a foot.

by the animal’s great bulk. It was the biggest thing I'd 
run into on any hunt, and as outdoor editor of the Cleveland 
Press I’ve done my share of hunting. 

Cautiously I held the crosshairs just above the animal’s 
shoulder, and squeezed the trigger. The elk dropped. 

“Good going,’ said Ralph, a husky young man who busts 
broncs in summer rodeos and rides a horse as if he was part 
of it. 

I glowed at the praise, and returned Ralph’s compliment 
by telling him what a great guide I thought he was. We 
were yakking like charter members of the Mutual Admira- 
tion Society as we strode toward the elk. 

Then we froze in our tracks, for unnoticed by us the elk 
had scrambled to its feet, and within a second—I swear- 


I run an exploring finger over my bull’s hard, sharp tines 


streaked into near-by timber. I was way too late in shoulder- 
ing my rifle for a second shot. 

“Damn,” I muttered, realizing how stupid I'd been in not 
approaching the animal with gun at ready. I’d committed 
a horrible blunder. “Maybe he won't go far,” I said, hope 
fully. ‘“‘He’s wounded.” 

“T’m not so sure,” Ralph said slowly. 

“What do you mean?”’ I said sharply. Didn't you see him 
go down?” 

“Yep,” he nodded, “but I’m willing to bet $10 we don't 
find blood. Not a speck. I think you creased its skull and 
stunned it. Then it came to and got away while we were 
slapping each other on the back.” 

Ralph was right. We saw the bent grass where the elk 
had dropped, but although Ralph looked over almost every 
blade of grass for a smear of blood or telltale hair. He found 
nothing. 

We spent another half an hour on foot looking for the 
elk, then mounted our horses and extended the area of the 
search. Any moment I expected to come upon my trophy 
lying dead, but darkness finally drove us back to camp. 

Next day I returned and searched some more. I was try- 
ing to convince myself that I'd nailed that elk, but each 
passing second told me I hadn’t. I was kidding myself. The 
hunt was over. In a few hours I'd have to leave camp for 
town. 

“This has taught me a good lesson,” I said later to Ralph. 
“Next time this dude hunter knocks down an elk, he’s going 
to be ready for a fast second shot.” 

That’s the story of how I didn’t get an elk in 1955, and 
it was running through my mind a year later as I rode up 
the trail that leads to the game-rich Thorofare of north- 
western Wyoming. I told myself that this time there’d be no 
napping dude if I got another chance at an elk. 


utfitter Speed Spiegelberg had told me in his Cody home 

that on his first trip earlier in the year, 10 of 11 hunters 
dropped elk. The 11th had shots aplenty, but couldn’t find 
his target. I was in on Speed’s second hunt, and it was late 
September. 

The route over Deer Creek Pass into the Thorofare isn’t 
like a bridle trail in a city park—not by any stretch of the 
imagination. At times the narrow, winding trail swings 
along cliffs that drop hundreds of feet. If you tumbled 
down one, they’d find you in parts. But I figured my sorrel 
mare wasn’t in a suicidal mood, so I jogged on, involun- 
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Winds whipped us furiously as we inched by the dizzying drops on Deer Creek Pass 


tarily leaning my weight toward the inside of the trail as 
we Z’d over switchback after switchback. 

I recalled that after we’d come up this same trail the 
year before, one hunter in our party frankly admitted he’d 
pay $500 if a helicopter could somehow pick him up and 
fly him back. He meant it too. 

It was a beautiful, sunny day with fleecy clouds floating 
in the deep-blue skies. The aspen leaves were golden. We 
rode in shirt sleeves, though all of us had coats 
and rain gear on the saddles behind us. On both 
sides of the road were foothill ranches, and we 
saw mule deer and antelope browsing in the fields. 

To the west loomed the Absaroka Range. 


hat with all the gear and food required for 10 

hunters and as many guides on a 10-day trip, 
there were 46 horses in our packstring as we hit the 
first switchback and headed into the mountains. 
Most of our early riding carried us through the 
Shoshone National Forest, a vast primitive wilder- 
ness cluttered with mountain peaks that scratch 
the sky 4,600 to 13,000 feet up. 

Some of our party’s greenhorns must have felt 
we were going over those 13,000-foot peaks as we 
climbed to the top of Deer Creek Pass and entered 
Teton National Forest. But the pass is only 10,000 
feet up and we paused atop it. There before our 
eyes lay the Thorofare—a lush, grassy valley with 
bald mountains towering on either side. We were 
in elk and moose country now, for sure. This is how 
Shangri-La must look, I thought. 

By now, most of the hunters, including me, were 
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leg-weary and stiff. When I scram- 
bled from my horse I staggered on 
rubbery legs. But all of us were elated 
to be in hunting territory. After a 
short rest we hastily pushed on to 
where our outfitter had set up an 
overnight camp at Butte Creek. 

Here, over big cups of hot coffee, 
the hunters warmed to the thrilling 
days ahead. I was with four Ohioans 
—Bill Hoislbauer, a home builder 
from Cleveland; Otto Kreb, a butcher 
from Euclid, and Bruce Jarvis and 
Charles Redmond, both Ashtabula 
businessmen. Soon we were chatting 
with the five Floridians in our party 
—H. E. Wolfe and Harold C. Wall of 
St. Augustine, and A. J. Grimaldi, Dr. 
Charles C. Grace, and Hobson Cone of 
Tampa. 


n bright sunshine next day we fol- 

lowed a beaten, dusty trail for 12 
miles along Thorofare Creek to our 
base camp, which was at creekside. 
Two of the Floridians, Wolfe and 
Wall, headed up Open Creek to camp 
out and hunt. We arrived at our base 
late in the afternoon, and Bruce 
Jarvis took off at once with guide 
Dave Shipp, one-time movie stunt 
rider who killed three horses doing 
trick falls for Hollywood. Soon we 
heard a rifle’s sharp blast, and later 
the two returned with news that 
Jarvis had bagged a five-point elk 
(Western count) within two miles of 
camp. 

“This is my third elk in three 
straight years out here,’ Jarvis told 
me. “I like this country.” 

I spent the next several days riding 
around, getting the lay of the land 
and taking pictures. I decided I’d be 
an unworried, unhurried hunter. There 
was elk sign everywhere, and I felt 
that sooner or later my chance would 
come. 

Late on the fourth day, young Stan Miller of Cody, our 
wrangler, suggested that he and I travel downstream to 
look over some meadows he’d seen elk come to just before 
dark. Stan was taking his vacation in the mountains after 
pushing drinks at tourists all summer in a Cody tavern. 

Within an hour we tied our horses to a half-dead spruce 
well back from a meadow. We hid quietly behind several 
five-foot pines, lying flat on our bellies.

“Let’s be real quiet,” cautioned Stan as he glassed the 
field with his 7x50 binoculars. 

Suddenly he nudged me, handed over the glasses, and 
pointed to the far side of the meadow. I looked and saw 
an elk—a cow. 

“Want it?’ he asked. I shook my head. 

Then from far up the timbered mountainside came the 
flutelike challenge of a bull elk. Just hearing that shrill 
whistle of daring and defiance warmed my blood. Bull elk 
are amorous at this time of year, and they’re also as pugna- 
cious as mad dogs if there are other bulls around. 

We continued to lie quietly, and all I could hear was 
Stan’s fairit breathing. The cow grazed unconcernedly. 
Again we heard the bugle of the prowling bull; he was 
close. Then we heard him gallop into the meadow. 

“See him?’ Stan whispered excitedly. 

“Just a glimpse,” I replied. ‘Too dark to shoot now.” 


he bull stormed around the meadow, then jumped into 

a watery bog and wallowed lustily. Stan saw the whole 
show since his 7x50 binoculars were far more powerful than 
my 214X scope. 

“Watch it,” said Stan, gripping my arm tighily. ‘“He’s 
coming right for us at a gallop.” 

We lay there breathlessly as the elk stormed to within 
30 yards of us, but I still couldn’t see him plainly. Finally, 
he turned away. 

“Whew!” exclaimed Stan, lowering his glasses. “I thought 
he was going to run over us. You couldn’t see him?” 

“Not well enough for a shot,” I answered. 

We groped through the dark to our horses. The stars 
were glowing pinpoints in the sky, and I watched intently 
for the faint outlines of low branches as we rode through 
the timber. If you’re looking for thrills, try riding at night 
in this high country across down trees with branches of 
other trees swiping at your face as you go by. Usually the 
horse will pause when he comes to a fallen tree. Sometimes 
he'll step over it gingerly, other times he’ll bound across in 
one leap, and you'd better be prepared for anything. 

We finally found the trail and followed it to camp. I made 
straight for the cook’s tent for a quick snack. Then I hit 
the sack. 

My thermometer read 20° when I headed for the creek 
next morning. There was skim ice on the still pools, and I 
broke it with my knife handle so I could get water to brush 
my teeth. But the sun was climbing and it was getting 
warmer as I went to breakfast. 

While returning to my tent after stowing a high stack of 
hotcakes, I detected a movement in low brush 100 yards 
away. Looking sharply, I saw two bull moose, one a young 
bull, scuffling with each other, bumping antlers as they 
sparred.

DEADLY DRY FLY 


by GEORGE B. GORDON 


ver since brown trout appeared in our Eastern streams, 
dry-fly fishing has been good for an argument. Pat- 
terns have multiplied, books have been written about 
them, and the subject has been discussed in clubhouses, 
farmhouses, bars, motels. And wherever wet-fly, dry-fly, 
nymph, or bait fishermen are present, fur soon floats toward 
the rafters. 

But no one, it seems to me, has as yet properly emphasized 
the most important point about the dry fly—namely, that it 
can be the most deadly lure ever devised to take brown 
trout. Oh, sure, in spring when the water’s high and muddy, 
there’s nothing like a worm; and later, the wet fly rightly 
has its advocates. But once things begin to buzz and hum 
in the air over good trout water, the right dry fly brings 
home the bacon like nothing else. 

I remember a late-spring morning six years ago, on the 


Willowemoc in the Catskills above Livingston Manor, N. Y. 
First a few small dun-colored drakes appeared here and 
there, struggling up from the bottom of the riffle, splitting 
their wing cases, and taking off for the willows along the 
bank. At about 10 a.m., as the hatch increased, flies 
swarmed out of the water in bunches, and as far as a man 
could see upstream over the riffle, the trout began to rise. 
This, I said to myself, is a real Hendrickson hatch; and I be- 
gan to cast a No. 12 Hendrickson. 

The trout were on the prod. They took the naturals all 
around me, from 40 feet out to right under my nose. They 
came up deliberately and boldly now and then, and looked 
my dry fly over. Sometimes they splashed it under, some- 
times they merely dropped away and swam back upstream. 
I just didn’t have the right fly. 

I went to the bank and—sitting (continued on page 93)

got an early start. I grew up on a ranch near the old 
| mining town of Gilt Edge, in the Judith Mountains of 

central Montana. Guns fascinated me as far back as I 
can remember, and so did coyotes. So when I got my hands 
on my first gun, the summer I was 12, it was only natural 
that I should go coyote hunting. 

The gun was a .30/30 Winchester carbine that a neighbor 
loaned me. I’d had it only a few days when I went out after 
our cows one morning and saw seven coyotes cavorting in 
the middle of the field. 

That wasn’t too unusual then, in 1925. Coyotes were as 
plentiful in that part of Montana as quills on a porcupine. 
They raided our chicken and turkey flocks regularly, and 
Dad whaled away at ’em whenever he got the chance. He’d 
see one running across a field, go for his rifle, and blast off. 
But he lived on that ranch for 50 years, and to the best of 
my knowledge killed only one coyote. That’s the kind of 
target they are. 

I wasn’t carrying the precious .30/30 the morning I came 
on the pack of seven in the alfalfa, but I broke all records 
running to the house to get it. When I got back to the field, 
five of the coyotes were still there. I cut loose and they 
scattered in overdrive. I emptied the Winchester, but the 
coyotes left neither hair nor blood behind them. So my 
first coyote hunt was a bust. 

Like most major disappointments, that one taught me a 
thing or two. First I realized that my method was no good. 
I'd have to scheme out some way to sneak up on ’em and get 
standing shots. I started turning that over in my mind, and 
I packed that .30/30 every time I left the house. 


| had a chance to try out my theories two or three weeks 
later when I spotted a coyote mousing in that same 
field. I ducked behind a clump of willows and slipped up 
to what I thought was easy range, but when I peeked 
through the brush I couldn’t see him. By now I knew better 
than to move into the open. I sat down and waited. In three 
or four minutes he came in sight, trotting over a low rise 
about 150 yards off. While I was lining on him he stopped 
and looked my way. I squeezed the trigger. 

At the shot he flipped ends and ran like the wind. He 
went out of sight in about two jumps, and I felt low enough 
to crawl under a tick’s belly. But when I walked over the 
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ROBERT DOARES 


rise he lay dead 200 yards away, drilled neatly just behind 
the rib cage. There may have been events in my life that 
tickled me more but I can’t recall ’em offhand. 

That shot made me a confirmed, dedicated coyote hunter. 
It was September, and the coyote’s summer pelt had no 
value. At that time there was no bounty on coyotes in 
Montana. Mother gave me 50¢, thinking I’d shot the rascal 
that had been killing her turkeys, but it wasn’t the money 
that mattered. I’d found a brand of hunting I preferred to 
any other, a hard-to-take animal that was the last word in 
challenge. That was more than 30 years ago, and I’ve never 
changed my opinion or lost my enthusiasm. 

I've killed about 125 coyotes with a rifle since that day, 
and right now I'd rather hunt them than any other game in 
the country—if there were enough left to hunt. I'll get 
around to that a little later. 


| ee a man who likes to match brains with an animal about 
as smart as himself, outguess it, earn it, and kill it ina 
fair game of wits, there’s hardly a better opponent. To 
begin with, Mr. Gray’s natural equipment is very good. He 
runs like a streak. His ears won’t quite match those of a 
deer or elk, but that doesn’t mean he’s hard of hearing. His 
eyes are sharp as an eagle’s, and his nose as keen as they 
come. If conditions are right he has no trouble scenting a 
man half a mile away, and once he gets the first whiff he 
knows exactly what to do next. 

I was hidden in a snowbank one winter morning, watching 
a coyote come across a big open flat straight for me. I 
crouched down, rested my rifle over a convenient pine 
branch, and waited, confident he’d run right into my lap. 
But that little wolf was still 1,000 yards off when he pulled 
up sharply. He looked around, jumped as if stung, and lit 
out at right angles on a dead run. His nose had told him I 
was there. 

For wariness and intelligence, I put the coyote at the 
head of the class. He knows how to take advantage of every 
bit of cover, and rarely drops his guard. If he comes to an 
irrigation ditch he turns aside and follows it. If something 
alerts him on the open prairie, he’ll dive into a shallow gully 
and stay in it until he’s out of range—and he has a pretty 
fair idea how far a gun will shoot. If there’s a clump of 
sagebrush in the county, he’ll put it (continued on page 116)

BASS BONANZA

awn came over the eastern rimrock like an orange 
D crack breaking through a dark-blue eggshell. I 
watched from my sleeping bag and enjoyed the sen- 
sation of being hatched out into a new day. 
When half of the flame-red sun had cleared the coulee rim 
I reached over and nudged my teen-age offspring, Dave, 
asleep beside me in the back of our station wagon. He 
mumbled a protest. Then all at once he sat up wide awake, 
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realizing that this was the morning we were going to sample 
the best bass fishing in the West. 

Dave is the original eager beaver. He beat me out of the 
car onto rocky ground dotted with sagebrush and took a 
wary look around for rattlesnakes. Then he headed for the 
boathouse, urging me to hurry. 

Ten minutes later we shoved off on the dark-blue Equaliz- 
ing Reservoir, a man-made lake 27 miles long lying just 











south of Grand Coulee Dam in central Washing- 
ton. Dave cranked the outboard motor and we 
headed for Steamboat Rock, huge and golden in 
the morning sunlight. 

We were at the bottom of the gorge, at this 
point nearly 1,000 feet deep and about four miles 
wide. In prehistoric times twin waterfalls had 
poured into Grand Coulee from each side of us. 
The two huge, thundering rivers had dropped 
straight down for 800 feet. Force of the water 
had gouged out a deep spot that remained as 
Devil’s Lake for 100,000 years after the enormous 
river dried up and left the coulee bed a dusty 
home for rattlesnakes and rabbits. 

Devil’s Lake had a lot to do with our being 
there, although it disappeared in 1951. It never 
was much more than a stagnant pothole, but its 
waters had harbored thousands of stunted bass. 

When the huge pumps at Grand Coulee Dam 
began lifting water from the Columbia River and 
pouring it into the dusty reservoir basin in 1951, 
each of those runty bass took its first fresh, cold 
drink and began to flex its muscles. Then it boldly 
headed out into the great new world of the reser- 
voir, where food was plentiful and every bass 
could be a king. 

Anglers didn’t catch on to what was happening 
for several years. In fact, this terrific bass water 
is still comparatively untouched by the crowds of 
plug and bug anglers. 

I heard about it from a friend who swore that 
on one day in May he caught 100 bass, varying 
from three to five pounds each, in the shallows 
near Steamboat Rock. He turned 98 of them loose. 
They were on their spawning beds. 

Bass and perch have become so numerous in the 
reservoir that game-department restrictions have 
been taken off. There’s no closed season and no 
catch limit. 

Dave and I were unable to make our investiga- 
tion until July, when conditions differed consider- 
ably from what they’d been in May. Pumping had 
been going on for some time and the water level 
was 40 feet higher. Temperatures under a white- 
hot desert sun soared to around 100° in the shade 
every day. Spawning season was long past and I 
had no illusions that we'd find bass in the shallows. 

Consequently I looked for a steep shoreline that 
promised deep water close to the bank. Steamboat 
Rock itself, a sheer peninsula about 1,000 feet tall, 
seemed a good bet. But before we reached it we 
came to some deep channels meandering between 
rocky islands. Dave swung the boat in a couple 
of S-curves to break up our waves and keep them 
from washing in. Then he cut the motor and 
picked up his casting rod. 

I saw then that I’d been outmaneuvered from the 
start. There I sat, directly between the oarlocks. 
All I could do was slip the (continued on page 103)

MOUNTAIN GOAT 
WITH A HANDGUN

I got big ideas for my .357 revolver after 
I had killed a bear with it and shot targets 


at rifle range. I set my sights for a billy

when the wind and rain hit me, 
covering my eyeglasses with a coating 
of water. I cased the glasses and 
groped on through the storm as best 
I could. 

At last I spotted our siwash camp 
hanging only a few feet from the edge 
of a sheer rock cliff. Bill Bond, the 
Washington logger who was my com- 
panion hunter, had built what he called 
a drying fire, one that threw heat like 
a blast furnace. It was what I needed; 
there wasn’t a dry stitch of clothing on 
me. 

“Well, Al,” said Bill, “I’ve found a 
goat for you.” 

I squinted at him suspiciously through 
the fog and steam the fire was raising 
from my clothing. Bill is a great kid- 
der. Previous similar remarks were just 


I was working my way around the 





jokes to brighten the bleak siwash 
camp we'd set up. Noting my lack of 
interest, Bill became serious. 

“T mean it, Al. Watch that cliff 
about a mile from here. When the fog 
lifts for a moment, notice the white 
spot right in the middle of the cliff.” 

As Bill’s apparent sincerity seeped 
in, goat fever gave a fresh surge 
through my veins. I fixed my binocu- 
lars on the distant cliff and waited for 
the clouds and rain to open a gap I 
could see through. 


Bee fever had stricken me before, 
and I had satisfied the yearning 
with a rifle in British Columbia. That 
successful hunt quieted the urge for 
some time. But then I became in- 
trigued with the possibility of taking a 
goat with a handgun. 

I had been hunting and experiment- 
ing with .357 Magnums, testing vari- 
ous bullets. Only a few months 
previous I had used a .357 revolver to 
kill a black bear on Washington’s 
Olympic peninsula. 

My bear, a yearling taken on a 
planned handgun hunt, sauntered out 
of the brush 40 yards from where I 
waited. One shot behind the shoulder 
put him down for good. 

Bears are classed as_ predators 
where I got mine, so it’s perfectly 
legal to hunt them with a pistol. But 
since a rifle is specified for the hunt- 
ing of many other big-game animals, 
I had to search the state game laws to 
learn what trophy I could try for next. 

It developed that there was no law 
against hunting mountain goats with a pistol in this state. 
One reason for that, I suppose, was that lawmakers never 
guessed anyone would want to hunt these cliff-climbing ani- 
mals with a handgun. Goats? Most people simply assume 
that they require a long-range rifle. However my tests with 
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Goerg with his Washington goat where it stopped. One shot from revolver killed it 


.357 Magnums suggested that the big revolver would do the 
job if I handled it right. It was a challenge. 

There was to be a drawing of 400 goat permits for the 
year, so I hopefully filled out an application. Bill Bond, 
logging contractor and ardent hunter, asked me to send in 
his name along with my own. Thus we'd both get permits 
if our single application was selected in the drawing. It’s 
safer to have a companion on a trip into rugged country, 
and Bill’s an experienced and capable partner. 

Three days after the drawing date we received our per- 
mits. We began our preparations by engaging Lauren Si 
mons to pack us into goat country. Simons lives at Merrit‘ 
Washington, and is an old hand at packing in the remot« 
Cascade Mountains of Chelan County. 

With that part well in hand, I began a systematic training 
program, shooting my revolver at ranges up to 200 yards. 
The final results were gratifying, and the days dragged until 
it was time to go. 


C‘Yimons packed us into the White River Watershed, just 
be) south of Glacier Peak in the Cascades.

The extras in Sonora are quail, doves, and warm hospitality. Guides 


who despise the word “hurry” produce gunning action that exhausts you 


that jounced and bumped through weird desert coun- 

try south of Sadsabe in Sonora, Mexico. It was hard 
for me to imagine why a duck or any other aquatic fowl 
would settle in this arid region. Surrounding us were rocks 
carved into scowling ogres and frightening beasts by ages 
of wind erosion. Giant saguaro cactus raised their arms 
menacingly. This is tierra embrujada, bewitched ground, 
and must be avoided after dark. At night evil things are 
seen here, including the blue fire. 

All this I know because Arnaldo, the little lefador (wood- 
cutter) solemnly assured me it is so. Three times, while 
hunting a strayed burro at night, Arnaldo has seen the blue 
flames dancing in this area. They are a sure sign of buried 
treasure, perhaps marking great riches hidden by the con- 
quistadores, but one must not dig, sefior, or terrible things 
will happen. 

It was November now, and the yellow grama grass on the 
flats was cropped short. Clumps of mesquite, ironwood, and 
palo verde trees patched the country with green. Our jeep 
raised a cloud of red adobe dust that trailed away behind us. 

The road was a mixture of washboard, deep ruts, and holes 
in which you could bury a deceased tomcat without digging. 
Nowhere along the way was there the slightest sign of a 
puddle where a duck could even wet his feet. Yet Vic as- 
sured me we were nearing the ranch of two Mexican friends 
who would show us ducks aplenty. 

We were about three miles from this ranch, which is oper- 
ated by two brothers named Pablo and Pepe, when Vic 
pointed and over the roar and rattle of our vehicle yelled, 
“Ducks! High and to the left. They’re shovelers—heading 
for the represa at the ranch.” 

Vic kept his eyes on the ducks a second too long. A vio- 
lent jolt reminded him that he was still driving on a terrible 
road, and before he could control the jeep we were into a 
deep sand boil. The engine coughed and died as sand swal- 
lowed the wheels. We were stuck. 

But you expect that in this part of Mexico, south of the 


M friend Vic was taking me duck hunting in a jeep 


Arizona border. One travels with the right equipment and 
mental attitude. It took us 20 minutes with shovel, jack, and 
flat rocks to get on hard ground again, but the day was still 
young and time is cheap in Mexico. They don’t go in for 
ulcers or coronaries. To hasty people they say, ‘Patience, 
flea, the night is long.” 

At the ranch Pablo and his brother Pepe were ready to 
go. They’d seen the shovelers come in, and reported that 
there were also many other ducks on the represa. 

A represa is an artificial reservoir made by throwing up a 
dike of earth in a draw to hold water from the torrential 
summer rains. The result is a pond that holds up well 
through most of the winter. These ponds may be anywhere 
from 50 yards to half a mile across. The smaller ones are 
ideal to hunt, if their dikes are high enough to offer good 
concealment. The big ones are tough, because a duck can 
gain too much altitude ‘hen flushed and is usually out of 
range when he passes you. 


unning these water holes is a group game, and four men 

y make a fine team—two gunners and two drivers. All 
of you creep up the sloping dike and cautiously peer over 
at the water. Easy does it; a sudden movement will spoil 
everything. You spot the ducks, which here may be blue- 
bills, canvasbacks, whistlers, teal, pintails, mallards, or most 
anything except blacks and wood ducks. Then you mark the 
direction of the wind, if any, and make plans. The gunners 
want the wind on their backs, if it’s strong, because a duck 
will flush upwind and usually keep coming straight over 
the gun. 

The shovelers we'd seen flying were on the water when 
we sneaked a look over the dike. They were feeding out 
near the center along with a dozen bluebills and a big mal- 
lard drake. Vic and I took stands about 80 yards apart 
while Pablo and Pepe skirted the dike and melted out of sight. 

Screened by burrow weeds, we waited for several minutes

“You wish to shoot a very large tiger,’’ Rao said in Ox- 
fordian English. “I know of one in a place of many tigers. 
It is far from here, in the jungles of Arjuni.”’ 

We learned almost immediately that when they say far 
away in India they mean just that. We traveled by train 
from Nagpur east to Raipur, where we picked up a jeep, 
trailer, and a corps of camp assistants, bearers, trackers, 
and skinners. From there we traveled over dusty roads all 
afternoon and most of the night, finally arriving at the vil- 
lage of Arjuni. 

There we found a government rest cottage waiting for us, 
staffed with 22 servants. We figured roughly that there were 
three people to do every possible job. But after the long 
and dirty ride, it was wonderful to see a fully equipped ice-

been, for it was the last day of the season in Vermont 

and the weather was hot, the water low. In most 
streams trout were hiding in the deepest pools, conditioned 
by a season of fishing to await dusk’s safety before coming 
up to feed. 

Nevertheless, Ben Schley and I could see at least half a 
dozen fish in the brush-hung channel up ahead. While I 
fussed over my fly box, Ben stroked the canoe along, closing 
in on the rising fish. 

Small, dark flies were coming off the water, and obviously 
the trout were rising to them. But as usual none of my 
flies seemed to match the hatch. Coming closest, perhaps, 
were some flies I’d tied myself from some feathers that 
came out of my dye kettle stained a sort of muddy-creek 
color. I found one that was tied on a No. 16 hook. 

“What you putting on?” Ben asked.

locate sections of seldom-fished water on rivers where most 
pools take a beating from anglers who walk the shores and 
wade the shallows. 

Surprisingly few people bother to scout out these places 
with a canoe. Our 13-foot, 40-pound, aluminum craft is a 
kind of an ace that we play when the angling game gets 
tough. 

My friends and I use the canoe to explore bogs and pot- 
holes where few fishermen venture. We have cruised brush- 


choked channels, floated snag-clogged creeks, and poked 
about in all kinds of hard-to-get-at water. As our reward 
we've taken rainbows, browns, brookies, lake trout, land- 
lock salmon, bass, northern pike, and various species of 
panfish. Most of these have come from places you could 
fish only from a canoe. 

This doesn’t mean that a good share of the waters of my 
home state—Vermont—are fishable only by canoe. Quite 
the opposite is true. The big secret (continued on page 92)

a more careless man will swear the beaver pond that skunked him is sterile 
from winterkill. 

Be careful not only where but how you step. The bank is almost invariably 
spongy and resilient. If you walk too heavily, or jump from one grassy hum- 
mock to another, the ground for several feet around will move too, and spook 
any fish that may be lying inshore. To prove this sometime, stand on a high 
vantage point, where you can see into the water, and ask a friend to move 
carelessly alongshore. Even if the fish can’t spot him, you'll see them scurry 
away from the bank for yards ahead.

As any small-stream fisherman 
knows, you can’t stand silhouetted 
against the sky or other contrast- 
ing background, and expect to 
catch any but small and stupid fish.

If there’s a high bank behind you, 
or a screen of brush, your figure 
will blend into the background, 
provided you wear drab clothes. 
On bright, sunny days, be sure you 
don’t cast a shadow on the water, 
and fish from behind a tree or bush 
if possible. 

The unposed action photos I got 
of Joel Hartmeister show how 
careful an experienced beaver-dam 
fisherman is, even when water’s 
high and roily. As vou can see, Joel 
is a big man, but he catwalks like 
a frontier scout—slips through 
tangles, hides behind trees, stoops 
when he has to, crawls on hands 
and knees, even wriggles on his 
stomach. 

Like many beaver-pond addicts, 
Joel prefers a fly rod to a spinning 
rod for bait fishing. He usually 
puts a single salmon egg on a No. 
10 hook, and he says the fly rod 
lets him feel the fish the instant it 
touches the bait, no matter how 
delicate the take. Instead of com- 
promising with a fly-rod spinning 
reel, Joel sticks to an automatic 
fly reel and a level braided line. It’s 
what he’s used to, and his success 
speaks for the efficiency of the out- 
fit.

morning mists still hung on. They clung close to the

In fall and winter the river 
is often high enough to flood the flats, and ducks by the 
zillions drop in to feed on acorns. Then the country resem- 
bles lower Arkansas at its best. 

On the Adamson preserve, we hunt deer with dogs. 
Wherever sportmen gather, there’s always much discussion 
about the merit and sportmanship of running deer with 
hounds. In this part of the country, killing whitetails in 
front of a pack has been legitimate since the day James 
Edward Oglethorpe, founder of Georgia, ferried his stag- 
hounds ashore.

and wonder what sort of shore fishing could 
be had. To find out, we made a special trip 
to the mainland side of the Gulf a couple of 
years ago, and we like to think we pioneered 
several spots in a region that offers the most 
spectacular and varied surf fishing in all of 
North America. 


he Gulf was discovered more than 400 

years ago, by Cortes’ fleet when search- 
ing for gold and pearls. Actually, it re- 
mained for big-game fishermen to discover 
the Gulf’s real treasure—fishing. The 
world’s greatest fish trap, biologists call the 
Gulf. Some 800 species of fish funnel into its 
80,000 square miles of water (more than the 
area of our three biggest Great Lakes com- 
bined). The 1,000-mile-long Lower Cali- 
fornia peninsula, which confines it on the 
west, is wild and mountainous; a road which 
except at first is tough going even for jeeps 
and trucks, leads to Cape San Lucas at the 
tip. 

Excellent Mexican airlines now connect 
points on the Gulf with Nogales and Tijuana 
on the U. S. border. There’s also regular 
four-motor plane service down the West 
Coast from Los Angeles. Roads lead to San 
Felipe and Puerto Penasco, on opposite sides 
of the upper Gulf. And on the mainland side 
a good highway leads from the border town 
of Nogales through the Sonora Desert and 
Guaymas clear to Mazatlan, below the Gulf 
mouth proper. 

Driving the 260 miles from Nogales to 
Guaymas in mid-April, with friend Don 
Waggoner, we passed up the beautiful hotel 
built a decade ago to accommodate marlin 
and sailfish sportsmen, and put up at a 
modern trailer court at near-by Miramar 
Beach. We'd come to sample this surf-fish- 
ing paradise skirting island-studded Boca- 
chibampo Bay, and then to scout north and 
south along various side roads to other 
beaches and tidal lagoons. 


e fished virgin water in great Piedras 

Bay, 35 miles long, which wasn’t even 
on the maps. There was no wild surf on that 
peaceful water, where Indians in an ancient 
sailing canoe, kand-lining for corvinas, 
watched intently as we spin-cast with both 
hands. (continued on page 121)

depth gauge on seagoing boats, where water depths are 
charted on graphs. The model we were using is smaller and 
has a dial instead of a graph. Several types of the small model 
are manufactured by half a dozen marine equipment com- 
panies, chiefly as an aid to navigation for small boats. Prices 
range from approximately $140 to $200, which frankly is a 
little out of my reach. But Lyman and I had conceived the 
idea that this small edition of the oceanic depth finder might 
help us with our fishing. 

To make it work, here are some of the things we had to 
know about the bass in this mid-Georgia power impound- 
ment where we were fishing. 

We knew that the bass in Sinclair Lake, as in most 
waters, seek out temperatures which are most comfortable 
for them. When the lake surface is hot in summer or cold in 
winter, bass often hang around submerged springs in the 
deeper parts of the lake coves, where water temperatures 
are usually constant. In midsummer, too, the colder water, 
being denser and heavier, sinks into channels on the lake 
bottom, and the fish follow it. I’ve caught them at 60 feet 
in exceptionally clear lakes. 

But in spring and fall, when the temperatures of creeks 
flowing into the impoundment range from 75 to 80°, the 
bass are apt to be in the thermocline, lying on their bellies 
on the submerged points reaching out from shore into this 
layer of colder water. 

We were well aware that simply owning a depth finder 
would never guarantee us a string of fish. But with it we 
could find those channels and deeper parts of the spring 
coves. We could trace out submerged points angling into 
the thermocline, and even select shelves and level places 
with hard bottoms and surrounded by deep water, as the

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Lyman with the bass we caught in Georgia’s Sinclair 
Lake, using depth finder to locate promising spot 


kind of hangout more suited to the tastes of lounging bass. 

The first and most important rule of catching largemouths 
is to find them. Every good bass fisherman I know spends 
most of his angling hours looking for these schools of bass. 
The surest way to locate them—when they’re not striking 
on top—is to find the bottom where the fish can move 
quickly inshore to feed, and laze in comfort and safety when 
they’re not feeding. 

Before we experimented with the electric depth finder, 
Lyman Hilliard and I had surveyed thou- 
sands of acres of bottom, slowly and 
tediously, either with an inexpensive 
pocket gauge that snaps on a fishing line 
and brings back the depth and water 
temperature when lowered from the boat, 
or by trolling. We used the trolling 
method more frequently, with a deep- 
running lure pulled behind the boat at 
varying speeds. Depending on the buoy- 
ancy of the line, a deep lure will bump 
bottom from 15 (continued on page 128)

FAVORITE 


Dry FLIEs 


RAY BERGMAN 


trout on dry flies—meaning those 

designed to float on the surface—is 
the most thrilling kind of fishing. I 
grant that other methods often take 
more or bigger fish, but I like to re- 
member those situations where dry flies 
did the job, perhaps taking trout when 
other methods failed. As I said, I’m 
prejudiced. 

People often ask me, ‘““‘When should I 
use a dry fly?’ Weil, the most obvious 
set-up for dries is water where trout 
can be seen feeding on the surface. If 
the water’s shallow, look close. Trout 
often break the surface with their 
backs or tails as they feed on nymphs 
that are on or near the bottom. Dry 


[: my prejudiced notion that taking 


flies sometimes take these under-water 
feeders, but logic prescribes wet flies, 
artificial nymphs, or natural bait at 
such times. 

I believe the very best dry-fly fishing 
occurs when trout are surfacing to take 
a limited hatch of natural insects. A 
big hatch of bugs can be too much 
competition for your artificial. A dry 
fly is worth trying, either as a first 
choice or a last resort, anytime you 
have a fairly clear pool or run that 
holds trout. Fish will often rise to hit 
the right fly whether or not they were 
previously feeding on the surface. 
There are also flies and strategies that 
seem to stir up idle trout. More about 
that later. 


After a lifetime of trail and error with 
hundreds of different dry flies, I have 
settled on a few that are solid favorites. 
They have won their rank by taking 
more trout in more places than the 
countless other patterns I’ve tried. 

High on my list of favorites, especial- 
ly when conditions are unusual and 
fishing tough, is the Fanwing Royal 
Coachman. (The Fanwing and a varia- 
tion.of it with hair wings is shown in 
the illustration on this page, along with 
my other favorite dry flies.) I would 
be reluctant to go dry-fly fishing with- 
out taking with me a selection of Royal 
Coachman flies with fanned feather 
wings and some of the same pattern 
tied with hair wings. 


he Coachman with wings made of 

hair is much more durable and often 
serves the same purpose as those with 
feather wings, but sometimes trout 
show a distinct preference. Ir. general, 
feather wings are a bit better on small, 
intimate pools; the Coachman with hair 
wings has an edge in fast, rough water. 
I carry a few of both, mostly in sizes 
10 and 12. I’ve never had a need for 
one smaller than 14 in this pattern. 

My successes with the Fanwing 
Royal Coachman have been so many 
that I am hard put to pick out a par- 
ticular incident for illustration. Usual- 
ly, however, this Coachman has scored 
when few or no trout were seen feeding 
on the surface. Take the time in July 
when I fished a mountain stream in the 
Catskills of New York. The weather 
was sunny but not too hot, the water 
clear and normal. Since no fish were 
seen rising, I started fishing with arti- 
ficial nymphs drifted deep. No good. 
Then I tried a series of wet flies and 
spinners. No strikes. 

Remembering other days when a 
Fanwing Royal Coachman had brought 
rises under similar conditions, I put on 
a reel with a dry-fly line, tied on a 714-

Fanwing Royal. 

There was a small but fairly deep 
pool ahead of me. The water was 
| rather fast at the head of the pool but 
| quickly eased to a slow current that 
curled under the branches of a tree 
bending low over the stream. 

I had earlier fished the pool with wet 
flies, which had less air resistance and 
could with careful casting be flipped 
back under the overhanging limbs, but 
the fluffy dry Royal was hard to 
handle here. It took several casts to 
get the fly into the tongue of the cur- 
rent where I wanted it. 

My first good cast took a brown trout 
weighing 14 lb. Another cast a few 
minutes later hooked a second good 
trout in the same pool. I stuck to the 
Fanwing Royal Coachman the rest of 
the day and ended with a substantial 
catch. 

Spiders and variants are also estab- 
lished residents in my book of favorite 
dry flies. There isn’t much difference 
between these two patterns, which ex- 
| plains my listing the two together. A 
| spider is made by winding long, rather 
| sparse hackle around the shank of a 
| short hook. It’s an all-hackle fly, but 
| some versions, in addition to the long 

body hackle, have a wisp of hackle used 
|as a tail. A variant is a spider with 
| wings tied in near the head of the hook. 
| Both flies have unusually long hackle in 
proportion to the size of the hook, so 
that.a spider or variant tied on a No. 
14 hook should have hackle as long as 
an average dry fly tied oh a No. 8 hook.

hackles on fine-wire hooks. This makes 
it easy for the fisherman to see them in 
rough water, and there’s something 
about the high-floaters that provokes 
| strikes from fish that show little in- 
| terest in other dry flies. 
Unlike flies tied to represent a par- 
| ticular insect, spiders and variants are 
simply sideshow freaks that apparent- 
ly bring trout up to see what in the 
world has landed in their pool. Some 
| fish merely take a curious look and re- 
fuse the fly; others hit it savagely. 

I remember one July trip when I tried 
in vain to match a hatch of tiny flies 
|the color of pale honey. Trout were 
| rising steadily to take these naturals, 
but my smallest fakes of the same color 
|—such as No. 18 Honey Quills and 
| Light Cahills—got no response. 

Hoping to provoke a strike with 
| something unlike the hatch, I tied on a 
| Fanwing Royal Coachman. It failed 
| me this time. Then I began experiment- 
|}ing with a long-hackled, straw-color 
| spider tied on a No. 14 hook. This 
| interested some of the trout, but they 
turned away short of actually hitting 
it. A larger spider of the same color 
was ignored altogether. 

At last, because the size 14 spider 
| had at least made the trout curious, I 
changed to a No. 14 red-brown variant. 
That was the one the fish wanted. It 
would have taken three times the limit 
if I'd kept it in action long enough. 

Why did the trout want the variant? 
I can’t say. I only know that variants 








have unexpectedly produced for me in 
this same way in waters all over the 
country. 

I mentioned earlier that a spider 
could be used to arouse idle fish. Here’s 
one of the many trips on which it 
worked that way for me. It was late 
in the season, with the stream low and 
clear. The few natural insects on the 
water were tiny, dark ones—midges 
and the like. So I began fishing with 
small, dark flies that seemingly 
matched the hatch. 


ne yea routine patterns took a fish 
now and then. A Gray Hackle, Blue 
Dun, or Adams would bring a strike if 
you landed the fly just right beside a 
fish rising to a natural. But your tim- 
ing and aim had to be exact, so that 
the artificial hit lightly on the ripple of 
the rise an instant after the trout 
sucked the real insect under. A rare 
combination of skill and luck was 
needed to meet these exacting require- 
ments. I was doing a lot of earnest 
casting, hooking very few fish. 

I finally gave up trying to hit the 
rises with split-second timing and tied 
on a No. 16 grizzly spider. I was beside 
a run that I knew held plenty of good 
trout. I had just fished it with a tiny 
Gray Hackle and an Adams, sharp- 
shooting at rises. Now, with the spider, 
I simply worked the run at random. 

The spider got lots of attention. 
Trout slashed at it, swirled under it, 
and splashed up every area the spider 
drifted through. I couldn’t hook them, 
however. They were eager for a close 
look at the fly, reluctant to mouth it. 

Nevertheless the spider was serving 
me well. By the time I worked to the 
head of the run there were trout cruis- 
ing, rising, on the prowl all along the 
stretch I’d worked with the spider. 
Returning to the tail of the long run, I 
tied on a No. 18 Adams and started a 
slow march upstream, casting as I 
went. 

The spider-aroused fish hit the Adams 
solidly. I netted four good trout before 
I got to the head of the run, and the 
spider and Adams combination gave 
me a nice catch before the day was 
over. At dusk the spider, which had 
been a teaser till then, began hooking 
fish almost as well as the Adams. 
That’s not unusual, either. Fish rising 
to the spider often as not grab it, so 
that in a good many situations a fol- 
low-up fly isn’t necessary. 

There’s a_ special-purpose spider 
called the skater. It’s a tailless fly with 
very long, stiff hackles and a slim body 
of dark thread. (See _ illustration.) 
The skater, designed to be skipped 
over the surface with rod and line ac- 
tion, stirs up sluggish trout just like 
the regular spiders and variants—-only 
more so. It doesn’t always work, of 
course, but when it does the results 
are dramatic. 

One day I fished a beautiful stream 
under conditions that seemed ideal for 
the ordinary dry flies I was using. Yet 
I couldn’t get more than an exploratory 
rise out of the fish. There was a pat- 
tern to these false strikes. Most of 
them were coming at the very end of 
pools, just as my fly started to drift 





into a run of fast water. The rest of 
the fish that showed at all were swirl- 
ing at my flies as they bounced through 
the foam below sunken rocks or at the 
foot of small waterfalls. 

I went to work on these fish with a 
skater spider, dancing it through the 
foam where fast water spilled into 
little pools, skating it over the tails of 
pools as if it were struggling to keep 
from being washed into the rapids be- 
low. Both strategies took trout. Those 
fish that hit the fly as it skipped over 
the quickening current at the tail of a 
pool would smash it as if they feared it 
was about to get away. They hit so fast 
that I missed many strikes, even with 
the short line needed to give the fly 
good action. 

A few bungled strikes or a hooked 
fish would stop the action in one pool, 
but I simply moved on to another and 
another until I had all the trout I 
wanted. It was the skater spider that 
ran up my score that day—and many 
other days like it. 

I don’t want to leave you with the 
idea that you're prepared for all dry- 
fly fishing if you have a few Fanwing 
Royal Coachman flies, a selection of 
variants, and a few spiders. There are 
dozens of other patterns that will do 
better at certain tirnes. Yet these three 

the winged Coachman, the _ vari- 
ant, and the spider—have been more 
consistently effective than any other 
dry flies I have ever tried.—Ray Berg- 
man,

But in spite of my will power 
and the knowledge that my life hung in 
the balance, I couldn’t hold back a low 
groan. 

He grabbed me as a cat grabs an 
escaping mouse, and again I felt his 
teeth sink deep. He slashed through my 
side and ripped loose a flap of skin and 
muscle that exposed my bladder. The 
pain was agonizing, but I lay still and 
let him tear. He took another bite or 
two, then dropped me. 

I don’t know whether I moved that 
time or whether he just wanted to make 
sure of finishing me. Anyway, he 
nailed me once more, this time by the 
back below my right shoulder. He bit

He’d dropped me face down, so I was 
in no danger of choking. But cold water

ripped both buttocks, mangled my right

I was convinced I was going to die. I 
couldn’t see a chance of getting out 
alive, lying there in the muskeg by my- 
self, not knowing when or if Cordes 
would find me.

I worked a hand down into my 
pocket and managed to get out a small 
jacknife I carried.

Then 1 moved my 
arms up in front of my head, opened the 
knife, and slashed my left wrist deeply, 
trying for the big artery. No blood 
came, and I hardly felt the pain over 
the flashes of agony that were stabbing 
through my body.

At 
the third slash I exposed my wrist ten- 
dons, but still no blood came. 

It didn’t occur to me that I’d simply 
missed the artery. I thought I’d lost so 
much blood there was none left to flow. 
That meant I couldn’t bleed myself to 
death through the wrist, and if I cut the 
tendons and then by some miracle sur- 
vived I’d have a crippled hand for life. 
I was willing to kill myself, but I wasn’t 
willing to chance that.

In any case, I was sure his old lady | 
wasn’t far off and I didn’t want him to 
bring her down on me.

If I scared him and he squalled, 
I'd be in for more trouble. Finally I} 
tried a loud, sharp hiss. That did it. | 
He swapped ends and ran without a/| 
sound. Five minutes later I heard more | 
rustling at the edge of the brush. There | 
was the cub again, back with a twin! I | 
hissed at the two of them and they 
scrammed, but they were too curious to | 
stay away. They came back, like two | 
black imps, and for half an hour kept | 
me on pins and needles, taking turns 
circling me and pussyfooting in for a 
look, but never coming closer than 
about 15 feet. I lay there, not knowing 
how to drive them off for keeps and 
dreading the minute when ma would 
come ambling along to investigate what 
they’d found. At last they scurried off, 
and everything grew quiet again. 








It was close to full dark when the gas 
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lantern burned down and went out. By 
itself that was a small happening, but 
| in my situation it was big and terrify- 
| ing. I felt I had no protection against 
the oncoming night, and fear that the 
| grizzly might return began to mount in 
| me, bordering on panic. Then he came, 
| just as I knew he would. 

I heard the strange panting off in the 
| brush, but he didn’t rush me this time. 
| He came slowly, at my head where I 
couldn’t see him, stalking me, probably 
made cautious by his earlier encounter 
with the lantern. I figured he’d jump 
me, once he satisfied himself the light 
was gone. 





I raised the shotgun, aimed ij in the 
direction of the noise, elevated the 
| barrel so no pellets would strike him, 
| and pulled the trigger. A red stab of 
| flame shot from the muzzle, a kick 
jolted me from head to foot, and a blast 
ripped the night apart. It must have 
scared the bear half out of his wits. He 
let go a strangled roar, and I heard 
brush crack as he pounded off. Then 
all was silent. 

Soon after that I heard bears at the 
moose remains, growling and gnawing. 
It was a horrid noise that went on three 
or four hours, but nothing came near 
me. My fear gradually subsided. Given 
any kind of break now, Marty and the 
rescue party would find me alive. 

But I wasn’t quite through with the 
killer. About an hour before midnight 
I heard that horrible panting once more. 
He was coming from my left, walking 
in cautiously. I brought the shotgun 
into position with the barrels laid across 
my body, and got set to nail him. 

I knew the risk involved if the shot 
only wounded him, but anything was 
better than lying there and letting him 
get at me. I couldn’t take another going 
over. I'd let him come within 10 feet. 
If he approached that close he meant 
business. I'd be able to make him out 
then and I’d give him both barrels to- 
| gether, square in the face. It might 

drive him off even if it didn’t kill him. 

When he was about 25 feet away he 

| stopped. I heard him panting and 
snuffling, like a giant trying to clear his 
throat, and then he circled me, prowl- 
ing in from the other side. I trained the 
gun that way and waited, but he came 

|no nearer. Apparently the set-up was 
too strange for him to tackle. He nosed 
around for five or 10 minutes, then 
moved off. My bear troubles were over 
at last. 

Around midnight I heard the far-off 
thrum of Marty’s outboard. I doubt Ill 
ever hear another sound as welcome. It 

| grew louder and nearer, then stopped 
| abruptly. I figured the rescue party 
was at the cabin, heading for me on 
foot. 

Afraid they’d have trouble finding me 
in the darkness, I’d taken half a dozen 
matches out of my pocket, ready for 
striking as soon as I heard anyone 
approaching. I hung onto them for 
what seemed like hours but actually 
was only about 30 minutes. While I 
waited I heard the sound of an outboard 
once more, miles and hours away down- 
river, and my hopes sank. I was too 
far gone to figure out that it was a 





second boat, feeling its way up the 
Chilkat behind Marty, but still a long 
way off. 

I listened, trying not to worry, and 
at last I heard voices. I struck the 
matches all at once, and somebody said 
“There he is! There’s a light!” I have 
no words to tell you how I felt right 
then. 

Flashlights winked through the dark- 
ness, and half a minute later Marty 
and two other friends from Haines were 
standing over me. The tension left me, 
and I took the first easy breath I'd 
drawn since the bear grabbed me. I 
asked what time it was and somebody 
said 12:45. It had been 141% hours since 
my ordeal began. That’s a long, long 
time to wait for death or salvation. 

The two friends Marty had brought 
were Carl Heinmiller and Walt Dueman. 
Carl is a retired army major, minus 
three fingers and an eye as a result 
of a ruckus on a South Sea island in 
World War II, and the top first-aid 
authority around Haines. He did what 
he could for me, giving me an injection 
of penicillin. and another of morphine, 
and then they eased me onto a stretcher 
they’d brought. 

They lost the trail in the darkness, 
and it took them 3% hours to carry me 
to the cabin. The pain and jolting 
weren't as bad as I’d expected, for the 
morphine was biting in by that time, 
and I’m sure the trip was just as tough 
for Walt, Carl, and Marty as for me. 


pparently the bear didn’t like giving 
me up, for twice on the way to 
camp my friends heard him bawling in 
the distance. They believe he trailed us 
about halfway in, sullen and quarrel- 
some but unwilling to jump a party 
that size. 

A second rescue party of three men 
was waiting at the cabin. Their boat 
was the one I’d heard away off down 
the Chilkat. They got into camp just 
before we arrived. 

Shortly after 8 o’clock next morning, 
Dr. Robert Schuler of Juneau reached 
the cabin. He’d been in Haines the night 
before when Marty brought in the word 
about me, and had left at daylight with 
John Fox in Fox’s airboat. They hadn’t 
dared to tackle the river with the fast 
airboat in the dark, but made it in 45 
minutes once they started. It had taken 
Marty four hours, and the other boat 
party almost eight. The Chilkat is a 
toughie to run at night. 

By that time the full-scale rescue ma- 
chinery of both Alaska and Canada was 
in motion in my behalf. At 10 a.m. a big 
helicopter from the R.C.A.F. base at 
Whitehorse, 100 miles away, landed on 
the little clearing in front of the cabin. 
The machine had been torn down for 
overhaul the day before, but when word 
of my plight reached the base, late in 
the evening, the repair crew worked all 
night to put it back together and in 
shape to undertake the rescue. 

The huge whirly-bird carried a five- 
man crew, including a doctor and nurse, 
plasma, and drugs, but they didn’t 
waste much time treating me in camp. 
I was a critical case by that time. They 
bundled me aboard and got me to 
Haines in short order, dripping plasma 





into me on the way. A Coast Guard 
plane was waiting there, and a little 
after noon an ambulance unloaded me ‘ 
at St. Anne’s Hospital in Juneau. roe

me I was on the operating table, and a = CS

is in locating a spot here and a spot 
there. Pretty soon they build up to a 
sizable list, and then you really have 
something. 

Try one of your _hardest-fished 
streams. If it doesn’t pan out, take 
another. Scout the small ponds, bogs, 
and potholes off the beaten path. 

When my friend, Ben Schley, super- 
intendent of the U.S. fish hatchery at 
Holden, pointed out that the trout sea- 
son was fast waning, I wasn’t at a 
complete loss as to where to go. 

“How about the Battenkill?” I ven- 
tured. 

Ben was skeptical, and with good 
reason. Battenkill trout, browns and 
brookies alike, have a reputation for 
being shy and shrewd. Tough to take 
under the best of conditions, they are 
almost impossible to bamboozle late in 
the season. 

Nevertheless, I had a hunch we could 
stir up some action on the Battenkill, 
even at that late date. Actually, it was 
more than a hunch. I knew definitely 
that there was one stretch of the 
stream that hadn’t been fished to death. 
There’d be trout there. 

Most fishermen know this section of 
the Battenkill, which lies within Ver- 
mont, as a series of beautiful pools 
connected by long, dancing runs. They 
know it for water that’s easily waded 
and fished, with ample room for the 
longest casts. 

Still, there is one two-mile stretch 
where none of the foregoing applies. 
Here the stream is narrow and much 
too deep to wade. Stumps stud the 
shorelines and water-logged trees and 
branches lie strewn over the bottoms 
of the deep holes like giant jackstraws. 
The banks, high and steep, present an 


| almost impenetrable barrier of tangled 


trees, vines, and weeds. Superficially 
it is unattractive water, and most trout 
fishermen shun it. 

Trout, however, find this place ideal, 
as do those of us who fish it by canoe. 
Screened away from the rest of the 


| world by the high banks, and with trout 
| rising ahead, it’s easy to imagine your- 
| self miles from nowhere. The only thing 


to destroy the illusion is the sound of 


| traffic zooming along the highway— 


never far enough away to be out of 
hearing. 

It was here that Ben and I found 
trout still active in mid-August, and it 
was here that we enjoyed lively dry-fly 
fishing until a late-afternoon thunder- 
storm put an end to it. 

I’ve used the Battenkill as an ex- 
ample largely because it’s probably one 
of the last streams in the world where 
one would expect to find so much as a 
foot of lightly fished water. The fact 
such opportunity exists on a trout 
stream famed the country over. and 
fished so heavily, should drive home the 
point that even greater possibilities 
exist along lesser-known streams and in 
Live where you 
may, I'll bet that within a 50-mile 
radius a thorough search would turn up 
dozens of fishing spots accessible only 
by canoe. And by modern standards, 


this classifies them as virtually virgin 
fishing. 

One of my favorite stretches of trout 
water lies on a large stream almost en- 
tirely within posted land. Conspicuous 
signs, pius patrolling of the property, 
keep fishermen away. The stream, how- 
ever, is open to fishing, providing you 
can reach it without trespassing. With 
a canoe, this is simplicity itself; you 
merely put in at a convenient down- 
stream bridge and paddle straight to 
the promised land. 

Worth the trouble? I think so, con- 
sidering the results of a trip two of us 
took early last season. It took place 
on one of those balmy Saturdays. My 
partner, Pete Terwilliger, used to be the 
kid next door. Now he regularly wipes 
my eye in most all departments. He 
was as eager to try the posted stretch 
as I was. 

We did our stint with the paddles, 
then proceeded to take trout—none un- 
der a pound—with ridiculous ease. Snap 
on any old spinning lure and the 
browns and rainbows would murder it. 
They slashed our streamers and buck- 
tails. Nymphs and wet flies received 
the same warm reception. We caught 
trout on everything but dry flies. The 
last fish we caught was a nineteen-inch 
brown, which we saved. The two re- 
leased just before were a fraction of an 
inch shorter. These last three must 
have totaled seven or eight pounds. 

But the biggest log on the pile is that 
we didn’t see another fisherman all day. 
Thanks to nothing more magical than 
a canoe, we had it to ourselves. 

A canoe also can be put to distinct 
advantage in fishing pools too broad 
and deep to permit thorough coverage 
otherwise. One such hole is a special 
favorite of mine for evening fishing. 
The trout are large and usually willing 
takers, if you can lay a fly over them 
when they’re feeding. Trouble is they 
cruise the entire pool, come dusk, and 
the only way to come to grips with them 
is to stalk them by canoe. 


ust last summer I introduced a New 
Jersey pal to this particular pool, and 

I like to think that he’ll never forget 
the experience. We'd glided to the cen- 
ter of the pool, and I was straining eyes 
and ears for sign of rises in the gather- 
ing dusk, when two fish rose. 

“One apiece,’ I marveled, as we 
promptly dropped our flies over the 
feeding trout. 

Two rings appeared and simultane- 
ously each of us was fast to eighteen 
inches of rainbow trout. Big-water rain- 
bows and fragile 3X leaders being what 
they are, no angler needs a description 
of the hectic moments that followed. 
One fish was lost, but as we admired 
the gleaming bulk of the one we saved, 
I could only reflect once more that the 
canoeing dividends run high. 

No canoe, in my opinion, can fill the 
bill so completely as the aluminum jobs. 
They are light, require no upkeep, and 
what’s most important, they can stand 
rough treatment. 

Any canoe, though, will take you 
where the boots of anglers haven’t trod 
and the fish gang up. That’s why the 
canoe is aces with me. THE END 





DEADLY DRY FLY

in the grass with the birds singing, the 
sun shining, and good brown trout ris- 
ing all around—I looked over my fly 
boxes. There, under a lot of standard 
Hendricksons, was one that was differ- 
ent. This fly, on a No. 12 hook, had a 
tan mink-fur body and _ gray-blue 
hackle. I dipped it into the water and 
looked at it wet. Then I tied it on my 
4X leader and went back to work. 

Two casts later I was into a 12-inch 
fish. Soon fish were coming in to the 
net one after another. Ever since then, 
my Hendrickson box has been full of tan 
mink-bodied flies. 

Last June was windy and cold right 
up to the end of the month. It was 
colder than ever when Wes Hottenstein 
and I got out of the car one afternoon, 
with black squalls coming down the 
Willowemoc below deBruce and an oc- 
casional shaft of bright sunlight from 
between clouds touching the water. As 
we rigged up, we agreed that we should 
have stayed in and watched the ball 
game on TV. But I started upstream 
anyway—lI only had three days of fish- 
ing left. 

The wind came in gusts as I cast 
ahead of me. It was hard to place the 
fly at all, and half the time it came 
back and wrapped the leader around 
my neck. But in half an hour I came to 
a pool where there’s a big stump lodged 
against the bank. Black water boils 
around the end of the stump in a deep 
eddy, with a circular flat piece of water 
about 30 feet in diameter below. I 
stopped and watched that place from 
100 feet downstream. 

Suddenly the clouds broke and a 
shaft of light lit up the whole river. 
Right in the middle of the flat water 
something made a big swirl as if to say 
as plainly as in words, “Here I am— 
come and get me.” But something kept 
me glued to the rock I was sitting on. 
What was going on here, anyway? 
After a minute or two, as the shadow 
of the next squall swept across the 
water, I saw the answer. A large straw- 
colored drake rose from the near-by 
water and flew past me on its way 
downstream. 

This time I got the right fly the first 
time—-a No. 10 Light Cahill with over- 
size hackle and a cream-colored body. 
I moved quickly upstream to the left 
bank at the foot of the pool. I cocked 
the rod after oiling the fly. There came 
another boil on the flat, and I put my 
cast upstream from the rise, with a 
curl in the leader to the right. The fly 
came over him—and then was gone. 
When I lifted the rod slowly and set the 
hook, there he was, and up he came 
with a run and a jump. Who says 
browns don’t jump? This one did, three 
or four times. 

I hooked two more trout in that spot, 
all good jumping fish. One was up- 
stream from the first rise, another was 
at the lower edge of the eddy. All three 
took the fly quickly and solidly, and all 
fought in full sight over the bright 
gravel, in five feet of clear water. 

I carry a dozen of those big Light 
Cahills in my box now. I never saw 
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another hatch of that big yellow-cream 
fly all season, but I’ll be ready for next 
June on that water. 

What all this adds up to, it seems to 
me, is that two kinds of hatches really 
bring the big browns up. 

One is a real thick hatch. The nat- 
urals are over the water in clouds, 
coming up and fluttering along the wil- 
lows. They whistle around your éars and 
crawl down your neck. There are so 
many flies, the fish go wild. When you 
match the hatch (and you often can, 
if you’ve seen that fly in that place 
before, and tie your own flies), you’re 
in for a red-letter day. 


he other kind of hatch comes less 

often. The big, succulent fly doesn’t 
come in numbers—just one here and 
one there. But the light is right, and 
from three to five feet down, under their 
favorite stump or flat rock, the big 
trout look up—and slowly rise. You 
won’t be bothered with fingerlings on 
this kind of hatch. But since the big 
drakes may only come out on a limited 
stretch of water, for a few minutes at a 
time, you have to be ready. 

How? For one thing, you must study 
the stream, not by the mile but by the 
square yard. Every bit of stream bot- 
tom is different. Here, for example, is 
a stretch of fast water at the head of 
a long, flat pool. The bottom is coarse 
gravel with occasional flat rocks and 
small boulders. Only certain caddis, 
stone-fly, and other larvae that live in 
fast water, under that type of rock, 
will be fourid here. 

At the lower end of another pool is 
a bottom of fine sand, mixed with silt 
and fine gravel, where burrowing 
nymphs— including the big green drake, 
the Light Cahill, and the unnamed blue 
drake described later in this article—- 
will be found. 

In short, when you find a certain type 
of water, with a certain type of stream 
bottom left undisturbed for a few years, 
there will be matching kinds, sizes, and 
colors of insects when the water tem- 
perature is right for the hatch. Such a 
hatch will repeat in following years, so 
long as conditions stay the same. But 
if a flood changes the channel, or if silt 
is deposited, there’ll be no more trout 
food on that particular stream bottom 
for years. Silt is the main reason why 
fly hatches in the Catskills of New 
York are not what they were 10 years 
ago. 

One of my favorite spots is on the 
Beaverkill below Roscoe. Near Elk 
Brook, as you drive down the valley, 
you come to a little parking place along 
a high cutbank on the right (you won't 
find it unless you drive slowly). Below 
it, down the riprap highway slope, is 
a stretch of fast water—much too deep 
for wading—ending in a curving pool 
full of small boulders that say big 
trout are there. I saw them one morn- 
ing. 

There at Elk Brook, the story is, at 
10 a.m. of an early-summer morning 
there comes a hatch of big flies with 
long black wings and a greenish body. 
No fly tyer makes up this pattern ex- 
cept on special order, and no fly box I 
ever looked into contained it. 


Soon after 10 a.m. that morning, as I 
sat watching, the green-bodied drakes 
hatched and drifted over the flat. Short- 
ly after that, there came broad flashes 
just under the surface. But, lacking 
what was needful, I went back to the 
farmhouse and tied black-winged flies 
with blue dun and badger hackle and a 
green seal-fur body. 

I’ve seen that “10 o’clock fly’”’ several 
times since then. Always the big 
browns take him, gently but rapidly, 
as he floats down the fast water and 
comes out across the upper end of the 
flat. Always the trout go right past my 
artificial, to take the naturals and go 
back down under the boulders. Prob- 
ably that imitation looks wrong under 
water; but I shall keep on trying. 

The story of the big blue drake began 
last June, on the week-end after Me- 
morial Day. I left the farm boarding- 
house full of people putting on waders, 
and drove rapidly up a back road where 
the Willowemoc skirts a long slope of 
beech woods and briers. It was a warm, 
sunny afternoon—just the kind of June 
day some folk write poetry about, while 
others dig worms. 

The night before, as we were all 
sitting around after supper, one of the 
men had told of seeing trout take a 
new fly, a big blue or black-bodied 
drake, up there where the beeches came 
down to the river. 


dug into the mass of flies I'd tied 

between seasons, and found two or 
three on No. 10 hooks that more or less 
answered the description: Body, dark, 
of black squirrel fur or underfur of 
woodchuck; hackle, medium-blue dun 
and black or dark grizzly feather; tail, 
blue dun; wings, wood duck if you have 
it. The fly works as well without wings, 
though there is the disadvantage that 
you can’t see it on the water. 

I went down the bank, through the 
briers under the beech trees, and out 
along the gravel flat to a fast riffle that 
roars like a bull in high water. At the 
head of the fast water the flat stretches 
upstream and around the bend, one 
ledge or group of small boulders after 
another, with deep moving water every- 
where. Just around the bend I came to 
a hotspot where dark deep water sluices 
fast over a bottom of boulders and fine 
sand. Here I put that big blue fly over 
the water. 

First cast, nothing. Tenth cast, 
nothing. About the 20th cast something 
bright and golden came up between the 
rocks, turned sideways, and rolled half- 
over as he took the blue fly and bored 
right to the bottom. 

I took two 15-inch fish, and put them 
in my basket. I’d take more, maybe, 
after Tuesday when the crowd went 
home. As I came back along the bank, 
two or three big dark drakes went 
downstream. 

Friday came. It was a dark day, 
cold and with a light drizzle. Only one 
guest was left at the farm, and he was 
packing his duffel. It had been a long, 
cold week, with few good trout showing 
up in the freezer from day to day. 

“Listen, Cecil,” said I. “Don’t go 
home now. This is the day when really 
big trout will take a dry fly like this’ — 





and I handed him one of the big blue 
drakes. He put it back in my hand, 
looked at me sadly, and got into his car 
and drove away. 

But because it was dark and rainy 
as I went out, I felt optimistic. I 
knew where there were some large 
trout. I had half a dozen of the blue 
flies‘in my pocket, and last but best of 
all, a thermometer reading below the 
bridge showed water temperature of 
56°. Cold water, dark weather, hatches 
coming off the water—big trout always 
move under such conditions. 

I went to the hottest spot on the Wil- 
lowemoc. (I won’t tell where, but if I 
did it wouldn’t surprise you.) The place 
is marked by a little mossy cliff and a 
long shelflike ledge under the right 
bank, where any number of fine trout 
can usually be found. Hemlocks hang 
over the fast water at the head of the 
pool, and the gravel bar along the left 
bank is wide. The gravel rolls under 
your feet but the noise you make 
doesn’t matter; the fast water drowns 
it out. 

At the foot of the riffle where white 
bubbles break at the edge of the flat 
water, I stopped and tied on a big bushy 
blue drake. I cast across against the 
moss-covered rock, and my fly came 
floating back. I took a 16-inch brown at 
once. The trout were waiting. 

On my way upstream I took four 
nice fish and lost some real monsters. 
I can’t seem to learn how to handle big 
fish on 3X gut, or even three-pound 
monofilament. 

At this point I’m reminded of an old 
wives’ tale about dry-fly fishing which 
you'll come upon in books by those who 
should know better. They all say that 
once brown trout get past 13 or 14 
inches in size, they won’t take a fly 
readily, particularly a floating fly. This 
theory may hold on some waters. But 
it’s definitely the bunk on good trout 
water where there are even occasional 
hatches of large flies, or where over- 
hanging vegetation lets ants and beetles 
fall in. 


n the morning I speak of, I raised 
trout on that blue fly that were so 

big a man couldn’t even lie about them. 
Sure, I landed none over 16 inches. But 
browns that would go at least 20 inches 
splashed at the fly, broke it off, and 
took it down among the rocks. Big 
trout will always take a big fly that 
looks like the natural, if it’s properly 
presented at the time they’re activeiy 
feeding. 

More than half a dozen of these lunk- 
ers will still be there come summer. 

Don’t expect big trout to get excited 
over just any lure. They must have their 
appetite whetted by the natural, and 
your artificial must be like it in size, 
in form, and (I’m convinced) in color. 
Also, don’t expect to land big trout (as 
I so often try to do) by setting the 
hook hard, after a slow, heavy, deliber- 
ate rise that means a big fish. You 
must do as I usually don’t—calmly and 
deliberately set the hook, with just a 
twist of the wrist. 

Light leaders are necessary in most 
dry-fly fishing on any Eastern trout 
water near a highway. Light leaders 
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and heavy striking are just fine, from 
the big trout’s standpoint. After the 
leader pops, he’ll just swim away and 
wipe the fly off his face against a rock. 
A No. 12 hook will hardly even sting 
him. 

Along about mid-June, on Catskill 
streams, the sun gets hotter, the water 
lower and clearer, and the heavy 
hatches, at least in daylight hours, be- 
gin to die away. Many trout fishermen 
turn to bass, but real dyed-in-the-wool 
dry-fly fishermen get set for some of the 
best sport of the year. In the spring, 
advice on dry-fly fishing can be summed 
up in two sentences: Study the water. 
Match the hatch. Now the picture 
changes. Over most of the daylight 
hours there are no hatches. 

Now most of us fall back on trial and 
error. The dry fly will still take good 
brown trout—but which fly, on what 
kind of water? The answer, for me, is 


simple. The Royal Coachman, in sizes ~ 


14 to 18. From the first low water until 
the end of the season, the Coachman 
does the work 

I shan’t soon forget a summer morn- 
ing a few years back, when Wes Hotten- 
stein helped me put some 50 trout into 
the net (and most of them back into the 
water) on the upper Beaverkill. We used 
a modified Coachman tied on a No. 16 
hook. Usually this fly has a bit of 
grizzly hackle replacing the white. 
Sometimes mixed brown and grizzly 
hackle with a body of condor quill, or 
the light fox-belly fur body of Murray’s 
Favorite, does even better. 


ummer trout water, particularly 

where trees overhang the stream, 
has plenty of ants, small dark beetles, 
and other land insects. Sometimes 
when a strong wind is blowing you'll 
see big trout rising under trees along 
the bank. Sometimes, under such con- 
ditions, they won’t look at a floating fly 
of standard design. 

Francis Davis, who lives along the 
upper Beaverkill, tells me there’s an 
answer to this problem—a small clipped 
deer-hair bug, fished right under the 
surface film, on flat water. Whether 
this semi-floating bug is a dry fly or a 
nymph doesn’t matter—the thing kills 
good trout on windy water under trees. 
That’s enough. 

As for the Royal Coachman in its 
varying forms, I’d never be without it. 
Wes Hottenstein tells me it takes trout 
all over Pennsylvania as it does in the 
Catskills. It’s a killer from late spring 
on, and so is the Pink Lady bivisible. 

Other dry flies recommended for 
Catskill waters are Irresistible, Quill 
Gordon, mink-bodied Hendrickson, Blue 
Drake, and Light Cahill. The trimmed- 
caribou Irresistible imitates no hatch 
but is very effective early in the season, 
and is a wonderful evening fly all year. 
The others are listed in the order in 
which they generally emerge in num- 
bers, from say May 7-10 to June 10. 
Try size 10’s to start with. 

If they could invent a 5X leader with 
a breaking strength of say 40 pounds, 
the dry fly would be even deadlier. But 
for the sake of a few large but still- 
growing trout in certain places I know 
of, I hope they never do. THE END

cougars, of course, but otherwise much 
the same. We'd run down and treed 
some clever cougars in our day, and I 
figured that no backwoods Indian tiger 
was going to give us the slip. 

The businesslike way Rao went about 
trying to locate tigers that first day 
inspired confidence. He sent runners 
to all villages within a 25-mile radius to 
get news of local tigers. He sent our 
trackers, Manchu and Sardarsingh, to 
scout the banks of the near-by Leech 
River. This was March, the dry season, 
and the river consisted only of scattered 
pools. But at several of these pools, 
the big male, as well as several other 
tigers, habitually watered. If a tiger 
left telltale tracks at one of these 
places, we’d know he had a kill some- 
where near. 

Rao bought four water buffaloes to 
use as bait. His plan, once we located 
a tiger, was to tie a buffalo near the 
cat’s watering place. This done, we’d 
climb into a machan or platform in a 
near-by tree, wait until evening when 
the tiger would come back to feast, 
then polish him off. 

About noon a delegation of villagers 
came to pay us a visit. The head man 
was wearing a new turban and an old 
army coat, which indicated that this 
was an Official trip. The group bowed 
low before us, and the head man spoke 
to Rao in Hindustani. 

“They welcome the sahib and the 
mem-sahib,” Rao said, turning to 
Brownie and me. “They are happy you 
have come to shoot the tigress which 
has killed seven people, three from their 
village.” 

“Tigress?” I repeated. “Then it isn’t 
the big male?” 

“No,” Rao answere¢ slowly. “This 
happens to be a tigress with some very 
large kittens. Most man-eating tigers 
are females.” 

Rao sat silently for several minutes, 
then spoke rapidly to the delegation. 
The men bowed, turned, and walked 
away. 

“I told them that you’d come all the 
way from America to shoot the big 
male,” Rao said to me, “and also that 
you have no time for the troubles of 
Arjuni.” 

“But the idea of a man-eater in- 
trigues me,” I said. “Perhaps...” 

“It will take all of our time and skill 
to get the male,” he replied. ‘We will 
hunt the tigress if the opportunity 
comes.” 

While waiting for the natives to 
bring us news of tiger movements, Rao 
organized a hunt for gaur or Indian 
bison—wild ox about the size of Jersey 
bulls, with large, hooked horns. At 
close range, and when wounded, they 
can be dangerous, but usually they’re 
furtive and shy. A herd of these ani- 
mals lived in the densest part of the 
teak forest near Arjuni. Rao said that 
to get a gaur, we'd have to call in the 
Dhen Gar. 

These turned out to be a tribe of 
natives living in a primitive village 
back in the jungle. They’re trappers 
and hunters, and they use bows and 





iron-tipped arrows bearing a poison 
made from herbs. 

While driving to the village to hire 
help, we spotted a group of these re- 
markable people hunting peafowl. Two 
of the men carried cloth shields painted 
crudely to simulate the spots and eyes 
on a peacock’s tail. They also carried 
a bunch of feathers in one hand, stick- 
ing them out behind their makeshift 
blinds. Crouching low and moving er- 
ratically to imitate strutting peacocks, 
these stalkers can approach the wary 
birds and shoot an arrow before they 
flush. Some use cows as moving blinds. 

Rao had no difficulty recruiting men 
for a bison drive. They told us that 
the bison always watered at sundown 
at one of three of the river’s pools about 
half a mile apart. A large nullah or 
wash led in the direction of the river, 
they said, and the bison would have to 
pass that way. 


he Dhen Gars were to post them- 

selves on both flanks and make just 
enough disturbance and leave enough 
human smell to force the bison down 
the nullah. Rao and I were to wait in 
the fringe of vegetation along the 
ravine. 

We sat on camp stools behind a line 
of brush where a trail crossed the 
nullah and made a clearing. As the sun 
sank low, flights of parrots streamed 
by, a chital stag barked, and bellbirds 
called. 

It wasn’t quite dark when I saw my 
first bison, a massive bull with huge 
horns, walking slowly down a trail on 
the far side of the wash. 

“It is a good bull.” Rao whispered. 
“We do not wait for others.” 

I slowly raised my Weatherby .375. 
In a few yards the bull would have 
reached the clearing, but it stopped. 
Behind the bull I could see another 
curved horn, then another. Dark, jos- 
tling forms crowded the lead bull, but 
he wouldn’t move on. 

I turned to face Rao. He wasn’t look- 
ing at the bison, but was staring behind. 
Suddenly, in that direction, a monkey 
chittered and scolded, then stopped. 

“‘Leopard—monkey sees a leopard,” 
Rao whispered. 

A coughing roar came out of the 
trees at my back. “Tiger,” said Rao. 
“He’s hunting.” 

I crouched with gun ready, not know- 
ing whether to look forward or back. 
Then a leaf crunched. I turned around, 
but saw only trees with dark shadows 
between them. I heard the crunch 
again—a soft-padded paw being care- 
fully pressed down on a dry leaf. Cat 
feet were coming directly toward where 
we stood. 

Suddenly Rao stood up. “We will go 
now,” he said aloud, “so the tiger will 
know.” 

There was a rumble of hoofs as the 
bison wheeled and stampeded back 
along the trail. It was obvious that a 
bison hunt and a tiger stalk don’t mix, 
especially when the tiger is doing the 
stalking. 

Tiger reports began to filter in by 
late morning of our second day at 
Arjuni. The big male had killed a gaur 
the week before near the village of 
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Gajar. A fair-size male had watered at 
the river the night before—probably the 
one that broke up our bison hunt. Soon 
our two trackers ran up to the cottage 
and spouted in Hindustani. 

Rao rushed into action. “They say 
the big tiger is just outside the village 
growling at everybody,” he said. 

As I ran in to get my rifle, I couldn’t 
help thinking that this was strange 
conduct for a tiger that usually spent 
his time keeping out of peoples’ way. 

The trackers led Brownie, Rao, and 
me briskly down one of the forest trails 
to a neighboring village. As we got 
near, we saw a knot of natives grouped 
at one side of a path, talking in whis- 
pers. One turned and pointed to where 
the road dipped across a wash and then 
climbed the other side in a gentle curve. 

India’s teak forests reminded me of 
Pennsylvania woods in the fall, for the 
trees look much like our native hickory. 
The forests are relatively open, but 
there were just enough low, leafy 
bushes in this one so that we could 
see but a few yards off either side of 
the path. 

Rao and I checked our rifles, and I 
put a shell into the chamber of mine. 
As we stepped forward, the villagers 
and trackers hung back. Brownie, 
meanwhile, set up her cameras on the 
bank of the wash. 

Rao and I crossed the nullah and 
mounted the far side, then turned to 
the right where one of the trackers 
pointed from behind. Rao threw the 
safety off of his ancient 10.75 mm. rifle. 
Then a rumbling growl seemed to shake 
the dry leaves around us. I'd heard the 
same sound once before, when horse 
meat was wheeled alongside a tiger 
cage in the zoo. But this was no Zoo, 
and the only available meat seemed to 
be ourselves. 


I wasn’t hot, but I was sweating pro- 
fusely. We took another cautious 
step forward. As the leaves crunched 
beneath our feet, the growl came again. 
Rao touched me with his elbow and 
pointed with his gun. On the ground 
before us was the gnawed leg of a boar 
kill. 

“Tiger likes pig,’’ Rao said. ‘They 
will lie on a pig kill and not leave.” 

Apparently the cat was looking at 
us, for he growled again. But I couldn’t 
make out even an inch of yellow fur 
among the brush. We took one more 
step and met with a menacing snarl. I 
threw my rifle up to meet the charge, 
but none came. 

Rao motioned with his head. 
go back.” 

We withdrew, and were met at the 
road by the villagers. Immediately Rao 
began rattling off orders. Men with 
axes ran down the road toward the vil- 
lage. Brownie kept asking if we’d seen 
the tiger, and if so, why hadn’t we 
shot? I shrugged. 

Soon the men came straggling back 
with bamboo poles, fiber rope, and other 
materials for building a platform. With 
no explanation, Rao beckoned me and 
the others to follow. We tiptoed up the 
jungle path past where the animal lay 
concealed. The growl came again, but 
we got by safely. Perhaps 300 yards

beyond, we turned into the brush for a 
short distance and came to a spot where 
a small rocky ravine ran in a curving 
course back to the place where our 
prey lay. 

“We will drive him out and he will 
come down this nullah,” Rao whispered. 

The men were putting the machan in 
a clump of young teak trees, just tall 
enough for us to see over the under- 
brush. When it was finished, Rao and I 
hoisted ourselves into it, then signaled 
that we were ready. Manchu and Sar- 
darsingh marshaled the villagers back 
toward the road. Three men were 
posted along the road, in case the tiger 
should try to cut across, and the others 
went down the path and formed a semi- 
circle behind the spot where the tiger 
lay. 


ther villagers had joined the drive, 
and at a given signal some 40 men 
began shouting and beating against the 
trees with hatchets. Someone in the 
middle of the line banged incessantly 
on a little drum. 

Rao and I, crouching on the flimsy 
platform, were almost concealed by 
branches and half-dried leaves. But 
through a gap I could see the bed of 
the rocky wash and the path the tiger 
most likely would take. Gripping my 
rifle firmly, I waited. 

Far off through the trees we began 
to glimpse green and sometimes blue 
turbans as the beaters moved through 
the foliage. Suddenly Rao nudged me 
and pointed with his eyes to the right. 
I looked, and saw a great orange-and- 
black body moving diagonally through 
the trees toward us but not up the bed 
of the wash as Rao had thought. Just 
in front of the tiger was a small open- 
ing. When he crossed there, I’d have 
to pot him. But as I swung the gun 
around, the tiger stopped dead still half 
concealed about 100 yards away on the 
far side of the clearing. His great head 
was raised above the grass and brush, 
and his eyes were looking straight at 
me. 

“Shoot!”” Rao whispered hoarsely. 

I was none too steady as I centered 
the crosshairs between the tiger’s eyes. 
My confidence was wavering. But at 
the clap of the shot, the tiger’s head 
disappeared as though someone had 
jerked him from below. The great 
striped body writhed and kicked, then 
was still. 

For a few seconds all was silent—the 
beaters had stopped shouting, the birds 
stopped calling. Then a low-throated 
roar broke the stillness. Rao raised his 
head in surprise and said, half aloud, 
“Two tigers!” 

For a few seconds it seemed as if 
there were tigers everywhere. In the 
first flurry of movement, I saw three 
striped bodies. One large male sailed 
above the low brush in an arching 
bound, heading back toward the line of 
beaters. In another leap he was among 
the men, and I saw a turbaned head go 
down before him. 

Rao and I were standing helplessly 
on the machan, our rifles raised, and 
beaters were climbing trees in all direc- 
tions. I thought the tiger had already 
killed one man and would kill more in 





seconds. But then the cat turned back, 
and for an instant I saw a yellow shoul- 
der through the brush. I leveled the 
rifle quickly and fired. The tiger 
flinched and whirled. I shot again, and 
he went down among the rocks. 

Then another tiger burst from the 
melee. It was a smaller one and very 
light in color. “Female,” Rao said. 

She ran beneath our machan and 
quickly disappeared, and as she did so 
another striped form ripped through 
the bushes. 

“Two tigers, sahib, very good,” Rao 
said, kissing my hand. He always re- 
verted to the old customs when excited. 

As we climbed to the ground, all was 
confusion. Beaters called to one an- 
other cautiously, fearing there might 
still be more tigers around. Finally 
they came closer and looked at the first 
tiger I'd shot. A great shout went up 
and there was much babbling. 

“It is the tigress, the man-eater,” 
Rao translated. ‘‘They recognize her 
by her spots. The other is one of her 
kittens.” We pressed forward. Rao 
mentioned, as an afterthought, “One 
beater was knocked down and badly 
scared, but nobody is killed.” 

The tiger was certainly like none I’d 
seen. Instead of stripes, the body was 
marked by long, pointed ovals of black 
against an orange background——a beau- 
tiful beast.

and Pablo shout to flush the ducks. 

Then the ducks left the water with a 
racket that drowned out the shouts of 
Pablo and Pepe, who were wildly wav- 
ing their arms on the opposite bank. A 
group of four bluebills, followed by the 
mallard, headed toward me. 

On they came, streaking across the 
turquoise sky like jet planes. They 
were almost overhead now, slightly to 
my left. The fast little bluebills out- 
distanced the slower greenhead. Win- 
nowing wings filled the air with music. 

“Lead them,’’ I reminded myself. 
“Get out in front of them and keep the 
gun swinging.” 

The report of my first shot bounced 
back sharply from the water. The lead 
bluebill lurched, rolled over, and tum- 
bled earthward. The greenhead flared 
and started to climb. My second shot 
got him. 

In the excitement I hadn’t heard Vic’s 
gun; one seldom does when the sport is 
hot. Now I took my eyes off the cir- 
cling ducks and saw that Vic had 
picked up a pair of shovelers. 

Things had gone off fine, and if we 
used our heads we might get another 
chance at this same flock. Pablo and 
Pepe dissolved into a clump of mes- 
quite and Vic and I flattened ourselves 
on the ground. We wore khaki pants 
and shirts which blended into the desert 
soil perfectly. Sliding our guns under 
weeds to prevent reflections, we waited, 
immobile and hopeful. 

A full 10 minutes passed before we 
heard the musical beat of duck wings. 
It was the same flock coming back. 
They circled high, then swung in lower, 
still suspicious. At last we heard the 
splash of birds tumbling in. After a 
few moments we crawled cautiously up 
the dike and peeked over. 

The birds were restless, swimming in 
little circles. This time they were closer 
to the far end of the water hole and a 
little nearer shore. Vic slipped down 
and walked fast and quietly through 
the grama grass to get closer to the 
ducks. He’d just about made it when 
a herd of Hereford cattle came splash- 
ing noisily into the water for a drink. 
Pablo and Pepe saw that the ducks 
were about to be spooked by the cattle, 
so they jumped up and let out their 
Mexican war whoops. 

This time the birds broke like a covey 
of quail, fanning out in several direc- 
tions and just skimming the water. A 
pair of bluebills sizzled by at 40 yards 
and not two feet over the water. I shot 
three feet behind the front duck, then 
corrected my lead for the second shot 
and had the luck to roll him. 

I don’t ordinarily shoot this well. 
With Vic it’s different. He’s duck happy 
and is one of the best wildfowl shots 
in anyone’s company. He got two ducks 
out of that last round, a shoveler and a 
bluebill. 

As the last of the ducks disappeared 
| behind a mesa a mile away, Pablo and 
| Pepe walked up wreathed in smiles. 

“You two shoot pretty good, no?” 
said Pablo. “I theenk eet ees your 
locky day. Eef we going to the represa 


down by the beeg wash too soon I 
theenk we see docks bicoz there won’ 
be no cows.” 

Freely translated, that meant that if 
we got there soon enough we probably 
wouldn’t run into cow trouble. It was 
11 a.m. and the cattle would be lying in 
the shade chewing their cud. 

The rural Mexican seldom shoots 
ducks himself. One family in a dozen 
may own a rusty old shotgun, but shells 
are prohibitive in price and ducks are 
too small a return for the investment. 
Any spare pesos the countryman has 
are saved to purchase a rifle. With it 
he can knock over a fat deer now and 
then and really get food for the family. 
Any chase is a great thrill to the Mexi- 
can, however, and he will drop anything 
he’s doing to drive game for you. 

The second represa was surrounded 
by mesquite trees and had high dikes, 
which made it a perfect set-up. Pablo 
was right about the cows; there weren’t 
any. But there was another detail 
which proved annoying, especially after 
driving some six miles over a rough 
road—there weren’t any ducks either. 


t was nearing noon and the sun 
blazed steadily from a cloudless sky. 
We were hot, thirsty, and hungry. The 
initial thrill of the hunt had worn thin 
for the time being and we were ready 
for food and a siesta. But not quite 
ready. 

Pepe abruptly announced, ‘“Docks— 
ees coming from the sout’ to us.” 

We froze and watched eight ducks 
beating steadily toward us. They 
circled high once, didn’t like what they 
saw, and took right out again. Some- 
thing was wrong. 

“The jeep,” said Vic. “They spotted 
it.” He jumped up when the ducks had 
become mere specks, drove it a few 
hundred yards off, and parked it under 
a mesquite which hid it perfectly. He 
came back puffing. A quarter of an 
hour passed and there was no sign of 
birds. I figured they’d left the country, 
and was about to say so when we 
spotted them again. 

They came in high, circled three 
times, then sloped down steeply and 
splashed in. 

We gave them 10 minutes to settle 
down and went after them. It was a 
small water hole, barely 100 yards 
across, and almost round. Vic covered 
one end and I went to the other. The 
ducks were widgeon, a species not com- 
mon here, and we wanted them badly. 

Pablo and Pepe did their driving act 
and the widgeon jumped from the water 
as though propelled by steel springs. I 
crumpled one at about 30 yards, but my 
right foot slipped and I was spun 
around by the recoil of the gun. It was 
one of Vic’s, a straight-stocked, close- 
choked, English 16 gauge that weighed 
a secant six pounds. With high-speed 
shells it was a hard hitter at both ends. 

I recovered in time to take a fast 
shot at another widgeon. He flew 
steadily for a few yards, then sloped 
down on a long angle and plunked in 
near a palo verde tree. I found him 
stone-dead with a single pellet through 
his head. Vic had downed two as usual. 

If we wanted more ducks, there were 





four more represas within a reasonable 
distance. But right now we were more 
interested in lunch. 

It was pleasant to sit in the shade of 
a mesquite, munch sandwiches, drink 
coffee, and make small talk. We con- 
templated a calm afternoon and a lei- 
surely drive home. 

My watch showed 2 o’clock and we 
were ready to pack out for the ranch 
when, as if by appointment, a covey of 
quail came along. Pablo, who’d been 
dozing, suddenly sat bolt upright and 
said, “Quail! Let’s go!” 

He’d heard the gossipy voices of a 
big flock of Gambel quail. They were 
moving over a flat, mesquite-covered 
bottom at the foot of a steep bench 
plentifully spotted with cactus. If 
you’ve ever hunted desert quail you 
know the kind of mess these handsome 
little blue-and-chestnut runners can get 
you into. 


e were almost fagged out from the 

morning jaunts, but we’d come to 
Mexico to hunt, had we not? There’s 
the game, what are we waiting for? 
The looks from Pablo and Pepe said all 
this plainly. 

We spread out in a line, Vic and I in 
the center, and moved in. Soon we saw 
skulking blue figures darting in and out 
of the low ground cover. The bench 
was only 100 yards off and we had to 
get the birds in the air before they 
reached it. So we rushed them, dodging 
mesquite trees, sliding over loose rock, 
puffing and panting. 

The covey broke with a roar. There 
must have been between 30 and 40 
birds and they packed solidly on the 
rise. Our four shots brought down five 
birds, one of us catching an extra quail 
in a shot pattern. 

The swift little quail zoomed to the 
top of the bench and landed in two 
bunches. We started to plod up after 
them, hoping for another shot or two. 

Pablo and I took the left side, climb- 
ing a steep, rocky cow trail to the top. 
Cactus and other growth was even 
thicker than it had looked from below. 

Pablo took off to my left and dog- 
trotted toward a little arroyo to scout. 
I detoured past a reclining Hereford so 
as not to disturb her, then another and 
another. I heard the musical note of a 
quail and spotted it under a cactus. 
Walking slowly forward, I made out 
three others milling around in a circle. 

Trotting up to within 20 yards, I slid 
to a stop and whipped up the gun as 
the birds broke. Something else broke, 
too—the thundering herd. I wouldn’t 
have believed there were so many cattle 
in the whole of Sonora. 

Swinging onto a quail that was scal- 
ing through the mesquite, I saw, over 
the gun’s rib, the white face of a gal- 
loping Hereford. I shifted to another 
bird, but it was directly in line with the 
rear end of a fleeing bovine. A hundred 
sets of pounding hoofs filled the air 
with a cloud of thick, yellow dust and 
the sound was like a violent summer 
storm. 

I eased back to the rim, and there was 
Pablo, waiting with a grin. ‘“Ees too 
many cows, no?” he asked. 

I didn’t say so, but I was grateful to

Now we could rest. It was 3 o’clock, 
time to idle back to the ranch, stop 
briefly to greet the families of Pablo 
and Pepe, then head for the Arizona 
border.

“The doves! Did not the sefiores wish 
some of the fine palomas to take 
home?”

I 
missed with both my shots. Vic did a 
little better, pulling down one of the 
little winged bullets. We reloaded and 
had shots at stragglers. Each of us got 
one. 

If Pablo and Pepe were disappointed, 
they didn’t show it. One has luck, good 
or bad, according to how the cards are 
dealt. Is it not so? 

Pablo developed a far-away look as 
though lost in deep thought, then he 
said, ‘We are all nidding leetle dreenk, 
no?” 

So we drove to the ranch, washed off 
some of the dust, and gathered on the 
patio under a huge old eucalyptus tree.

The western sky glowed brilliantly as 
the day faded. Conversation was pleas- 
ant and went from ducks and quail to 
deer, cattle, sheep, and burros. Then 
somehow we got around to mountain 
lions. Pablo, who was about to lick the 
paper of a cigarette he was rolling, 
stopped abruptly and said, “Pepe, they 
don’ know about the lion. Breeng heem 
out.” 

We didn’t know what to expect—- 
possibly a lion cub on a leash? But 
Pepe returned carrying an incredible 
and fearsome object which turned out 
to be the skin of a huge cougar, stuffed 
with hay. As he threw it on the floor of 
the patio the hound bristled and 
growled, then slunk off into a corner 
and sulked.

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whiskers on each side. It wasn’t a 
popper—just a plain old floating bug 
that scooted along when I twitched the 
line. About the fourth twitch the bug 
disappeared into a mouth that could 
have swallowed an orange. 

Fighting a bass with a 514-ounce fly 
rod is considerably different from doing 
the job with a plugging outfit. Dave be- 
came impatient while my fish repeat- 
edly took line. The bass looked as if it 
would weigh about three pounds. I 
worked it in close, putting on more 
pressure as it weakened. For no reason 
at all the hook suddenly pulled out of 
its mouth. 

Dave was casting by the time I re- 
trieved my line. I picked up the oars 
and shoved the boat along, threading 
slowly through narrow channels among 
the islands. Within 10 minutes Dave 
hooked another bigmouth bass. 

As it jumped and thrashed against 
the background of blue water, dark 
lava rock, and blue sky, I felt vague 
uneasiness, and looked around suspi- 
ciously. 

It didn’t seem right. The place should 
have been crawling with people. A fine 
paved highway went within a few hun- 
dred yards of the boathouse and a dirt 
road allowed cars to drive to the water’s 
edge. Yet we had the place to our- 
selves. 

Neither Dave nor I complained. We 
kept paddling along in the warm morn- 
ing sunlight. Every few minutes we’d 
raise a bass, although many of them 
only swirled the water and never struck. 
My bug got three strikes to every one 
for Dave’s plug, but the bass I hooked 
were little fellows, two pounds or less. 
I turned them loose. Dave landed a 
couple that were about three pounds 
and kept one. 

After we’d worked through the is- 
lands we tackled the northeast shore 
of Steamboat Rock. By this time we 
were beginning to think we were hot- 
shot fishermen. The feeling evaporated 
when cast after cast produced no fur- 
ther sign of bass. Apparently we still 
had things to learn. 


W: headed ashore to get some ad- 
vice and breakfast. The latter came 
first, as we were practically starved. 
Dave’s two bass, filleted and dropped 
in a hot skillet, proved to be fine eating. 

A few cars were arriving, churning 
up clouds of dust in the growing heat. 
We were thankful we'd parked away 
from the road. After stuffing ourselves 
and washing dishes we walked down to 
the boathouse to see if we could learn 
how to catch more and bigger bass. 

It was hard to realize that this dusty 
place had been the bed of a tremendous 
river in ages past. During a time when 
glaciers covered the area, Columbia 
River gorge a few miles north of us 
was filled with an ice dam. 

When the ice sheet melted, its water 
was diverted by the ice dam and poured 
through where we stood, carving the 
Grand Coulee 50 miles long and as much 
as 1,000 feet deep out of solid lava. 
Dave and I could see the lava flows of 
20,000,000 years lying layer on layer 
in the coulee walls. 

Finally the ice dam melted away and 


the Columbia River went back to its old 
bed, which it still uses, leaving Grand 
Coulee to dry under a desert sun. It 
stayed dry until the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion dammed its northern section and 
pumped in water to form the Equaliz- 
ing Reservoir. 

Water from this reservoir flows out 
through canals to irrigate the rich 
farmlands of the Columbia Basin, now 
turning green in great squares and 
rectangles. Thousands of new farms 
are occupied each year, villages are 
becoming cities, the whole area is boom- 
ing. 


he new lease on life for the runty 

bass of Devil’s Lake was a by-prod- 
uct of a large operation. The bass 
went unnoticed for a time. But judging 
by the number of cars arriving as Dave 
and I watched, it looked as if the reser- 
voir bass were attracting more atten- 
tion than we’d imagined earlier in the 
morning. 

I couldn’t figure out why everyone 
was arriving so late. The thermometer 
was above 80° and climbing steadily. 
In my own mind I doubted that there'd 
be any use fishing again before evening. 
The new arrivals, however, were loaded 
with fishing rods, picnic lunches, and 
confidence. 

Most of the men and women at the 
boathouse came from farms in the basin 
area. I struck up a conversation with 
a tanned, friendly farmer who told me 
why so many people were starting out 
fishing so late in the day. For one 
thing, it was Sunday, and after a week 
of farm work local people were not 
rushing around on their day of rest. 
They also knew that by using live water 
dogs for bait they could catch a fair 
number of bass nearly any time of day. 

Gas stations in the area had signs 
advertising water dogs for sale,. They 
also were available at the boathouse. 
Dave and I watched while the wiggling 
little creatures were dipped out of a 
barrel and counted into cans of water 
for the customers. Water dogs, we 
learned, were a kind of salamander 
with a tadpole tail. The boathouse man 
assured us that the way to catch some 
“big ol’ stud bass” is by stillfishing with 
water dogs. 

I had no doubt he was right, but both 
Dave and I think half the fun of bass 
fishing comes from explosive strikes at 
surface lures. 

While we were contemplating the 
water dogs, a couple of men we knew, 
Bob Miller and Clark Anderson, arrived 
in a cloud of yellow dust, towing a 14- 
foot outboard boat on a trailer behind 
their station wagon. They had driven 
220 miles from Seattle for a crack at 
the Equalizing Reservoir bass. Bob and 
Clark were eager to fish, so the four of 
us set out in two boats to see what we 
could discover. 

By this time the shady side of Steam- 
boat Rock was lined with anchored 
boats and people fishing from shore. 
There was even an amphibious jeep 
floating serenely at anchor, with a 
whole family fishing from it. It had a 
surrey top with a fringe—practical, but 
somewhat startling. 

We kicked around to the southwest

side of the rock and found it deserted. 
It stood in brassy sunlight, huge, 
golden, and hot. Fortunately there was 
a breéze and a riffle on the water. This 
time I had outmaneuvered Dave and he 
was between the oars. Almost imme- 
diately I hooked a bass on my little 
yellow fly-rod bug. I was almost as 
surprised as the fish. 

It was a small bass, not much heavier 
| than a pound, but it was arrogant as 
| the rest of the Equalizing Reservoir 
| bigmouths. It jumped repeatedly, 
| charging up to the boat with its lower 
| jaw thrust out as if challenging me to 

step outside and fight like a bass. I 
| wore it down quickly, pushed the hook 
| from its mouth, and set it free. 

That was a fast start, but fishing in 
the hot sun proved to be mediocre. Al- 
though a few other fish struck at our 
lures they were small, most of them 

| one or two pounds. 

When Dave rowed toward shore to 
retrieve my bug from a sagebrush, I 
stood up and discovered I could see 
bottom. The clear water was teeming 
with bass—little ones, big ones, and a 
few of jumbo size. 

I had Dave row along shore for about 
100 feet while I stood and peered into 

| the water. In that distance I must have 
seen 100 bass. I’d estimate that at

least 10 bass looked at a lure every time 
it was cast, but only an occasional small 
| fish was interested enough to rise to 
the surface. 
| We tried fishing with various lures, 
some surface and some underwater, but 
| our luck didn’t improve. By the time 
| we had caught and released half a dozen 
small bass we were beginning to feel 
like steaks on a hot skillet. Bob and 
| Clark had disappeared up the lake. 
| Dave and I headed for the boathouse, 
where we found a thermometer on the 
shaded wall reading 99°. 
The far shore of the reservoir, about 
|four miles distant, was a sheer cliff 
| 1,000 feet tall and several miles long. 
| Water near the cliff would be in shadow 
by late afternoon, and I figured we'd 
have a good chance of taking some big 
bass there. At least it would be worth 
exploring, which is what anyone has to 


| do when he fishes new water.

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Grand Coulee Dam on the Columbia 
| River, about seven miles north of 
Steamboat Rock. This is the world’s 
biggest dam, something that thousands 
of tourists come to see. Water was 
pouring over it in a green and white 
flood 550 feet high and 1,650 feet wide. 
It looked like enough water to make a 
rice paddy out of Texas. 

We had a late lunch in an excellent 
aircooled restaurant just below the dam 
and watched the roaring waterfall while 
we ate. 

Later we drove south along the 
Equalizing Reservoir on a 60-mile-an- 
hour highway, crossed the low dam at 
the south end of the reservoir, and went 
|a couple of miles farther to another 
tourist attraction, Dry Falls. This is 
where the prehistoric river in Grand 
Coulee had tumbled over a cliff 400 feet 
high and 3% miles wide, forming possi- 
bly the greatest waterfall ever to exist 
on earth. It still is an impressive and 
beautiful sight, with a string of blue 
lakes lying in deep spots gouged out 
ages ago at the foot of the cliff. 

The afternoon sun was white-hot and 
blinding when Dave and I returned to 
the boathouse. We shoved off for the 
reservoir’s far shore on a diagonal 
course that would take us about six 
miles. There was an element of hazard 
| in this, as the area is subject to sudden, 
violent winds, particularly late in the 
day. Our luck was good; the whole 
afternoon and evening remained beau- 
tifully calm. 

As we had anticipated, a long shadow 
reached out from the coulee rim. Es- 
caping from the sun and heat was a 
great relief to us. We thought the bass 
might feel the same way and school up 
along the cool shore. 

Dave swung a double curve to break 
up our waves, chopped the motor, 
| picked up his rod, and flipped out the 

crippled minnow. He did all this very 

rapidly, before I could suggest that he 
trade seats with me and take over the 
| oars, 


still had the suggestion in mind when 
| he interrupted my thoughts with 
| a whoop. A bass had grabbed Dave’s 
| plug almost as quickly as it hit the 
| water. The fish must have been lying 
| there with open mouth, waiting for 
something to fall into it. 

This bass was an old-timer from 
Devil’s Lake—the first good-size fish 
| either of us had hooked. We got a look 
| at it immediately, for it cleared the 
water a foot when the barbs took held. 
| Dave’s rod bent like a rainbow. He had 
to release the reel handles and thumb 
the spool as hard as he dared while the 
fish ripped off line. 

This bass weighed about five pounds, 
enough to have authority. It cut some 
tall capers before it lost its steam and 
Dave netted it. I made a few casts with 
|my fly-rod bug while Dave was un- 
tangling his bass and hooks from the 
net. About the fourth or fifth cast I 
struck another old pioneer from Devil’s 
Lake. 

From that point on we had a circus. 
Almost as fast as we landed or lost a 
| bass, one of us would hook another one. 
| We put a few in the net bag and re- 








leased the rest. They came in every 
size from one to five pounds and were 
as reckless as cowboys on payday. 

We had a long drive home and vari- 
ous persons expected me to be at work 
in the morning. In spite of that we 
stayed until it seemed the distant golden 
spire of Steamboat Rock soon would 
turn dark and leave us with no guide 
mark. Even then Dave protested when 
I cranked the motor and turned east- 
ward. 

When we reached Steamboat Rock 
the sun was sinking in yellow glory 
beyond the coulee rim. We’d have no 
trouble finding the boathouse in the 
dark from here, so we stopped to make 
a cast or two. 

Dave flipped out his crippled minnow. 
As it struggled on the golden water a 
bass took it into the air and down 
again, then tossed it free. Dave started 
to retrieve the plug and another bass 
hit it. 

With bass striking like that, only a 
man of great moral strength could have 
put down his fishing rod and turned 
homeward to the sorry business of earn- 
ing a living. Dave and I stayed on and 
fished, laughing in the starlight, as 
happy as fools. THE END

Otherwise, strip line from the reel and 
shake the rod with a waving motion, 
holding the tip downward. When you 
have a bit of line out below the rod tip, 
hold the rod out at arm’s length and flip 
it upward or sideways, with your wrist. 
This will propel line, leader, and fly 
away from you. Repeat until the de- 
sired length of line is out. 

Now raise the rod tip high, to lift as 
much line as possible from the water. 
Hold the line between reel and butt 
guide with the thumb and forefinger of 
your free hand. Then flip the rod tip 
sharply downward, at a slight angle. 
This will cause the line arching over the 
water to move down, pulling more line, 
the leader, and the fly after it, and send- 
ing the entire length of line and leader 
rolling out over the water. 

With practice you can make your fly 
alight as gently as thistledown. Once 
the basic motion is mastered, you can 
get more distance by preceding the 
downward thrust of the rod by a little 
upward flip. Another variation is to 
make the roll cast sideways. 

No matter what techniques you use, 
two things are essential: a lively fly 
rod with plenty of backbone, and the 
nght-weight tapered line. Because dis- 
tance casting is rarely called for, a 
double-tapered line is a good choice. 
It should be a trifle heavy for your rod, 
to provide leverage for short casts. 

If you’re using dry flies, dress the line 
carefully and often, to keep it floating 
well. And since the shadow of a barrel 
knot looks big as a boulder on the 
bottom of a pond, soak the tapered 
leader to make it sink quickly and 
avoid casting shadows when the sun is 
bright. 

In fly-fishing beaver ponds, how to 





locate and stalk the better fish? Some- 
times, if your vantage point is high 
enough, you can see them in the water. 
But more often your own position,.re- 


flections on the water, and weather con- | 


ditions will force you to look for other 
signs. 

When trout are surface-feeding, the 
signs are obvious. Just keep in mind, 
though, that small fish usually make the 
most commotion, out of sheer exuber- 
ance. A good fish usually swims under 


a floating insect, rises to it slowly and | 


deliberately, and gently sucks it in. So 
look for the small rings that dimple the 
water quietly, and cast to them.

Otherwise, the line bellying 
downstream will drag the fly across the 
water the instant it hits the surface and 
spoil its ‘natural’ float. 
Beaver-dam trout spend 
their time in the protection 
banks, for in most cases that’s about the 
only shelter they can find, especially in 
calm water and bright sun. When you

pull your fly free, be prepared to strike | 
the instant it hits the water, because | 
the trout will rush out of hiding and try | 


to get back the same way.

he beaver ponds we were fishing 

were narrow and long, like a slow- 
moving stream interspersed with falls. 
The water was clear, and trees grew 
thick on each bank, arching above the 
water. it was like fishing in a big 
tunnel. We worked slowly upstream, 
Lynn leading, when suddenly he 
stopped. 

“There,” he said, pointing, “up by 
that little spruce. Pretty good fish 
working next to the bank.” 

I looked where he was pointing. All 
I could see was gently flowing water, 
dappled with highlight and shadow as 
the aspen leaves above rustled. ‘‘Darned 
if I see any fish breaking water,” I 
said. 

“That’s the point,’ countered Lynn. 
“He’s not breaking water; he’s working 
just below the surface. Look—there he 
is again.” 

This time I saw what Lynn meant. 
The water flowed just as smoothly as 
before, with the same reflections. But 
there came a bulge that strained the 
surface tension of the water without 
breaking it—and then was gone. 

“Take him,” said Lynn. ‘Nothing 
like proving it to yourself.” 

Working out enough line for a roll 
cast, I laid the fly just upstream of the 
fish. As it floated by the spot we’d been 
watching, it was sucked under and I 
struck. The solid jolt told me it was 
the best fish I’d tied into that day, and 
his glistening 17 inches as he thrashed 
in my net a few minutes later proved it. 

After that, every stretch of water 
took on new meaning as I searched for 
those telltale bulges and saw them 
materialize into good, battling fish. I 
landed only about one out of four, but 
you've got to expect that in beaver-dam 
water, with its hidden roots and tangles. 
Two acrobatic rainbows freed them- 
selves by jumping completely over low- 
hanging willow limbs. 

Fishing beaver ponds is frustrating, 
it’s discouraging, it’s maddening, and 
it’s work, but the thrills are all the 
sweeter from having earned them so 
hard. The harder the work, the better 
chance of catching big fish. And, best 
of all, since few men even attempt such 
obstacle-choked waters, ‘you'll have 
most of them all to yourself. That alone 
makes following the beaver very much 
worth while. THE END

He put trackers Ed Anderson and 
Bobby Wilkerson on the trail, and half 
a dozen of my hunting partners spread 
out through the woods and worked in 
the direction the wounded animal had 
gone. Dewey’s trackers, the best I’ve 
seen work in Southern woods, put their 
noses to earth like bloodhounds and 
were trailing diligently when a hunter 
who'd gone ahead called out. 

“Here he is.” It was Howard. I was 
on my way to him when the sound of 
his gun rang through the woods. I was 
running when I got there. My kid 
brother stood over a buck which, he 
said, had risen unsteadily to its feet, in 
front of him and started to wobble 
away. 

“Boy, am I lucky?” he said. “I knew 
I'd get my buck this year.” 

I was so flabbergasted I stood there 
with my face hanging open, and I’ve 
wondered since just what I would have 
done if Howard hadn’t suddenly patted 
my shoulder and laughed. 

“Simmer down,” he said. “Your fuses 
are getting hot. Congratulations on 
your kill. Next year we can start even 
again.”

THE TOUGH LITTLE 7 X 57 


he little 7 mm. Mauser is the live- 
| liest corpse among centerfire rifle 
cartridges. People have been bury- 
ing it for 20 years or more, but it’s still 
able to sit up and take nourishment. 
The .270 was supposed to kill it, and 
the death rattle was in its throat when 
Western Cartridge Co. dropped the 
7 mm. load with the 139-gr. bullet. It 
couldn’t survive after Remington and 
Winchester discontinued making 7 
mms. in their lines of bolt-action rifles. 
It couldn’t survive, but it did. 

In its modest way, the 7 mm. is prob- 
ably friskier today than it was 10 years 
ago. Demand for it causes foreign 
rifles in the caliber to be regularly im- 
ported into this country, and a great 
many more are put together on Mauser, 
Springfield, and Model 70 Winchester 
actions by custom gunsmiths. The load- 
ing companies still make ammunition 
and sell cases for it. All the custom 
bullet makers turn out 7 mm. bullets, 
and sales are considerable. Some of 
them are shot in various wildcats, but 
the bulk go through the barrels of 
standard 7 x 57 rifles. For a dead car- 
tridge, the 7 mm. shows a great deal of 
life. 

The 7 mm. is old—one of the original 
smokeless powder rimiess cartridges. It 
was designed at the famous Mauser- 
Werke at Oberndorf, Germany, for the 
Model 1893 Mauser rifle to be used by 
the Spanish government. Americans be- 
came acquainted with the 7 mm. rifle 
during the Spanish-American war. Our 
army was so impressed by the speed of 
its clip loading, by its accuracy and flat 


trajectory, that the 
ordnance department 
decided that the Krag- 
Jorgensen rifle adopt- 
ed only a few years 
before with its 
rimmed .30/40 car- 
tridge was obsolete. 
So the military set to 
work. Just as_ the 
Model 1903 Spring- 
field is basically a 
Mauser, so the .30/06 
cartridge is simply an 
enlarged version of 
the 7 mm. 

Because Americans 
first got to know the 
7 mm. in the form of 
captured Spanish mil- 
itary Mausers, the 
cartridge was often 
called the “Spanish 
Mauser.” After the 
1898 war many of 
these rifles showed 
up in the United 
States, where hunt- 
ers chopped the bar- 
rels off, did a little 
sporterizing of the stocks, installed 
what passed for sporting sights, and 
took them hunting. The cartridge was 
always well liked. 

Other governments, particularly those 
in Latin America, adopted the 7 mm. 
for military use—Mexico, Brazil, Chile, 
Honduras, Uruguay, and Colombia. It 
was also used by old Serbia, but now 
Yugoslavia has adopted the 8 mm,

During the various Mexican revolutions, 
thousands of 7 mm. Mauser rifles were 
brought into this country by fleeing 
Mexican soldiers, and one still sees 
those old ‘‘Republica Mexicana” rifles 
all over the Southwest. 


n the past few years, many used mili- 

tary 7 mm. rifles have been imported 
and sold here as various foreign gov- 
ernments changed military cartridges 
to .30/06 and other calibers. Among 
these is the ancient Remington-Rider 
single-shot rifle on the rolling-block ac- 
tion. All, I understand, have excess 
headspace for modern 7 mm. ammuni- 
tion, and are none too strong. Many of 
the bolt-action military rifles are on old 
Model 93 and 95 Mauser actions which 
tend to be soft, cock on the closing mo- 
tion of the bolt, and don’t have the 
auxiliary locking lug at the root of the 
bolt. However, if in good shape and

Jack O’Connor’s own 7 x 57 was built on 
a Model 98 Mauser action. Tom Burgess 
of Spokane did the metal work, and Russ 
Leonard, also of Spokane, made the stock 


with proper headspace, these should be 
all right. 

These surplus rifles were made by 
various outfits—the Mauser-Werke and 
Ludwig Lowe of Germany, at the 
Oviedo arsenal in Spain, the great 
Fabrique Nationale plant in Belgium, 
the Steyr works in Austria, and at the 
Mexican national arsenal in Mexico 
City. I’ve heard of 7 mm. military rifles 
that were made at Brno in Czechoslo- 
vakia, but I haven’t run across one. 


M"* old 7 mm.’s are built, as we’ve 
seen, on the old-type Model 93 and 
95 actions, but many also are built on 
the same standard-length Model 98 ac- 
tions used for the 8 mm. Mauser car- 
tridge. However, the Mauser actions 
made in Mexico, although they’re of 
the Model 98 type with the auxiliary 
lug at the root of the bolt, are shorter 
than the Model 98. The Serbian Mauser 
action likewise is shorter, and Mauser- 
Werke has sold some sporters on ac- 
tions of the same length. I’ve heard 
these called the Model 1908 and the 
Model 1912 actions. 

Bullets for the 7 mm. measure about 
.284 to .285 in., which is the 7 mm. 
groove diameter in American barrels. 
Bore diameter is .276. For comparison, 
the bore diameter of the .270 W.C.F. is 
.270 and the groove diameter and bullet 
size .277 to .278. The case of the 7 mm. 
is 57 mm. leng—hence the name 7 x 57. 
For comparison the .30/06 case is 63 
mm. long, and by European terminol- 
ogy is a 7.62 x 63. 

The first cartridge of 7 mm. caliber, 
the 7 x 57, was the forerunner of a 
whole flock of 7 mm.’s—the .275 Hol- 
land & Holland Magnum, the German 
7 x 64 Brenneke (sort of a German 
.270), the experimental .276 on a 
large case that almost became the 
British service cartridge, the 7 mm. 
Ackley Magnum, the 7 mm. Mashburn 
Magnum, the .276 Dubiel, the 7 mm. 
Newton, and the 7 mm. Weatherby 
Magnum, the 7 mm./06, the .285 O.K.H., 
and so on. The .257 Roberts cartridge 
is simply the 7 x 57 case necked to .25, 
and the .244 Remington is the same 
case necked to .24. 

The 7 x 57 caSe has a head the same 
size as the .30/06, 8 mm., .270, and other 
cartridges designed for the Mauser- 
type actions and has a 20-degree 45- 
minute shoulder, which is a bit sharper 
than that of the .30/06 and .270. The 
original load for the early Mausers was 
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a 175-gr. round-nose bullet driven at a 
velocity of about 2,300 feet per second 
in a 29-in. barrel. Pressures ran about 
42,000 to 45,000 pounds per square inch, 
and weren’t too much for such actions 
as the early Mausers and the Reming- 
ton-Rider. 

This 175-gr. bullet—in soft point for 
the smaller animals and in metal-cased 
or “solid” form for the thick-skinned 
stuff—made the reputation of the 7 x 57 
on big game. The soft-point had good 
sectional density and gave deep penetra- 
tion. Because of its good weight and 
moderate velocity, it got through 
brush well. The mild recoil of the car- 
tridge enabled mcst hunters to shoot it 
accurately and to place their shots, and 
as a consequence the little 7 mm. got a 
reputation as being a fine cartridge. 

Many Englishmen and various Euro- 
peans used the cartridge with the solid 
bullet on thick-skinned game like 
rhinos, buffaloes, and elephants. No 
article on the 7 mm. is complete with- 
out a mention of W.D.M. (Karamojo) 
Bell, the British ivory hunter who shot 
over 1,000 elephants with the 7 mm. 
and the regular military metal-cased 
175-gr. bullets. His book, Karamojo 
Safari, makes fascinating reading. 

Bell specialized in brain shots on 
elephants, and learned precisely where 
to hold in order to drive the long 7 mm. 
bullet home. His kills were almost 
always made with one shot. With the 
little 7 mm., he likewise kept a horde 
of native retainers in meat. He shot 
not only many thousands of the large 
antelope like elands and roans with the 
7 mm. but also the dangerous stuff, in- 
cluding lions. 


long with the .30/06, the .375 Mag- 
num, and a few others, the 7 is 
truly a world. cartridge, and the am- 
munition can be obtained wherever big 
game is shot and wherever people love 
rifles. 

The original bullet weight of 175-gr. 
is the only one now factory-loaded in 
the United States. Velocity is listed as 
2,490 f.p.s., in what barrel length I 
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cannot say but probably 24 in. I know 
that I got a chronographed velocity of 
2,447 in my own 7 mm. with a 1-10 
twist and a 22-in. barrel. This factory 
load has a reasonably flat trajectory— 
3.7 midrange over 200 yd. as compared 
with 3.1 with the 180-gr. bullet of the 
.30/06 at 2,700 f.p.s. 


ith a scope-sighted 7 mm. rifle, 

trajectory is flat enough with this 
load so that if one sights in to put the 
bullet 3 in. high at 100 yd. he has a 
point-blank range, where the bullet 
doesn’t rise and fall more than 3 in. 
from line of sight, of something over 
200 yd. 

Along in the 1920’s, Western Car- 
tridge Co. brought out the 7 mm. load 
that won my heart—and also a lot of 
others. It was a 139-gr. open-point bul- 
let at a velocity which at first was 
listed as 3,000 f.p.s. (probably in a 29- 
in. barrel) and later as 2,900. The bul- 
let had a flat trajectory and excellent 
killing power, even on animals as large 
as elk. I shot my first bighorn ram with 
it, and a fair number of other animals. 
I remember one big buck mule deer I 
hit high through the lungs at about 200 
yd. He flattened like a paper deer in a 
wind. Just before I shot, he’d walked 
through a little snow patch and had 
stopped. To say that he was killed in 
his tracks is no idle figure of speech. 

Just before the war, Winchester 
brought out a 150-gr. bullet at 2,750 
f.p.s. for the 7 mm. but it was made 
only for a short time. Remington also 
had a 139-gr. as well as the 175-gr. 
load—a round-nose “mushroom’’ bullet 
at 2,900. 

Loads used in the older 7 mm. rifles 
should give pressure of certainly no 
more than 45,000 pounds per square 
inch, but plenty of fine modern 7 x 57 
rifles are kicking around that are safe 
with pressure somewhat over 50,000 Ib. 
Winchester made the Model 54 in 7 mm. 
and likewise the Model 70. Remington 
turned out its Model 30 bolt-action for 
it for some years. 


Excellent 7 mm. rifles have come 
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Prince Abdorreza and Princess Perisima of Iran and water buck they took in Africa 
with the 7 x 57 O’Connor had made up for them in the U.S. It weighs under 8 Ib. 





from Germany, Czechoslovakia, Bel- 
gium, and Sweden. Even today a good 
many FN Mausers in 7 mm. are com- 
ing in from Belgium and Husqvarna 
Mausers from Sweden. Stoeger Arms 
imports fine Mannlicher-Schoenauer 7 
mm. carbines from Austria. Various 
British gunmakers have turned out 
7x 57 rifles. The old firm of John Rigby 
has specialized in them to such an ex- 
tent that in England the cartridge is 
often called the .275 or .276 Rigby. 
Germans make a rimmed 7 x 57 car- 
tridge to use in combination guns, 
double rifles, and single shots. Holland 
& Holland in London turns out handsome 
little double rifles for a rimmed 7 mm. 
case that gives a 140-gr. bullet a ve- 
locity of 2,650 f.p.s. 

The fact that only one 7 mm.°load is 
available from American loading com- 
panies is a handicap to the 7 mm. own- 
er who doesn’t reload. However, since 
there are many 7 x 57 rifles in Canada, 
Canadian Industries, Ltd. loads a 139-gr. 
bullet at about 2,900 f.p.s. This ammu- 
nition is imported by Abercrombie & 
Fitch and Stoeger Arms of New York, 
and Von Lengerke & Antoine of Chi- 
cago, and perhaps others. 

In these days of magnum cartridges, 
ultra-high velocity, heavy bullets, and 
arguments that the .30/06 doesn’t have 
sufficient power for elk, the 7 mm.’s 
armament of a 175-gr. bullet at 2,490 
f.p.s. and a 139-gr. bullet at 2,900 
doesn’t sound like much. But let me 
tell a tale. 


ack in 1953 I had a pretty 7 mm. 
made on a Model 70 Winchester ac- 
tion for Princess Perisima, wife of 
Prince Abdorreza of Iran. It was fitted 
with a Weaver K-4 scope on a Buehler 
mount. The next fall the royal pair took 
it to Africa along with a .465 Holland & 
Holland double and a .375 Magnum by 
Holland. That was the complete bat- 
tery for the two of them. 

The 7%-lb. 7 mm. had slight recoil, 
fine accuracy, and was pleasant to carry 
and to shoot. It turned out to be the 
work horse of the trip, and between 
them they shot about 80 head of game 
with it, including some large and tra- 
ditionally tough antelope and the dan- 
gerous leopards. Ammunition used, if 
I remember correctly, was the Reming- 
ton 175-gr. factory-loaded soft-point 
and the 139-gr. Dominion stuff. 

Since that time the 7 mm. has become 
the prince’s favorite mountain-sheep 
rifle—and he’s probably the world’s best 
sheep hunter. With it he’s taken the 
world record Persian red sheep and a 
big white-necked urial that would make 
any sheep hunter drool. He writes that 
he can hit sheep and ibex just as far 
with the 7 mm. as he can with the .300 
Holland & Holland Magnum he used to 
use, and that it’s lighter, shorter, 
handier. Now he leaves the big rifle at 
home. 

My own experience with the 7 mm. 
on game is limited to desert bighorn 
sheep, javelinas, antelope, and deer in 
the Southwest, deer in Idaho, and sheep 
and ibex in the Middle East. I’ve been 
very lucky with it, and I’ve never had 
any trouble making one-shot kills. 

A few years ago, I was hunting mule 
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deer from a boat up Idaho’s Snake 
River. A companion and I spotted a 
bunch of deer, ran the boat ashore, 
jumped out, and started to shoot uphill 
at between 300 and 350 yd. I picked 
out a fine barren doe so fat she 
waddled, and swung ahead just over the 
top of her back and in front of her nose 
as she trotted along. When I shot she 
started rolling down the steep hill—and 
so did a spike buck on the far side. 
The 140-gr. bullet had gone right 
through her lungs, had deflected slight- 
ly, and had then nailed the buck. 

The man who likes to handload and 
who owns a good 7 mm. can have him- 
self a party. All bulletmakers turn out 
7 mm. bullets and sell them in weights 
from 120 to 180 gr. An article in the 
April, 1956, American Rifleman listed 
a good many 7 mm. loads, but all have 
pressures below 46,000 pounds per 
square inch and they should be safe in 
the older rifles. 


he owner of a good 7 mm. on a Win- 

chester’ Model 70, Mauser Model 
98, Remington Model 30, Husqvarna, 
Mannlicher-Schoenaeur, or high-num- 
ber Springfield action can load hotter 
with perfect safety. There’s no reason 
why he shouldn’t load to 50,000 or 
52,000 lb. pressure. 

While we're at it, some of the better 
7 mm. loads are fairly hot but by no 
means dangerously so. Anytime you 
find a little case giving the same results 
as a big one you'll find it does so with 
higher pressure. The 7 x 57, for ex- 
ample, will drive a 130-gr. bullet at 
3,100 f.p.s. when pushed with 50 gr. of 
No. 4320 powder. Ah, you say, it’s just 
as good as the .270! With 62 gr. of No. 
4831, the .270 pushes a 130-gr. bullet 
along not a great deal faster, but it 
does so with severai thousand p.s.i. less 
pressure—so little pressure, in fact, 
that you could shoot it in a Krag action. 

This 130-gr. 7 mm. load I’ve given 
has less pressure than mean pressure 
set as standard by Sporting Arms and 
Ammunition Manufacturers’ Institute 
for such cartridges as the .220 Swift, the 
.270, and the .300 Magnum. The Win- 
chester No. 120 primer and Winchester 
cases were used. Remington cases for 
the 7 mm. are thicker, have less powder 
capacity, and give higher pressures and 
higher velocity with the same powder 
charge. All loads I'll give are with 
Winchester cases, and if Remington 
cases are used charges should be cut. 

Pressure varies greatly with indi- 
vidual rifles and with different makes 
of bullets of the same weight. Anyone 
who handloads should approach any 
maximum load cautiously and from be- 
low. All the following loads were chron- 
ographed in a custom-made 7 mm. with 
a 22-in. Buhmiller barrel with a 1-10 
twist. The 1-8 %-in. twist used by 
Winchester and foreign makers would 
possibly give a bit higher pressure. 

With the Speer 130-gr. bullet, ve- 
locity is 2,925 f.p.s. with 47 gr. of No. 
4064 or 46 gr. of No. 4676; 2,850 with 
47 gr. of No. 4320. With the Sierra 140- 
gr. bullet, my rifle chronographs 2,840 
f.p.s. with 53 gr. of No. 4831, about the 
same velocity with 51 gr. of No. 4350. 
With 46 gr. of No. 4320, the 140-gr. 


Sierra travels at 2,825 f.p.s. in my 22-in., 
barrel, exactly the same velocity and 
point of impact as the Dominion fac- 
tory load. On the other hand, 46 gr. of 
the slightly faster-burning No. 4064 
gives the same bullet 2,915 f.p.s. 

With 50 gr. of No. 4350, the 145-gr. 
Speer bullet moves along at 2,780 f.p.s. 
and with 52 gr. at 2,940. 

Possibly the best all-around bullet 
weight for the 7 x 57 is the 160-gr. In 
my rifle I get about 2,700 f.p.s. with 
either 49-gr. of No. 4350 or 51 gr. of 
No. 4831. The American Rifleman 
article I’ve referred to lists 43 gr. of No. 
4350 with the 180-gr. Barnes bullet for 
2,324 f.p.s. 

If I were forced to use only one bullet 
weight for all North American game it 
would be the 160-gr. With it velocity 
is sufficiently high so that hits to 300 
yd. aren’t difficult. Particularly with 
the 160-gr. Nosler bullet, penetration 
should be ample even to break shoul- 
ders of moose and grizzlies. 

But the greatest virtue of the 7 mm. 
comes from the fact that its mild re- 
port and recoil coupled with flat enough 
trajectory and good killing power en- 
ables most people to shoot well with it 
and to place their shots. It has been 
quietly and efficiently knocking over 
game for half a century and more, and 
will probably survive for many years 
to come.—Jack O’Connor.

between him and you in about three 
jumps. 

Most ranchers in the neighborhood 
where I grew up were no more success- 
ful at killing coyotes than my dad, and 
for the same reason. Old Hard-To- 
Hunt is just too tough for the average 
rifleman. Unless you make a specialty 
of it you can keep after him a good 
many years without piling up many 
scalps. But once you get onto him, 
nothing quite equals coyote hunting for 
suspense and thrills. 

It didn’t take me long to discover 
that, for all his good equipment and 
great cunning, there were three major 
chinks in this gray fellow’s armor. And 
just about every coyote I’ve killed since 
I gathered in by taking advantage of 
one of those three weaknesses. 

His first shortcoming is a travel pat- 
tern. He moves from timbered moun- 
tains and rough river brakes to open 
country shortly after dusk and spends 
the whole night on the prowl, hunting 
rabbits and mice, feeding on dead stock, 
transacting whatever other business he 
happens to have in mind. At first day- 
light he heads back to heavy cover. By 
the time the sun comes up, or shortly 
after, he’s gone into seclusion for the 
day. 

That gives the coyote hunter an hour 
or so of good light for morning hunting 
while his quarry is still on the move. 
Morning after morning in my teens I'd 
roll out before the first crack of day, 
walk a couple of miles to a ridge I 
knew coyotes used, and watch daylight 
break over the sage. I missed quite a 





few coyotes (they’d come along an- 
other ridge, or the wind would change 
and they’d scent me) but I also killed 
quite a few. 

Weakness No. 2 is Old Gray’s intense 
interest in whatever he’s doing at the 
moment. He’s an alert, intent character, 
and when something catches his atten- 
tion he’s likely to get so wrapped up in it 
he forgets other things. If he’s hunting 
mice he concentrates on mice and lets 
the rest of the world go by. That’s been 
the undoing of quite a few of my 
coyotes. 

Whenever I found one mousing, I’d 
try to get downwina and stalk him be- 
hind whatever cover was available. 
Many times he’d get so interested in 
looking for a mouse nest in a clump of 
grass or a little heap of straw that I 
could crawl up on him, even in the 
open. As often as he lifted his head I 
froze; when he went back to his work 
I'd crawl again. More often than not I 
was within range before he discovered 
me. He frequently died without know- 
ing what hit him. 

Now and then I'd catch one playing 
with a mouse as a cat does, letting it 
go, pouncing on it again, tossing it in 
the air. It was comparatively easy to 
sneak up on a coyote busy at this game. 


he third coyote characteristic that 

helped me was curiosity. I learned 
to sit down and wait when I jumped a 
coyote in the open. Curiosity would us- 
ually get the best of the little wolf 
before he’d run 200 yards. He’d stop 
and look back. The pause might be 
brief, only two or three seconds, but if 
I was ready to shoot that was long 
enough. 

I didn’t stick to the old .30/30 too 
long. It had open sights and wasn’t 
right for the work. I suppose I shot at 
more than 100 coyotes with it—and 
killed less than a dozen of them. 

My next rifle was a .300 Savage, 
also with open sights. I couldn’t do 
much better with it. I used it only one 
winter, hunting hard and killing seven 
coyotes. Next I got a .30/06, an old 
military model cut down to serve as a 
sporter. With it I bumped off 27 coyotes 
the first winter. 

By that time coyote pelts were bring- 
ing $7 to $10 apiece, and prosperity 
got the best of me. I bought a new 
.30/06 Enfield with a 330 Weaver scope. 
Gloating over this outfit, I figured the 
coyotes of central Montana might as 
well turn themselves in. 

But I was wrong. The high scope 
mount led to a lot of miscalculations by 
the kid aiming the rifle. I didn’t do as 
well with my new .30/06 as I had with 
the old one. But for all my poor batting 
average, the new gun gave me one hunt 
that I’ve never surpassed. 

Coyotes were working on a steer 
carcass on a big flat not far from our 
ranch. I drove out before daylight one 
morning, parked a mile away, and 
sneaked up a thorn-brush coulee to a 
little knoll overlooking the dead steer. 
I was about 400 yards away. That was 
as close as I could get without spooking 
any coyotes at the carcass. 

The eastern sky started to turn gray. 
Then the light grew fast and I saw 
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movement around the carcass. Minutes 
later I could see eight coyotes! 
Four were bunched near the steer, 
feeding or resting. The rest were fool- 
|ing around within a 100-yard circle. 
The big ones at the carcass kept driving 
the smaller ones off. Those that weren’t 
eating played like dogs, chasing each 
other, rolling, wrestling. They were 
having coyote fun, and the sight of 
that many in one bunch was giving me 
ccyote fever. 

Bellied down in a comfortable prone 
position, I rested the Enfield over a 
rock and watched the show through the 
scope, trying to figure how to make the 
best use of my opportunity. 


BY the time it was light enough for 
shooting only two coyotes were still 
at the carcass. Two were some distance 
beyond it. One was off to the right, 
another to the left, and two between 
| me and the steer. I decided to let the 
| pair nearest me alone for the time 
being. If I picked off one farther away 
with my first shot I might confuse the 
rest as to my location and send part of 
them bolting straight at me. 

The two beyond the carcass were too 
far off, so I settled on the one to the 
left. He was standing broadside. I 
zeroed his shoulder over the post of the 
scope and touched off. He went down 
like a bowling pin. 

The other seven jumped in seven dif- 
ferent directions. But one of the pair 
at the carcass made only two or three 
bounds before he pulled up to decide 
whether he was going the wrong way. 
I nailed him before he could make up 
his mind. The two between me and the 
steer started to run toward me. One 
stopped and I killed it. The other, only 
100 yards away now, located me and 
turned to race for the timber. It took 
two shots to pile him up, and by that 
time the others were out of sight. But 
my planning paid off. I'd killed four of 
the eight in less than a minute. Nothing 
as productive as that ever happened to 
| me again. 
| In 1940 I graduated to a Model 70 

Winchester .220 Swift, scoped with a 
|} Lyman Alaskan 24X. This was my 
| true love. When I looked through that 
scope at a coyote he was in grave dan- 
ger. The first week I owned it I killed 
six coyotes, five of them going at a dead 
run. One was 357 paces away. 

I had bumped into that last coyote a 
couple of times before and emptied the 
.30/06 at him. Both times he left a trail 
of liquid dung for 100 feet to show how 
scared he was. That’s not uncommon 
when you hit close to a coyote. You 
literally frighten the stuffing out of him. 
But scaring is not scoring, and I hadn’t 
even clipped hair from this fellow. So 
the morning after I got the .220 sighted 
in I drove down into his neighborhood. 

I spotted him lining out across the 
Chippewa Creek bench for the badlands 
and braked the car to a stop. He was 
| angling away and I led him too much on 
the first try. Dirt flew just in front of 
him. That often happened with a run- 
ning coyote. I never had any trouble 
hitting within three or four inches; it 
| was putting my shots in the six-inch 

vital area that was hard. 








The first shot turned this coyote. He 
swerved and went straight away, run- 
ning so hard his belly almost touched 
the ground. The second bullet hit him 
behind the ears. Killed instantly, he 
rolled 17 paces before he lost momen- 
tum. 

By that time I was on the way to be- 
coming a gun bug, so the next year I 
acquired a wildcat, a .25/06 Buhmiller 
barrel on a Springfield action, scoped 
with a 440 Weaver with Lee dot. I 
started handloading my own ammuni- 
tion. This rifle seemed to do a bit better 
at extreme ranges than the .220 Swift, 
though I still did better on running 
shots with the Swift. Together they 
made a fine team, and at the end of that 
winter I had racked up 40 kills with 
the two rifles. 

I killed most of my coyotes at 200 to 
300 yards, but there were a few times 
when I reached out much farther. A 
couple of times I was luckier than I 
deserved. 

One winter morning I parked my car 
on a bench above the Ford Creek brakes 
and walked over to the rim to scan the 
rocky, sage-grown bottoms. I spotted 
a lone coyote. He saw me at the same 
time and ran. 

He was 400 yards off before I got on 
him and cut loose. The bullet raised 
snow and dirt under his belly. He 
poured on a little more coal. 

I knew he might give me a second 
chance, a slim one. So I sat and kept 
him in the scope while he ran another 
200 yards. He must have thought he had 
it made then, for he stopped and looked 
back. 

I held high. He jumped like a scared 
cat at the shot, and started to run side- 
wise. Fifty yards farther on he fell and 
made no attempt to get up. I had to 
drive four miles to get down off the 
bench to reach him, but there wasn’t 
any hurry. The spent bullet from my 
.220 had made a hole no bigger than a 
pencil all the way through his rib cage. 
It missed bone and didn’t have enough 
speed left to mushroom in soft tissue. 
But it drilled his lungs and he was a 
very dead coyote. I’d killed him at 600 
yards by honest fence-line measure- 
ment. 


nother time I was driving north of 
Roundup when a coyote crossed the 
road a mile ahead. He saw my car and 
headed off into the sage. I raced ahead 
to where he’d left the road and jumped 
out of the car with the Swift. 

I could see him running, and I 
thought he’d never stop. When he fi- 
nally did he was so far away that a shot 
seemed silly, but I tried one anyway. 
He flinched and went out of sight. When 
he failed to pop up again, I took his 
track. 

At the spot where he’d stood there 
were a few drops of blood on the snow, 
and 200 feet farther on I found my 
coyote, shot just behind the heart. I 
paced the distance back to the car, and 
it was 657 steps. Shots of that kind 
make you feel pretty good, for you have 
no reason to expect a hit. But you don’t 
do it often. 

I’ve killed a few coyotes with a hand- 
gun. As a district enforcement super-

visor for the Montana Fish and Game | 
Commission, and a game warden before | 
that, I carry a Smith & Wesson .357 
Magnum revolver. Now and then I’ve 
blundered into a coyote at point-blank 
range and fixed his wagon with the 
sidearm. 

On a couple of occasions when I had 
no rifle along, I spotted coyotes at 
a distance, stalked ’em, and cut loose 
with the .357. I sneaked up within 35 
feet of one grizzled old dog and venti- 
lated him before he knew I was there. 
But that’s the rare exception, and my 
kills with the handgun probably 
wouldn’t add up to much more than 
five or six all together. 


pF anna: in January and February, 
coyote mating season, I was able to 
spill two at a time. I'd spot a pair to- 
gether, sneak up on them, and flatten 
one. With luck I'd pick off the other 
before it could get out of range. The 
most productive day I ever had I ac- 
counted for five, two at one stalk and 
three singles. 

In 1943 I went into the armed serv- 
ices, and when I came home in 1946 I 
moved out of good coyote country. I 
killed maybe a dozen coyotes that first 
year after the war. Then the Fish and 
Wildlife Service came out with the 
poison known as 1080 and my coyote- 
hunting days were over. That lethal 
mixture sounded the knell for Old Hard- 
To-Hunt all through the West. It’s been 
nine years now since I’ve taken a gun 
out of the cabinet for the deliberate 
purpose of hunting coyotes. I don’t sup- 
pose I ever shall again. 

How do I feel about it? Well, my 
feelings are mixed. Coyotes were a} 
menace to sheep ranchers and turkey | 
growers, and did some damage to deer 
and antelope herds. But I’m not sure 
we're not overdoing this business of 
predator control. 

I once watched a coyote kill 42 mice 
as he crossed an 80-acre grain field half 
a mile wide. That will give you some | 
idea of his daily performance. I keep | 
thinking about that fellow and wonder- | 
ing what may happen to nature’s| 
scheme of predator-prey relationships, | 
now that Mr. Gray and his clan are no | 
longer around to take part in things. | 
Maybe that’s just a granny notion, but | 
I can’t keep the idea from whirling | 
around in my head. 

On top of that, I don’t exactly like 
the idea of taking advantage of a critter 
as smart as the coyote with anything 
as deadly and, I think, unfair as 1080 
poison. For generations we warred on 
coyotes with everything we could think 
up—traps, snares, den digging, dogs, 
guns, strychnine—and never killed off 
more than the annual increase. The 
coyote population just about held its 
own in spite of all we could do. But the 
1080 formula has just about wiped out 
coyotes over a great deal of their old 
range. 

I’m not altogether happy about it 
either. I miss those frosty mornings 
when I’d go out to locate a coyote then 
try to dope out some way to get him. 
I counted it a pleasure to roll out before 
daylight when there were coyotes to

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Change Weaver K Scopes 


_— observers have known for some 
time that the Weaver K series 
scopes have been redesigned. Now all 
fixed-power K’s are unique in that they 
have fixed reticules, but all are internal- 
ly adjustable for windage and elevation. 
In all other internally adjustable scopes, 
the reticule cell is moved to obtain 
changes in point of impact on the tar- 
get. It often happens that when a rifle 
is sighted in, the aiming point of the 
reticule, instead of being in the center 
of the field, is completely cockeyed. 
This is impossible with the new 
Weavers. 

Instead of moving the reticule, the 
adjusting screws move the erecting 
system. The sight picture moves across 
the reticule instead of vice versa. The 
position of the _ reticule has_ been 
changed from the conventional position 
in the first focal plane to the second 
erecting plane. The optical system like- 
wise has been redesigned to increase 
clarity and resolution. In addition, all 
threaded joints are sealed with O rings 
of special neophrene, and the threads 
are sealed with a silicone rubber com- 
pound. 


New R.W.S. Load 


he great German ammunition fac- 

tory of R.W.S. is planning to load 
.270 Winchester ammunition with a 
173-gr. copper-tipped hollow-point boat- 
tail bullet identical to its famous 7 mm. 
bullet of that weight, except for di- 
ameter. Velocity, I understand, will be 
in the neighborhood of 2,800 feet per 
second, and a builet of that ballistic co- 
efficient and velocity ought to travel 
forever. 

All R.W.S. cases are to be changed 
to take the American  Boxer-type 
primers instead of the European Ber- 
dan-type, which are not adapted to 


' American loading tools. 


Black Powder Notions 


ack in the days of muzzle-loaders 
B and black powder, the cap, powder 
charge, patch, and bullet were all sepa- 
rate. Any .40 caliber spherical bullet 
would shoot in any .40 caliber barrel. 
This is one reason many people call car- 
tridges “bullets,” and why others au- 
tomatically assume a .300 Savage car- 
tridge should shoot in a .300 Magnum 
and a .303 British cartridge in a .303 
Savage. Once I wrote that any true .25 
caliber bullet could be used by the 





handloader for the .257. I was shocked 
to find that many thought they could 
use any .25 caliber cartridge, from the 
.25 Colt auto pistol to the .25/35, in .257 
Roberts rifles. 

Since black powder of the same gran- 
ulation burns at the same rate, whether 
confined or unconfined, a long barrel 
was needed to burn a lot of it. There 
was some reason for the Long Toms in 
black-powder days. Now most smoke- 
less powders give full velocity in 30-in. 
barrels and almost full velocity in bar- 
rels as short as 25 and 26 in. If a longer 
barrel is chosen, it is for a reason other 
than ballistic effectiveness. 

In black-powder days spherical bul- 
lets were mostly used, and if a man 
wanted more powder he had to use a 
larger bullet rather than a longer or 
faster one. Those who think killing 
power and bullet diameter are one and 
the same are still thinking in terms of 
black powder. 


-300 Savage Not KO’d 


oe who have predicted that the .308 
Winchester cartridge will kill off 
the .300 Savage—now that the Model 
99 Savage rifle is made in both calibers 
—are a bit premature, it seems. In the 
Model 99-EG the .300 outsold the .308 
this past year by 2-to-1 ratio. In the 
Model 99-F, however, the .308 outsold 
the .300 by 11 to 8, and the .300 outsold 
the Model 99 in .243 by 2 to 1. The .358 
in the 99 is about one seventh as popu- 
lar as the .300, but as a superb woods 
cartridge it should get more of a play 
as its virtues get noised abroad. 

Actually, factory loads for the .300 
Savage are on the mild side, as velocity 
for both the 150 and 180-gr. bullets 
have remained the same ever since the 
cartridge was introduced over 30 years 
ago. Then as powders have improved, 
pressures have gone down. Now pres- 
sures in factory-loaded ammunition are 
very mild. 

Same thing is true of the wonderful 
little .250/3000 cartridge. Velocity with 
the 87-gr. bullet is just where it was 
when the cartridge was introduced in 
1915, and the 100-gr. bullet travels no 
faster now than it did back in the late 
1920’s. A smart handloader can slip 
quite a few goat glands to both of those 
good Savage cartridges. 


White Hunter Doubles 


rifin & Howe and Abercrombie &

Our Mexican guide kept an apprehen- 
sive eye on them, for the fierce-looking 
Yaqui warriors were never conquered 
by troops and don’t like Mexicans any 
too well. But we were too busy taking 
scrappy corvinas up to 22 pounds. 

There are four sorts of corvina in 
those parts; also trigger fish, pargo, 
lightning-fast sierra mackerel, and the 
great totuava, present only at times. 
You need heavy gear and a strong back 
to handle him. For the other species 
the rod should be the two-hand type, at 
least 8% feet long; reel should hold 200 
yards of 15-pound-test monofilament. 

Farther down the highway are other 
lagoons, including Topolobampo, where 
the world-record yellowtail, 105 pounds 
plus, was taken in 1955. And a long day 
southward from Guaymas is Mazatlan, 
with modern hotels and cruisers, and 
sailfish that seem to stay the year 
around. Anglers keep only a trophy 
fish, return the others unhurt. 

The Gulf climate is that of the Medi- 
terranean—only July and August being 
actually hot—while the best fishing 
months, April through June, are superb. 
Few modern accommodations yet, but 
they will come. You can keep it simple 
with a car and house trailer or camp 
gear, or better yet your own boat and 
outboard, with native fishermen to put 
you right—all at little more cost than 
staying home. 

Nowadays airplanes bridge the Gulf, 
and also serve to bridge the gulf be- 


tween “poor man’s surf fishing” and 
cruising for big billfish. Cruisers come 
at $45 to $50 a day, but the cost is 
usually shared among three anglers. 
Hotels and supplies are most reason- 
able, especially with the exchange rate 
of 12% pesos for $1. 

The airline, Trans Mer de Cortes, has 
regularly scheduled flights to Santa 
Rosalia, Loreto, and La Paz on the 
peninsula, as well as to Guaymas on the 
mainland. If you drive to Guaymas you 
can fly across to Loreto in an hour, stay 
a few days, and return. Or in four hours 
you can fly from Tijuana to La Paz. 

Striped marlin are here most of the 
year—we’ve sighted as many as 40 a 
day—while sailfish far larger than their 
Atlantic cousins arrive in early sum- 
mer and stay into autumn. And there’s 
a new resort at Pallmia, below La Paz, 
where a friend found residents taking 
huge yellowtails on hand lines right off 
the sandy beach. 

There are plane stops farther up the 
peninsula, at Loreto and Santa Rosalia. 
At ancient Loreto is a modern Ameri- 
can-owned hotel having excellent sport 
cruisers and a bewildering number of 
gamefish almost at the door. We've 
taken roosterfish on spin tackie from 
the boat’ dock. 

At Santa Rosalia a car from a new 
sportsman’s hotel at Mulege will meet 
the plane by pre-arrangement. The vil- 
lage is a bit inland, beside a creek. In 
its brackish lagoons are giant snook. 

Such is fishing in the Gulf. And if we 
didn’t mention jack crevallé, yellowfin 
tuna, giant grouper, or cabrilla, it’s only 
because we forgot to. THE END

out of cars—in states where such use is legal. 

I am not wildly enthusiastic about them. 
All are slow to use in case that first shot 
misses, as it is difficult to stuff a cartridge 
into the chamber underneath a low-mounted 
scope. They lack the power of a bolt action 
to extract tight, oversize, or dirty cases. All 
have to be custom-built at considerable expense. 

How much would depend on his taste and 
his pocketbook, but it would run from $150 to 
$500, and that’s a lot of potatoes. 

If a man wants to go all out for a practical 
varmint rifle, I still think a good bolt-action 
repeater is difficult to beat.—J.O’C. 


Back a Second Time 


Question: Several years ago you suggested 
that I use a scope instead of open sights— 
when everybody else was against it—and I’ve 
been thankful ever since. Now I’d appreciate 
more advice. 

I plan taking a crack at moose with my 
.30/06 Springfield and want to get a new scope 
sight, probably a Weaver K3. Would prefer 
crosshair and dot. Is the dot satisfactory for 
big game, and is there a preferred size of dot? 
—Warren S. Unangst, Pa. 


Answer: 1 am delighted to hear that you 
found my advice about scope sights good. As 
to the floating dot, it is a fine big-game reticule. 
In a 2% or 3X scope I prefer the dot to sub- 
tend about 4 minutes of angle—or 4 minutes at 
100 yd. I’ve used a reticule like that for all 
kinds of shooting. 

However, for woods hunting alone, I’d make 
mine a 6-minute dot. That probably sounds 
pretty large, but I specify such sizes from a 
pretty fair amount of experience. 

My favorite hunting reticules are the medium 
crosswire and the dot. For woods shooting, 
the coarse crosshair is a very good reticule, 
and is nice and conspicuous in artificial light. 
—J.O’C. 


Any Choke Possible 


Question: After I had a Poly-Choke put on 
my shotgun, a friend told me that I couldn't 
use all the degrees of choke because my barrel 
was made for modified choke. He said you 
can build a choke up but not down. Can you put 
me straight on this?—Jack L. Andrews, N. Y. 


Answer: It depresses me to disagree with 
your pal, but he doesn’t know what he is talk- 
ing about. As a usual thing, when the choke 
device is installed, the barrel is shortened so 
that all the constriction toward the muzzle is 
chopped off. If it isn’t, the barrel is reamed 
so that any constriction is taken out. 

In other words, about the first thing the 
Poly-Choke factory does is to remove all con- 
striction in the barrel. Consequently you can 
get any degree of constriction with that vari- 
able-choke device that your heart desires.— 
J.0'C. 


Colt Old-timer 


Question: What can you tell me about my 12 
gauge double with apparently a Damascus bar- 
rel, stamped “Colt’s F A Mfg. Co, #5367”"?— 
Ben Dillon, Ariz. 


Answer: The Colt company went into produc- 
tion on shotguns with a double-barreled hammer 
model in 1878 in 10 and 12 gauge. Several 
grades of imported twist barrels were furnished 
in 28, 30, and 32-in. lengths. A hammerless 
model with similar barrels was brought out in 
1883. The hammer model was discontinued in 
1890, the hammerless after 1900.—J.O’C. 


Velocity Out of Reach 


Question: I'd like to load some .30/06 car- 
tridges with 180-gr. Silvertip bullets. Could I 
get muzzle velocity up to 2,900 feet per sec- 
ond and still be safe?—Fred Arnot, British 
Columbia. 


Answer: There isn’t a chance in the world 
for you to get 2,900 f.p.s. out of a 180-gr. brllet 
in a .30/06 with anything like normal pressures. 
As a matter of fact, it is pretty tough to get 
2,900 f.p.s. with a .300 Magnum in a 24-in.

BOATING 


J. A. EMMETT 


SKIFFS, CANOES, KAYAKS 


onfined waters such as small lakes, 
& rivers, and streams—even ponds 

and creeks—can provide pleasure 
for the boat owner, so long as he uses a 
suitable craft. Here size and speed are 
no advantage. In fact, large, fast boats 
are often impractical for such waters. 
The boat you use should be stable, 
steady, strong, and well-built for its 
type. But seaworthiness isn’t impor- 
tant, for while these small waterways 
may get choppy, they’re never danger- 
ously rough. 

Small craft like autotops, _skiffs, 
small fishing boats, canoes, and kayaks 
(even inflatable or folding portable 
craft), are best for such purposes. 
And of course you have your choice of 
using motor, oars, or paddle. Such out- 
fits are slow as outboard speeds go 
nowadays, but small waters seldom af- 
ford a chance for speed beyond what a 
small motor will give. 

A fast boat is no fun if all you can do 
with it is to‘circle round and round a 
small lake. And most small streams 
are so winding that speed combined 
with safety is impossible. Also, many 
of them are too shallow or snag-in- 
fested to permit fast running. 

Moreover, small waters frequently 
are restricted, having either speed 
limits or laws barring motors over a 
certain size. On some, motors aren’t 
allowed at all. But even where a small 
body of water is unregulated, too much 
speed may engender bad feeling among 
residents alongshore, and result in 
local regulations which so often put 
silly curbs on all who use the water. 


N= is your answer to any of this to 
operate your fast boat at part 
throttle. If it was designed for speed 
it will be sluggish and unresponsive 
when run slowly, and continuous slow 
running may be bad for the motor. 
But the point most in favor of small 
craft is that their owners can seek out 
and take advantage of whatever pos- 
sibilities a confined waterway may pro- 
vide. If your chief interest is in fishing 
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you'll find that the best catches are 
often made in places where larger 
boats seldom venture. With a light 
and easily rowed or paddled craft one 
can maneuver to cast effectively among 
submerged logs and stumps off a high 
wooded bank. Or, trolling with a small 
motor you can present your lure at a 
speed that’s right to coax out the big 
ones. Because of the small boat’s shal- 
low draft, bars, weedbeds, and the 
mouths of marshy creeks can be worked 
effectively. 

Best of all, small tributary streams 
can be sought out and explored. Fre- 
quently, once you’re past the snag or 
brush-obstructed entrance you find 
comparatively clear, deep stretches that 
are well worth investigating. Then, too, 
small rivers are often composed of a 
series of deep pools separated during 
the summer low-water period by shal- 
lows or riffles. To fish the deeper spots 
and those under-the-bank holes one has 
to have a boat that’s light enough so 
that it can be dragged or lugged across 
shallow places and 
over sand or gravel 
bars. 

Many sportsmen 
prefer these small 
waters, especially in 
the spring and fall. 
Because they’re nar- 
row and often tree- 
fringed, the _ strong 
cold winds prevailing 
at such times hardly 
reach them. They’re 
not bleak and dismal 


your section well, you may find potholes 
and ponds that will provide good 
waterfowl gunning. Often the best are 
reachable only by boat, perhaps by 
coaxing your shallow-draft craft up 
some marsh creek or trickle to finally 
skid or lug it over dry land into a reed- 
encircled pool. If your interest is in the 
study of wildlife, or in nature photog- 
raphy, a small boat, used particularly 
during these early and late seasons, 
may help you find things you never 
thought existed in a section as settled 
as yours. 


ree many small-boat owners 
find their pleasure as much or more 
in the woods and fields bordering rivers 
and streams as in the actual use of the 
boat. In such cases the boat is primari- 
ly a means of transportation. In direct 
contrast are the canoeists and kayak en- 
thusiasts whose interest is largely in 
the skill of paddling and maneuvering. 
Some, particularly family groups, are

content with placid streams; others are 
always looking for the more challeng- 
ing sort of water. 

Another thing I like about these small 
waters—often they’re a highway to 
larger ones. In this day of boat trail- 
ering, it’s common for an owner to 
graduate from a small boat to a large 
outboard. The small one arouses his 
interest and provides training which 
will help make the handling of the big- 
ger boat simpler. Eventually, it is dis- 
covered that some sizable body of water 
can be used by trailering a larger boat, 
if one doesn’t mind the several hours 
time involved in driving to and fro. 

Quite often, however, these small 
waters attract people whose boating is 
ordinarily limited to larger boats and 
open waters. Most two-boat owners fit 
in here. Usually they keep a large out- 
board or fast inboard on some body of 
water where speed and seaworthiness 
are needed. The second or smaller boat 
is kept at home or on some smail lake 
or stream nearby, in most cases with 
the idea of having something handy to 
use odd evenings and off afternoons 
during the summer. Also, it’s likely to 
be used on fall week-ends, for fishing or 
hunting, long after the big boat has 
been put away. Then there are people 
who carry an inflatable raft or small 
folding boat in their car trunks so that 
in their driving around they’ll be able 
to fish any likely stream or pond they 
come across. 
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t whatever the situation, it’s im- 
portant to know the basic require- 
ments: the craft should be light in 
weight and of shallow draft. It should 
be strong and durable, and reasonably 
stiff or steady in the water. The first 
requirement is easily met. Any factory- 
built boat selected for this service is 
likely to be in the 100-lb.-or-under class, 
and to draw but a few inches of water. 
How durable the boat should be, main- 
ly as regards its resistance to damage 
from rocks and snags, will depend 
largely on the nature of the water it’s 
used on. For ordinary conditions most 
any well-built boat will suffice. For ex- 
ceptionally harsh service, molded plas- 
tic and aluminum craft are highly re- 
sistant to bottom damage. 

If the boat is to be left in the water, 
the type of construction will hardly 
matter so far as its ability to remain 
watertight is concerned. However, if 
it’s to be left hauled up on shore for 
days at a time, or loaded on top of the 
car for hauling home, you should defi- 
nitely have a leakproof type. 

Stiffness or steadiness in the water is 
a comparative term. If you go too far 
in that direction you may wind up with 
an unwieldy craft. This may be fine 
for stillfishing, but it won’t be much 
pleasure otherwise—-for example, a 
heavy, beamy flat-bottom skiff or John 
boat. The opposite extreme could be a 
narrower than usual canoe or a small 
ultra lightweight kayak. Either can be 
a joy to paddle, but they must be used 
with caution. Most small craft, includ- 
ing canoes, fall somewhere between 
such extremes. The factory-built ones 
are in general a sensible compromise, 
designed to be safe on small waters,

Prices are such that no one need hold 
back from enjoying these small craft 
on that account. The range is from $50 
tops for a kit for building your own 
plywood pram or simple skiff, to several 
hundred dollars for the exceptional 
small craft. They’re all good in their 
way, though most people aim for 
what’s best in the type they’re in- 
terested in. Aside from pride in own- 
ing the best, there’s the added satisfac- 
tion that such a boat will handle per- 
fectly and be a joy to use. Also, if it’s 


| treated reasonably well it will remain 


in satisfactory condition long enough 
so that its per-year cost will be no 
higher than that of a cheaper craft of 
its type. 

Here it should be mentioned that 
small boat models or hull styles don’t 
change appreciably over the years, as 
do larger outboards. However, most 
small fishing boats show broadened 
sterns as a concession to the populari- 
ty of the outboard motor. Similarly, 
most boats intended for autotop carry- 
ing are general-purpose craft which 
will behave well whether used with 
oars or a small motor.

Today, 
there’s a wider choice of materials or 
ways of building than ever before.

Many manufacturers have made 
models more rugged by covering hulls 
Canvas-covered canoes 
always good on small 
waters, have been given greater im- 
munity to bottom damage by new 
methods of filling and finishing their 
coverings.

| has even made possible a less expen- 
sive version of the famous Adirondack 


guide boat, a type which for years was 
much too costly for the average pocket- 
book. 

One thing that should be decided be- 
fore buying is whether or not you'll 


want to use a motor, or if you prefer a 
| general-purpose craft. If you want one 
| that will be a top-notch performer in 


any one respect—with oars, with a 


| paddle, or with a motor—you should 


select an extreme type. That is, if you 


| wish to paddle it should be either a 
| canoe or a kayak. If you prefer to row, 
| or if there are regulations which will 
| force you to do so, better choose a boat 


that will row well, not one for which the 
use of oars is intended as secondary. If, 


on the other hand, you intend to depend 
almost entirely on a small motor, you'll 
get the best performance, and gain in 
roominess and stability by choosing a 
small outboard model or a model that 
will fit on top of your car. 

You can get a good idea of what is 
suitable by checking on what the more 
experienced owners, particularly those 
whose interests seem to approximate 
yours, are using. Generally, you'll find 
that power or speed beyond a certain 
point would be more of a nuisance than 
an advantage. For most small waters, 
I'd peg it at what the usual small fish- 
erman type of motor can _ supply. 
Models developing around five horse- 
power or even less are ideal for this 
service. 

These motors are remarkably smooth 
running and quiet. For fishing, they 
are flexible, easily steered, and perform 
exceptionally well at low trolling 
speeds. And their lower units are safe- 
guarded against just what you’ll likely 
be up against—shallow water, weeds 
and grass, and the chance of snags and 
other bottom obstructions that clutter 
most small lakes and streams. 

These small motors are easy to start, 
and simple to operate, and are there- 
fore ideal where children are con- 
cerned. A combination of a small body 
of water and a small boat is a good way 
for youngsters to gain their boating 
know-how and water sense, and in turn 
a love of the outdoors. 

This brings to mind the case of a 
friend who a couple of years ago 
bought his first boat, along with a small 
motor, to use on a near-by stream, 
mainly with the idea of channeling his 
son’s interest from the highways and 
hotrods. So far so good, except that 
junior and his friends are now com- 
plaining that dad is always wanting to 
borrow the boat.—J. A. Emmett. 


New Pontoon Boat

“Great glory,’ Stan sighed with re- 
lief. “I’m sure glad you're not trigger- 
happy.” 

Neither of us dreamed we’d run 
across other hunters in this remote 
section. They must have come from 
another camp, for we knew where all 
our men were stationed. They rode on, 
never knowing we were there. I’m glad 
I learned long ago to make sure of my 
target before shooting. 

On the eighth morning I rolled out 
at dawn and wandered into the cook’s 
tent. Only the cook, Lou Grimes of 
Miles City, Montana, was there, but as 
we sipped coffee from hot enamel cups 
Jerry Lanchbury of Cody, a young 
guide whose hunter already had his elk, 
joined us and said that a bull elk was 
clearly visible from camp. 

“He’s feeding in an opening,” said 
Jerry, pointing northward. “Want to 
try getting him?” 

I nodded, gulped my coffee, and hot- 
footed it for my rifle. Jerry, who 
proudly wears a belt buckle proclaim- 
ing him as a bareback-riding champion, 
saddled our horses quickly. Soon we 
were on the trail. 

“We'll ride up around that elk,” ex- 
plained Jerry, “and try to come down 
on him.” 

After an hour’s ride, we emerged into 
an opening. Down in the valley we 
could plainly see the cluster of tents 
that made up our camp. 

“Let’s get off now,” Jerry said, hitch- 
ing his horse to a pine. He dug into his 
saddlebag and brought out an elk call 
which, at first glance, resembled a 
length of half-inch gas pipe. Near the 
mouthpiece was a V-shaped slot, like 
a cut in a homemade wood whistle. The 
call is made of two plastic tubes, one 
fitting within the other. By varying 
its length while blowing into it, high 
and low notes are sounded. Experts 
using it can really imitate an elk’s 
piercing bugle. 

We moved catlike to an opening in 
the timber, figuring we weren’t far 
from the elk—if it still was around. 
Jerry put the call to his lips, cupped his 
right hand over the open end, and 
bugled. He ended the call with some 
loud grunts, just as rutting elk do. 

We stood there expectantly but I 
honestly doubted there’d be a response. 
Then it came, the clear, bold call of 
a defiant elk. 

“Get down behind that rock,” said 
Jerry, pointing to a spot 10 feet off. 
“T’ll wait a few minutes and call again.” 

He moved 30 yards to my left and 
soon bugled again.

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on my feet and running, but the bull 
paused and I could see he was seriously 
hurt. Another shot—this one in the 
neck—and he fell. 

Jerry and I approached him care- 
fully. I was ready for another shot if 
necessary, but as we neared the elk I 
saw its tongue was hanging out. 

“You sure got yourself a real nice elk 
here,” commented Jerry, inspecting the 
head. “This rack’s got seven points on 
one side and six on the other.’ I esti- 
mated the spread between the antlers 
at 40 inches, and that’s what it was. 

I had a great feeling of contentment 
as I slipped into my sleeping bag that 
night. I had my elk, even though I'd 
been the last of eight in our party to 
get one. I'd also taken time out during 
the day to fish near-by Bridger Lake, 
where chunky cutthroats eagerly took 
my golden, spin-size spoons. 

But I awakened in the night with a 
strange feeling of foreboding. The tent 
was black as pitch. I pulled one arm 
out of the sleeping bag and felt it brush 
against canvas above me. Still drowsy, 
I extended my other hand and felt more 
canvas. Then it dawned on me that the 
tent roof must have caved in from the 
weight of heavy snow during the night. 
I groped for my flashlight, clicked it 
on, and saw that the tent’s ridgepole 
had broken three feet from one end. 
Its sharp, jagged end had partly buried 
itself in the ground barely two feet 
from my throat. 

My watch read 3:20 am., and I 
desperately wanted to sleep since I 
knew we had a hard 35-mile ride ahead 
of us. But I figured I’d better get out 
of that tent. The flap opening was 
blocked, so I pulled up several stakes 
in the rear wall and crawled out. 

I wandered into the cook’s tent, 
heated some coffee, and sipped it until 
dawn when the camp came to life. Then 
we started packing for our return trip. 


inally Bruce Jarvis and I forked our 

horses and headed downtrail, Dave 
Shipp in the lead. The packtrain 
was to follow. There were four inches 
of snow on the ground, and it glistened 
brightly in the sun. It was a pleasant 
ride until we began the climb to Deer 
Creek Pass where high winds were 
howling like banshees and sweeping 
clouds of snow off the peaks. 

We found the pass’s regular trail 
blocked by wind-drifted snow for a few 
hundred feet, so we made our way over 
a second trail about 18 inches wide. 

We'd barely started down it when we 
ran into a packhorse string coming up. 
There wasn’t room for us to pass, and 
we didn’t care for the prospect of back- 
tracking. So Dave directed us to dis- 
mount and climb the steep slope above 
the trail. We did it on hands and knees, 
leading our horses by the reins. 

The wind whipped us furiously as 
we braced ourselves on the snowy slope 
until the 20-horse packtrain passed, 
allowing us to ease ourselves back onto 
the trail. Ten minutes more and I 
sighed with relief, for we were off that 
pass with all its narrow, snow-covered 
switchbacks and dizzying drops. 

And then on down the trail we rode, 
each with his own thoughts.

DEPTH-FINDER FISHING

to 30 feet underwater. The fish seem to 
like this range in a deep power im- 
poundment when the water is right. 

Many times after we found a likely 
submarine shelf, Lyman and I spent 
half a day, or longer, exploring it. 
With lures cruised at different depths, 
we'd devote ourselves to probing the 
contours of the underwater ridge, get- 
ting its depths all the way to shore. 
Sometimes we found the bass in shal- 
low water—six feet or less—where 
they’d gone to feed on small fry and 
other life that haunts the margins. 
More often, especially around midday, 
we'd strike them far out on the end of 
the ridge—in the 15 to 30-foot range— 
resting with their bellies on bottom, 
ready to drop off into deep water at the 
slightest disturbance. 

And, as every basser knows, some- 
times we didn’t locate the schools at 
all. It was discouraging to use the 
larger portion of a fishing day explor- 
ing a relatively small area, probing for 
largemouths which weren’t there. 

This school of bass we were in at the 
moment had already taught us how 
many precious fishing hours the depth 
indicator would save by allowing us to 
cover much larger areas in much less 
time. The procedure we’d used to locate 
these fish was as simple as trolling a 
lure, and far more effective. 

We first selected a forested point that 
slid at a long, flat angle into the lake. 
Starting close to shore, we put the 
transducer tube in its bracket so that 
the head of the transistor was under 
water, turned the finder on, and zig- 
zagged back and forth across the point, 
working our way toward the center of 
the lake. The red beam on the dial 
showed us that the hump of the point 
was flat and shallow close inshore, and 
that it dropped off gradually to 30 feet. 

If we'd been trolling, we would have 
fished the point no further out than 
where our lures stopped bumping bot- 
tom. But the finder showed us that the 
underwater ridge did not slope on into 
deep water, but was really sway- 
backed. Out past the 30-foot depth, the 
water started getting shallow again. A 
hundred and fifty feet beyond where we 
would even have tried our trolling 
lures, it was less than 20 feet deep! 
Beyond that again, the bottom dropped 
off sharply to 60 feet—a perfect spot. 

“A flat surrounded by deep water,” 
Lyman said, “is where we should find 
those bass.” 

We lined up the submerged point 
with a rock and dead-tree snag ashore, 
circled out into the lake, and dropped a 
pair of trolling lures we knew would 
dig a little deeper than 20 feet behind 
the boat. Staying on our course by 
keeping lined up with the snag and 
rock, we trolled slowly over the sub- 
marine ledge. As we expected, our 
lures hit bottom and began to bump 
along like some aquatic creatures try- 
ing to dig in. My plug‘had hardly be- 
gun to bump when Lyman’s rod jerked 
violently.

The lake crashed with bass 100 feet 
behind the boat, and I reeled in quickly 
to keep our lines from fouling. Lyman 
cut the motor and we drifted, while he 
kept a steady pressure on the dancing 
largemouth. A slight breeze was blow- 
ing and our boat blew with it, shifting 
the scene of battle to deeper water. The 
lunker went down, shaking its head 
against the tight monofilament, but 10 
minutes later I slid my net under 5% 
pounds of slowly swirling largemouth. 

It’s a general rule that where we find 
one bass, we'll find a school. They’ll 
stay there too, unless we run them off 
the point by thudding an anchor against 
the bottom near by, or by scaring them 
with some outlandish rig. To keep from 
disturbing fish you’ve got to know pre-

one occasion I’ve flushed a school of

depth finder is right on the bottom,” he 
said. ‘And the temperature of the 
water on that ridge is two degrees 
under 70.” 

That was useful information too, 
Largemouths prefer water in the high 
70’s, and the colder or hotter the water 
gets below or above that mark, the 
slower a lure must be worked to get 
consistent results. 

My spoon had been on the bottom at 
least half a minute. I picked up the rod 
tip to shake it out of the mud, and that 
lunker must have been lying there wait- 
ing for it to wiggle. In clear water I’ve 
seen bass stand on their heads to ex- 
amine a piece of plastic or metal for as 
long as five minutes, then nail it the in- 
stant it quivered. This bass hit the lure 
going away. I braced myself against 
the tight monofilament and he jarred 
the surface, throwing water like a mat- 
ing sturgeon. His flaring gill plates 
made his mouth look big enough to 
throw my fishing cap in. But the hook 
point had evidently struck into one of 
the bony plates, for the spoon came 
free, turned over in slow motion a 
couple of times and plunked back into 
the liquid. 


While I was reeling in for another

cast, Lyman hooked a smaller but very 
acrobatic bass. The fish surged upward, 
throwing itself into such a wild arc 
across the water he seemed to be trying 
to forsake his native element. He 
splashed under, bounced off the bottom 
and hit the surface again, kicking like 
a floundering seal. But this smaller 
fish didn’t have the weight or power to 
hold out against the pressure of the 
line, and after a few minutes it came 
in on its side. The scales said 2% 
pounds and Lyman put it back. 

“This ain’t no place for chillun,” 
said. 

We made several casts without get- 
ting a strike, then had simultaneous 
wallops. My largemouth hit the sur- 
face, but Lyman’s stayed deep. For 
five minutes I had my hands full, trying 
to keep the surges of the bull-headed 
bass under control. He was making 
longer runs than any fish we'd hooked. 
At the end of each drive, I put the pres- 
sure on to swing him toward the boat. 

Lyman’s bass wasn’t performing any- 
where nearly as wild. He moved off the 
ledge with the slow, ponderous power of 
a sea turtle and into the deep water 
along the creek. Somewhere in the

I lifted my rod tip hard, forcing my | 


bass to the limit of the line’s endurance, 
and soon netted him at the side of the 
boat. I then laid net and fish in the 
stern until I could find time to use the 
stringer. 

Lyman kept a tight line 
upped the anchor. The wind drifted us 
over the sunken tree which had caught 
his rig, and on the other side his strand 
pulled free. The fish was still on and 
we hauled it into deeper water with 
With more fighting 


its lip. 

Since we’d caught enough fish off 
that point to prove the effectiveness of 
the depth indicator, we decided to make 
an exploratory run around that part 
of the lake. I was anxious to see what 
the red dot said about some other 
sunken ledges I’d discovered when we 


| explored with trolling lures. 


One exceptionally long ridge in the 
lake, where golfer Bob Jones and I had 
found a tremendous school of bass the 


| fall before, was especially interesting. 
| The depth finder gave us a perfect pic- 
| ture, adding to the knowledge we al- 
| ready had about it. Lyman and I dis- 
| covered that the ledge was made up of 


two ridges instead of one. They were 
sliced by a ragged gully, and the end 


| of the flat had a crescent shape that 


made an ideal resting place for bass. 
A flicker of light on the indicator 


showed that the submerged plateau 
| was surrounded by limby snags, which 
| accounted for some of the fish and lures 
| we’d lost at that particular spot during 


the season. 
We parked on this point and fished 
hooking six bass and land- 


| ing four, two of which we added to our 


string. Then we cruised some more, 
with the indicator, lining up 
other points we’d try when we came 
back to the lake again. During this 
time we added one more bass to our 
catch. 


e could tell from the electric depth 
meter what type of bottom lay 


| under the boat. The echo bouncing off 
~|a rock or hard sand bottom gave a 
| clear, sharp signal; on the other hand 
| the red mark was wavy and wide when 
| we cruised over mud or soft bottom. 


Bass generally like a hard bottom. We 


| lined up each of those points with land- 


marks ashore. 

“If they ever decide to cut the timber 
off those hills,’”’” Lyman chuckled, “we'll 
never catch another fish.” 

The eight largemouths we brought 
back to the dock—caught in spite of 


| the unfavorable weather—totaled al- 


most 40 pounds. The only other bass 
in that afternoon had been 
taken drift-fishing with a live lizard. 
I’m sure that the main difference be- 
tween the two catches was the quick 
and accurate knowledge we'd been able 
to get from our depth finder about the 
bottom of the lake. THE END

TO PITCH A TENT 


ny common camp tent, including 

/ \ the tepee and wall models, can be 

set up by one man in a few min- 

utes. Help from a companion will of 

course hurry the job some, but it isn’t 

necessary. However, there’s a right 

way to proceed, and knowing it saves 

time and work and assures a comfort- 
able bivouac. 

You might think one person couldn’t 
handle a tepee, but he can. Years ago 
I watched a party of Blackfoot Indians 
make a quick camp before the threat 
of an impending storm. Working alone 
one woman had her shelter up and was 
carrying in the family beds 542 minutes 
after canvas and poles were unloaded 
from the wagon. 

You can do the same if you carry a 
tepee into northern big-game or fish- 
ing country, or to a Boy Scout jam- 
boree. First tie three poles together 
two feet below their tops. Then attach 
the rear of the top edge of the tent to 
the center pole. If the tepee has 15-ft. 
walls, it is fastened the same distance 
from the pole’s butt. Set the poles in a 
tripod with the center one opposite the 
direction chosen to face the door, and 
spread their butts equal distance apart. 


— six more poles against the tri- 
pod, with the butts forming a circle. 
The back of the tent is in position now. 
To raise the front, shove two poles in 
the smoke-flap pockets and lift them 
until the sides are drawn smooth. Pin 
the front edges together, stake the bot- 
tom, and after shifting the pole butts 
to correct unequal strains, you can go 
inside and build the fire. In open coun- 
try a tepee should be anchored with a 
guy rope tied to the pole tops and 
staked solidly in the ground, either in- 
side or outside the shelter. 

To do a one-man job with the wall 
tent, unfold it and make sure the end 
doors are laced shut. Pull the sides and 
ends tight and stake the corners. If it’s 
not exactly square you can move a stake 
or two later. Then sink four stakes for 
the corner eave ropes, setting them 
diagonally and not in line with an end 
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or side. Tie the corner eave ropes loose- 
ly to these stakes so the tent won’t tip 
when you raise the ridge. 

Unfasten the front door, shove the 
ridgepole through the tent underneath 
the peak and set the near end on an up- 
right pole. Lift the ridge and, gripping 
it with one hand for steadiness, walk to 
the rear of the tent carrying the other 
upright support. Fit it under the ridge, 
relocate the corner stakes if necessary, 
drive the balance that hold the bottom 
and eaves, and the job is done. 


f the tent has a permanent floor, it 

will automatically square the base 
when pulled taut. If the floor is sepa- 
rate, spread it first to locate the cor- 
ners and pitch the tent over it. 

Wall and wedge tents with rope 
ridges go up faster. You simply tie a 
line to each end of the ridge and raise 
one end at a time. Pull the long guy 
ropes over shear poles cut to tent 
height and set close to it. Fasten the 
other end to a stake 
or tree. When small 


the ridgepole in the crotch. Then run a 
guy line behind the shears to pull 
against when you lift and rope the 
front shears. 

Shear poles should be 3 to 4 ft. long- 
er than tent height. Spread them wide 
at first to bring the tops within reach, 
then when the ridge is in place, move 
the butts together to lift the peak and 
smooth the wrinkles from roof and 
sides. If you have difficulty getting the 
shear poles to stand upright before the 
tent is attached, rope them to a stake 
and let them lean slightly against the 
pull of the rope. 


hen you use outside poles cut at 

the tent site, you save lugging 
them over the trail. They can be rough 
and even crooked, because rough places 
don’t touch the fabric and crooked 
timber can be adjusted to give the same 
support as straight. You adapt a 
crooked ridgepole by using different- 
length ropes to fasten it a few inches 





trees are used as 
anchors, tie the rope 
around their bases 
so a wind that might 
sway the upper 
trunks can’t effect 
tent tension. 

The outside shear 
poles provide easy 
adjustments for any 
shrinkage and ex- 
pansion caused by 
changes in the 
weather. Just move 
the butts closer to 
increase tension, or 
spread them to ease 
strain. If you use 
an outside ridgepole, 
lay it on top of the 
tent and tie it in 
place with _ short 
ropes or tapes sewed 
to the tent peak. 
Erect one pair of 
shear poles and rest

above the peak of the tent you're raising. 

Seven outside poles are usually cut 
for wall tents—four to make into 
shears, one for the ridge, and two tied 
to the shears at eave height to hold 
the eave ropes. Five are enough if 
you tie these eave guys to separate 
stakes. Five also serve for wedge tents 
without eave lines. Long ridgepoles of 
either wood or metal should be turned 
top to bottom occasionally so they 
don’t take a permanent sag. 

The auto umbrella tent is one of the 
easiest of all to erect. Spread the tent 
floor flat and square and stake the cor- 
ners. With the center-pole type, you 
join supporting frame and pole, insert 
them under the tent top and raise the 
whole thing by stepping through the 
door and pushing up on the pole. 
Assemble the frame arms in the cor- 
ner grommets and lock the tension 
ring. 

If the tent is poleless, with four cor- 
ner supports, set one temporarily in 
the center to support the roof while you 
place the other three. Then move it 
into position. Don’t shove these sup- 
ports back into the extreme corners— 
keep them several inches away to avoid 
excessive strain on the tent and to 
leave a little room for later tightening 
should that be necessary. 

Drive the balance of the ground 
stakes, stretch the door awning out 
with its poles and guy ropes, setting 
the latter at an angle so they draw 
both forward and sideways to keep the 
awning taut. Don’t pull the awning 
ropes hard enough to warp the tent out 
of shape. Umbrella tents should have 
extra ropes attached to each rear cor- 
ner to offset this pull. 

Other tents like the mountaineer, 
hiker, cruiser, Baker, and explorer are 
erected similarly by staking the corners 
first and then raising the peak with the 
inside poles or outside shears. A pup 
tent can be set up with two short end 
poles guyed away from the tent to 
keep its ridge level. Or it can be hung 
on a rope that’s stretched between two 
trees. 


atalog pictures of open-front tents 
like the Baker and hunter’s lean-to 
show ridgepoles resting on stakes with 
forked tops. Forked stakes are hard to 
find and hard to drive without splitting. 
And you waste time fitting them to the 
tent’s height. So lash the ridge against 
the sides of plain uprights. 

Practice setting up a new tent at 
home until you’re proficient in every 
step and can proceed swiftly and sure- 
ly at the campsite. 

Always pick a level place for your 
tent because uneven ground in effect 
changes pole length and puts a severe 
strain on seams when you try to draw 
the sides smooth. To prevent damage 
to tent floors and to your bare feet, 
clear the site of bumps, exposed roots 
and stones. 

Stakes cut on the site can be good 
and long for easier pulling when you 
move. And being more conspicious they 
won't trip you so often. Shorter stakes 
are usually slanted away from the tent; 
very long ones can be driven to slant 
toward it so that shrinking ropes draw 
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them out of the ground before the tent 
is torn by strain. 

Aluminum stakes save pack weight 
in timberless regions, but are hard to 
drive into hard ground. Short iron ones 
are better. For different soils, auto 
campers often carry both short and 
long metal stakes. Tents pitched on 
sand can be anchored with stakes 3 to 4 
ft. long. If these fail to hold, use 
bundles of brush tied to guy ropes and 
buried deep in the ground. To erect a 
tent on a rock surface, set inside a log 
frame. Lash the logs solidly together 
and tie the bottom of the tent to them 
with ropes threaded through the stake 
loops. 

Finally, dig a 4-in. ditch around tke 
shelter close to its base to drain off 
rainwater.—Maurice H. Decker.

lake and hunt the cliffs beyond. I 
chose to hunt the summit. We agreed 
to meet at the lake before dark. 

After some scouting and scanning 
that turned up nothing but goat tracks 
and beds on the summit, I heard three 
shots from a distance. Bill’s shots? I 
decided to drop down to the lake and 
wait for him. He might need help pack- 
ing in a goat. 

I waited at the lake until dusk. Then, 
miles from camp and without a flash- 
light, I figured I’d better head for the 
tent while daylight remained. 

I’d been in camp 20 minutes before 
Bill came plodding down the trail with- 
out his pack. His story was short and 
sweet: A careful stalk had put him 
within 100 yards of two good billies and 
he’d downed one of them. With day- 
light fading, he’d gutted the goat, 
cached his pack and camera beside it, 
and started at once for camp. He'd 
pushed himself to beat darkness and 
was exhausted. 

That night we decided that our next 
daylight effort would be to set up a 
siwash camp near the high-altitude 
lake. That way Bill would be closer to 
the job of skinning and quartering his 
dead goat and I'd be in a better position 
to locate a live one. 

We drew a miserable day for the job 
of back-packing camp gear to the site 
we'd picked for an outpost camp. Rain 
poured down on us, wet brush drenched 
our legs, and sweat generated by the 
long climb steamed our clothing from 
the skin out. 

Late in the day, with mist blowing 
through the peaks and cutting visibility 
to 100 yards, we dropped our packs on 
a ledge near the lake and strung up a 
nylon tarp to shelter our sleeping bags. 


| Dried out by a roaring fire built in front 


of the lean-to, we crawled into the bags 
for nine hours of sleep. Neither of us 


| noticed that the ground was hard. 


Dawn was only a little lighter than 
the night’s darkness. Rain and fog per- 
sisted. We ate a couple of sandwiches 


| apiece, then set out into the fog to 
| locate Bill’s goat. When we found the 


fallen animal Bill went to work with 
his knife while I scanned the small 


basin with binoculars. But the cliffs 
and slides were shrouded by fog, rain, 
and mist. It was discouraging. I scout- 
ed and glassed the ledges as best I 
could until noon, then joined Bill to 
haul his goat to our siwash camp. 

We were thoroughly drenched when 
we reached our small shelter. There 
was still a little fire burning. We soon 
had it roaring, so that it dried us out 
faster than the rain could wet us down. 
Bill made coffee while I sliced up some 
goat steaks, which I consider top-notch 
eating. In parts of Alaska the natives 
prefer goat meat to deer and can it for 
winter use. 

As we feasted on steak and bread, 
the weather cleared a bit. With a good 
meal under my belt, my clothes half 
dried, and a somewhat slackened storm, 
I decided to do some more hunting. 
Bill was busy in camp fleshing out the 
goat cape. 

I climbed around one slide after an- 
other, glassing every light spot or rock 
that might turn out to be a goat. But 
the storm revived and drove me to 
camp—where Bill pointed out the goat 
he’d located while taking a breather 
from his fleshing job. 

As I watched this animal through a 
rift in the fog, another, larger goat 
appeared on the face of the same cliff. 
Both animals were making their way to 
a green spot below a rock slide, where 
they started to browse. With a long- 
range rifle, I probably could have got 
close enough to bag one of these before 
darkness blotted them out. But my 
only hope for a shot at handgun range 
was to wait and start a stalk at first 
sign of daylight. The goats would likely 
feed again in the morning before mov- 
ing out. 


oe dawn I was dressed, fed, and 
champing at the bit. As soon as I 
could see, I gave the mountain a good 
glassing. Both goats were moving 
along the face of the cliff and leaving 
the area. Evidently they had fed before 
daylight. 

There was only one way to get 
closer, and that was to cross some blue- 
berry fields in plain view of the goats. 
The first and smaller animal apparently 
had a premeditated objective in mind, 
for it climbed at a fairly steady pace 
and soon went over the summit. The 
larger goat was in no hurry. 

I began my crossing of the berry field, 
doing my best to take advantage of 
every shrub to keep from being seen. 
At one time the goat acted as if it 
would bed down on a rock ledge. Then 
I saw that the beast had spotted me. 
He moved on around the mountain, out 
of sight. 

My only chance now was to try the 
same route the goats had taken, pre- 
carious as it was. Time after time I 
was turned back as hand and footholds 
petered out. Finally I found a small 
ravine among the sheer cliffs and 
worked up it to the top. 

The summit of this mountain was 
fairly level, a broken flat sprinkied 
with brush and scrub trees. Goat beds, 
old and new, were everywhere. But 
nowhere could I find the goats I'd 
followed up here. It was as if the 











ominous clouds that now hung overhead 
had blotted the animals off the moun- 
tain. 

Soon snowflakes were floating down. 
That did it. The climb down from this 
place was hazardous enough without 
waiting for snow to grease the rocks. 
I had to get down ahead of the snow- 
storm that was building up. 

I reached the blueberry fields with 
nothing worse than shaken nerves, and 
as I stood there at the bottom catching 
my breath, I glanced up at the cliffs. 
There, not far from the route I’d taken 
up and down, was a goat, bedded down 
on a bare rock. 





M’ binoculars showed that he was | 
already watching me, so I made 
elaborate pretense of idling about | 
through the berry bushes as if I had no 
interest in getting closer to him. All 
the time I was edging toward some 
scrubby evergreens that offered con- 
cealment for a stalk. 

Would the goat get spooky once I was 
out of its sight? Reaching the timber, I 
watched through the evergreen screen 
to see what the animal would do. For 
a long time it stared in my direction. 
Finally, it looked away, then shook its 
head as if flies were bothering it. Ap- 
parently the goat was satisfied that I 
was no threat. 

How mistaken he was. If ever I had 
my neck bowed with determination, 
this was the time. The scrub timber 
grew in patches. When these gave out 
I crouched or crawled on my belly in 
the shallow draws that ran down the 
mountain. Then I began climbing up| 
terrain so steep that the trees rooted | 





there were curved like giant hockey | 
clubs. 

Then the slope became even steeper. | 
Once I flushed a blue grouse from under 
my feet. I was so tense that the bird | 
startled me into slipping down a small | 
embankment with a clatter of rolling | 
rocks. Fearing the worst, I sneaked a 
look at the goat. He appeared calm. 

At last I took off my hat and pack | 
and crawled toward a ledge that would | 
put me within 60 yards of the goat. If | 
I could make it to there I would a) 


my play. t 


I squirmed ahead to the rock ledge | 
and peered over. The goat was looking | 
directly at me. Only the top of my 
head and my eyes were showing. I had 
drawn my .357 Magnum from the 
shoulder holster. I steadied it at eye 
level and fired. 

At the shot the goat flopped on its 
side. I watched a small red spot appear 
on its throat and enlarge against the 
white coat. I had expected to fire more 
than one shot, but the goat never got 
to its feet. I quickly pulled my camera 
from a case on my belt and snapped a 
picture. A second later the animal 
kicked itself over the edge of the rock. 

Four hundred feet below a dead tree 
root stopped the flight of the plunging 
beast. I scrambled down and found that 
my goat was a nanny, and that during 
its fall it had broken off a horn. 

The broken horn spoiled the head for 
mounting,. but that was a minor dis- 
appointment. I’d taken my goat with a 
handgun. THE END 
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TT young pointer held steady to 
wing and shot, then broke toward 
the bird as it tumbled to the 

ground. “If the bird’s dead,” his owner 

predicted, ‘“‘Nick will bring it in. But if 
it kicks once, he’ll never touch it.” 

That and most other retriever faults 
are rooted in the foundational training 
given a dog. Retrieving is too impor- 
tant in upland gamebirds and waterfowl 
shooting to allow such faults to become 
a part of your dog. They can be avoided 
with the right kind of beginning. 

Once you shoot a bird, the importance 
of retrieving comes into play. The bird 
should be in your bag, not lost in the 
brush, dead or wounded. You shouldn’t 
have to kill twice the limit to offset 
those birds you fail to pick up. 

Your own comfort, too, comes in for 
consideration. Even when hunting on 
solid ground a bird will occasionally 
drop in a swamp, creek, or other diffi- 
cult place. Here a dog comes in handy. 
And when shooting waterfowl, a dog is 
better than waders or boats. 


ecognizing the limits of your dog’s 
R natural instincts will influence the 
results you will achieve. This will also 
have a bearing on when you start the 
dog’s training.

Basics of Retrieving 


English and American pointers, for 
instance, have less retrieving instinct 
than our other upland-game dogs. 
And their trainers hesitate to make re- 
trievers out of them for fear of cutting 
down their range by giving them this 
additional problem. This applies more 
to field-trial prospects than to the aver- 
age gun dog, however. 

The continental pointers such as the 
German shorthair, the Vizsla, Wei- 
maraner, and drahthaar have a more 
highly developed retriever instinct and 
aren’t so wide in range that this train- 
ing would tend to close them up. The 
same applies to setters used on grouse, 
woodcocks, and pheasants. Spaniels, 
including the Brittany, have a highly 
developed retrieving instinct. None, 
though, compare with the Labrador, 
golden, flat-coated, and Chesapeake re- 
trievers which perform as though born 
with ducks in their mouths. 


ut before any retrieve is made, a 
bird must be killed. So the first 
thing for a dog to learn is to locate and 
hold the bird for the gun. Make certain 
this is well started before confusing the 
youngster with additional problems. 
All dogs will do some retrieving. 
Even the street-run mongrel will gallop 


AT PRACTICE SESSION, Stan Swan- 
son gets Copper, his Chesapeake Bay 
retriever, off to fast start.

growing Rocky Mountain Retriever Club 
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after a ball and return it to be tossed 
again. Unfortunately too many ama- 
teur trainers begin retriever training 
with nothing but their dog’s willingness 
for such play. 

The mistake in this is that dogs play 
when they have the urge, and it is as 
play that they regard it. Sometimes 
they make the return; sometimes they 
just ignore you. It is only when 
your dog is responsive to a command 
rather than to his own whim that he 
can be depended on to do what is ex- 
pected of him. 

You’re probably thinking that I’m go- 
ing to advocate forced retrieving. If so, 
you're right! The term, however, is mis- 
leading, for any training that imposes 
your will on the dog’s is forced training. 

The contention that you want your 
dog to enjoy every minute of his work 
is a poor excuse for not spending the 
time required to make him work right. 
With the pup’s pleasure as the only 
basis for training, he may call it a day 
and gallop off into the woods, after one 
or two attempts at a retrieve. 

Retrieving is just as simple as holding 
a point or flushing a bird, so by all 
means let’s teach the dog to retrieve on 
command. 


Lb pcre of the age at which you 
start the dog on this, you should 
already have instilled obedience. Never 
use a command with which the dog as- 
sociates any disobedience. If you've 
played ball with him and he’s somewhat 
responsive to a particular command in 
that connection, use another distinctly 
different word. Dogs respond to tone of 
voice, but the word used influences the 
tone and is associated with the act by 
him. Remember it’s easier to teach 
obedience to a new command than to 
remove an unsatisfactory response to 
an old one. 

To start, sit on a chair and make the 
dog sit by your left knee. Grasp 
him across the foreface, so that with 
your middle finger and thumb you can 
exert enough pressure just behind the 
canine teeth to cause him to open his 
mouth. (Too severe a pressure will re- 
sult in a struggle that is not desirable.) 

Give your chosen command as you 
apply the pressure and insert a soft ob- 
ject—glove or dummy—in his mouth 
the instant it opens. Command him to 
deliver it, then remove it promptly. 
Wait a minute or so before repeating. 
The time the dummy is left in the dog’s 
mouth should be increased progressive- 
ly, but never made so long that he tries 
to expel it. Anticipate this and remove 
the dummy on command—otherwise 
you may wind up with a bird chewer. 

In the dog’s mind this primary step 
associates the command with the idea 
of taking the object in the mouth. Con- 
tinue this exercise daily until you can 
sense him starting to open his mouth to 
receive the object on command without 
waiting for the lip pressure. Stay with 
it a few days longer as insurance. 

Next hold the dummy about six 
inches from his mouth and give the 
command. He will open his mouth and 
wait for you to give him the dummy. 
Instead, draw his mouth forward by 
pressure behind the canine teeth until

Be careful in changing from the | 
dummy to actual game, for a dog may 
become bird-shy. Pigeons are good for 
a starter; they’re easy to get and not 
too large. Truss both wings so the dog 
will not become frightened by flailing 
wings. This often makes the dog bird- 
shy or causes him to shut down on the 
bird and kill it. Once he has confidence 
and handles the bird well, you can leave 
one wing free. 

Take care, too, in working any dog 
in water at the start. Some breeds take 
to water naturally, some do not. Wade 
in with the dog—in fresh water—and 
make it a game of play until he has con- 
fidence and is swimming. Even a shy 
pup can overcome fear of water if not 
frightened at the outset. This done, 
you can start sending him into the 
water for retrieves. 

If your dog is to work pheasants or 
ducks, actually work him on these birds 
in the later stages of his training. 
They’re larger than most gamebirds 
and more difficult to handle. 

This method will give you a depend- 
able retriever that is soft of mouth. 
Should you, however, have to open his 
mouth to take the bird, apply some lip 
pressure—but never severely, except as 
a correction. Lip pressure concentrates 
the dog’s interest where the action 
takes place, which is more than can be 
said for pinching his ears or treading 
on his feet to get his mouth open. 

Your dog will enjoy his work when 
he is confident that he is doing what 
you want him to do. And that’s the best 
way to teach him to do it right.— 
McDowell Lyon.

pound. Increased fishing pressure has 
resulted in heavier perch, averaging 
three to pound in 1956 . . . Drought 
hard on Florida lakes. Long-continued 
drought has dried some Florida lakes, 
reduced many others to record lows. 
When normal rainfall returns, state 
faces knotty problem of restoring fish 
populations. 

Sturgeon biggie. Biggest sturgeon 
speared in Winnebago, Wisconsin wa- 
ters, last season reported by Bill Morti- 
mer, Chilton. Was 7 ft. 1 in. long and 
weighed 168 lb... . Peru protects marlin, 
sailfish. Cabo Blanco Fishing Club re- 
ports that President Manuel Prado of 
Peru has signed bill banning commercial 
fishing, including harpooning, for black 
and striped marlin, Pacific sailfish, in 
Peruvian waters. The 35th black marlin 
to weigh 1,000 or more pounds was 
caught at Cabo Blanco last March by 
William R. Mote, New Rochelle, N. Y. 


Maine Atlantic salmon. Studies have 
shown money spent by salmon sport 
fishermen in New Brunswick and Quebec 
amount to approximately $10 per pound 
of salmon caught. On that basis salmon 
taken from Maine’s Dennys and Nar- 
raguagus Rivers in 1948-1956 represent- 
ed value to state of $51,400 and $57,000 
respectively. Active campaign to restore 
Maine’s salmon rivers based primarily 
on habitat improvement, the Machias, 
Pleasant, Penobscot, Dennys, Narragu- 
agus, and Sheepscot Rivers benefiting. 
Plans are to improve similarly the Pis- 
cataquis, Aroostook, and possibly the 
St. Croix. 

Artificials get most fish. Missouri’s 
Clearwater Lake turns up some inter- 
esting dope: The 10 percent of anglers 
who used artificials there got 55 percent 
of all bass taken in 1956. Best fishing 
success was in March, April, May. 


Firearms safety program. Washington 
State has passed a law requiring all 
junior hunters, 17 years old or younger, 
to complete a minimum of 4 hours in- 
struction in firearms safety before they 
may get their hunting license. Program 
should be set up by January, 1958.

toward the landing site. 

“Don’t these fish ever wander 
away?” I asked. “Are they always 
here for the whole two months? And 
what makes them stay?” 

Hugh set the motor on a slow course 
and jerked a thumb at the fishing 
grounds behind us. “This is just one 
spot that happens to be handy. 
There’re a thousand places just as good 
in these waters. This is what they call 
northern Green Bay, but it’s really two 
other bays—Big Bay de Noc and Little 
Bay de Noc. There are better than 200 
square miles of water in those bays, 
and probably 100 miles of shoreline. 
The fish are all over. They stay here 
because it’s natural for walleyes. 
There’s an abundance of spawning 
areas, lots of food, and plenty of room 
to roam.” 

He also told me that there are smelt 
and perch by the jillions in these waters 
—ideal walleye feed. Last winter com- 
mercial fishermen netted 3,000,000 
pounds of smelt through the ice. A 
five-year-old perch here will grow, on 
average, three inches longer than a five- 
year-old perch in southern Green Bay. 

Hugh kept talking as we rolled slowly 
through the chop. There had always 
been walleyes in Green Bay, he said, but 
nothing like the present population. 
Eight years ago, walleyes started turn- 
ing up in staggering numbers on the 
stringers of sport fishermen and in the 
commercial nets. The increase was so 
marked—about 11 times the previous 
15-year average—that state fish experts 
ran up to Green Bay to see what it 
was all about.

years old. In Green Bay now there are 
probably seven generations of walleyes. 
Just make a guess and say that each 
generation averages around a million 
fish. What would that give you?” 

I calculated ‘Seven million walleyes.” 

Hugh shrugged. “One guess is as 
good as another.” 

We put our boat ashore and cleaned 
our fish on the beach. Screaming gulls 
fluttered overhead, snatching up the 
guts as fast as they were offered. Many 
boats were coming in now, and the 
beach was a busy place. There were 
half a dozen boat trailers parked on 
the sand and three times that many 
cars beside the highway. Almost every- 
one we saw was loaded with fish. 

As we packed the boat and gear, I 
took out a map and said I’d like to 
fish some more in a different spot. 

Hugh ran his finger around the shore- 
line. “Try it here at the head of Big 
Bay de Noc. There’s a sand beach there 
beside the highway where you can 
launch easily. Or run down the west 
side of Stonington Peninsula. There’s 
a 40-foot limestone cliff that runs most 
of the way down the peninsula. You'll 
have to find a break in it. The water 
drops off fast and you'll have to go 
deep, but it’s all rock and walleyes 
love rock. Or try the west side of the 
Garden Peninsula. There’s a bunch of 
beautiful little bays and harbors there, 
not many people, and lots of campsites. 
You can spend six weeks exploring 
around here and have fun every min- 
ute. You’re never far from fish.” 

He paused, then asked, “What are

years old. In Green Bay now there are 
probably seven generations of walleyes. 
Just make a guess and say that each 
generation averages around a million 
fish. What would that give you?” 

I calculated ‘‘Seven million walleyes.”’ 

Hugh shrugged. “One guess is as 
good as another.” 

We put our boat ashore and cleaned 
our fish on the beach. Screaming gulls 
fluttered overhead, snatching up the 
guts as fast as they were offered. Many 
boats were coming in now, and the 
beach was a busy place. There were 
half a dozen boat trailers parked on 
the sand and three times that many 
cars beside the highway. Almost every- 
one we saw was loaded with fish.
